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RATE HYPE AT 
‘THE MWRA 


US Environmental Protection Agency of- 
ficials say the beleaguered Massachusetts 
Water Resources Authority may have been a 
little too eager to appease angry ratepayers 
when it announced on April 11 that a new 
national policy on controlling storm-water 
runoff and raw-sewage overflows could save

Though ratepayers may have breathed a 
sigh of relief after the media dutifully re-

new policy on so-called combined sewer 
overflows (CSOs), an EPA official in 
Washington who helped draft the policy 


| says it was wasted breath. 





“It’s pure hype,” the official says. “There 
is nothing in the policy that says the 
MWRA can abandon the cleanup plan they 
have already worked out with the EPA.” 

Technically, the MWRA violates the fed- 
eral Clean Water Act every time there is a 
heavy rainstorm. During such storms, the 
MWRA’s treatment facilities can’t handle 
the volume of runoff and sewage, and the 
agency is forced to divert it — via about 80 
CSOs — into area waterways. Under pres- 
sure by the EPA to comply with the law, 
the MWRA at one time proposed to con- 
struct a 22-mile tunnel system to store, 
then treat, the billions of gallons of pollu- 
tants discharged from CSO outfall pipes. 
The estimated cost: $1.4 billion. 

But since the late 1980s, EPA’s New 
England office and MWRA officials have 
hammered out a less costly approach, in 
part because of new data that say original 


| estimates of the amount of pollutants 


spewing from the outfall pipes were too 
high. They’ve been working on a plan that 
gives high priority to environmentally sen- 
sitive waterways and takes into account 
cost and the ability of MWRA customers to 
pay — which is exactly what the EPA’s 
new national policy aims to do. 

In effect, the Clinton administration is 
nationalizing a policy that is already in 
place in New England. The bottom line: no 
new savings for MWRA ratepayers. 

“Compared to what we’re doing anyway 


| with CSO controls, there is not much dif- 


ference,” says Steve Silva, chief of the 


| compliance division at the EPA’s New 


England office, in Boston. “We don’t ex- 
pect it to have a big impact.”

“We're putting in a world-class tape 
machine and console and redoing the 
wiring right now,” says Smith. “We al- 
ready have a great sounding room, but 
we're taking it up to the next level and 
creating a studio that'll be on par with the 
best in the world.” 

Smith, who produced early albums by 
the Blake Babies and Throwing Muses, 
and his partners already have a strong 
track record for working with alternative 
acts — an area that’s been a weak spot 
for MCA in recent years. Giordano is 
known for his work with Hiisker Dii and 
Sugar; Slade and Kolderie’s latest projects 
have included Radiohead's Pablo Honey 
(Capitol) and Hole’s Live Through This 
(Geffen); and O’Heir has worked with 
Come and Moving Targets. As a team 
they’re aiming to compete internationally 
while continuing to develop emerging 
artists. 

“We want to make a big noise,” says 
Smith, who hopes to complete the first 
project by January and release some kind 
of anthology before that. “The deal we 
worked out will be good for MCA, good 
for us, and good for the artists because 
we'll be able to turn them over to MCA on 
very favorable terms.”

Has the mainstream press forgotten the 
explicitly anti-gay purpose of the National 
Movement’s attempts to hold a parade in 
South Boston? 

The Mississippi-based white-suprem- 
acist group is hoping to hold a “pro-major- 
ity, pro-family” parade on May 7 in sup- 
port of the Allied War Veterans Council of 
South Boston’s efforts to deny a spot in the | 
St. Patrick’s Day Parade to the Irish-Amer- | 
ican Gay, Lesbian, and Bisexual Pride | 
Committee of Boston (GLIB). 

Typical coverage of the issue was a ques- 
tion asked of people on the street in the 
Sunday Globe’s City Weekly section: 
“Should a white-supremacist group be al- 
lowed to parade in South Boston?” No one 
mentioned the Nationalist Movement’s anti- 
gay stance, though some were concerned 
about the effect a march might have on 
“mixed [race] families in South Boston.” 

“I find the coverage strange, all right,” 
says David O’Connor, spokesperson for 
GLIB, “especially since it’s an anti-gay 





stance that brings them here. I think it’s un-

have become separated in this discussion.”

is one thing,” says O’Connor. “But actions 
speak louder than words, and the veterans’ 
actions in the last three years have indicat- 
ed that they have a lot in common with the 
Nationalist Movement.”

A SLANT ON 
MEDIA BIAS 

In “What Liberal Media?” (News, 
April 8), Mark Jurkowitz attempts to 
disprove the claim made by conserva- 
tives that the mass media are domi- 
nated by the left, and by those like the 
Birch Society who say the media are 





‘| controlled by elitists. Although there 


is a growing number of publications 
and radio talk shows that promote 
conservative views, the left still has 
plenty of media dominance and some 
of the “conseryative” publications 
mentioned by Mr. Jurkowitz, like Na- 
tional Review, dedicate much of their 
time to bashing conservatives. 

In New England, practically every 
daily and weekly paper has a left- 
wing bias. Time, Newsweek, network 
news anchors Dan Rather, Tom 
Brokaw, Peter Jennings, and TV talk 
show hosts Phil Donahue and Oprah 
Winfrey are unquestionably liberal. 

The John Birch Society contends 
that most of the US media are domi- 
nated by persons who hold a globalis- 
tic and interventionist viewpoint. 

Today, one may look at the mem- 
bership roster of the Council on For- 
eign Relations and find several hun- 
dred prominent media personalities. 
Mr. Jurkowitz may ridicule the idea 
that having an overwhelming majority 
of media personalities in an organiza- 
tion that consistently promotes global 
government is proof of a conspiracy. 
I could imagine the outcry from him 
if he discovered that all the major me- 
dia outlets were controlled by John 
Birchers. 

In spite of the media control, the 
free press does still exist in this coun- 
try. The number of conservative pub- 
lications and radio shows shouldn’t 
be a reason for concern for those who 
are truly supportive of a free press.

In “Long Division: Boston’s Frac- 
tious Culture Could Make a Come- 
back a Short One” (News, April 1), 
Maureen Dezell discusses how the 
city’s many long-standing problems 
could easily sabotage its much-herald- 
ed “recovery” from the recent reces- 
sion. The need for a more compre- 
hensive public transportation system 
is mentioned as one such problem. 

It is unfortunate, however, that she 
did not develop this theme further to 
highlight another major peril to our 
civic health. In the MBTA’s rush to 
extend service and lure suburban 
commuters onto its trains and buses, 
the needs of the inner-city population 
— the Authority’s “captive audience” 
— are being sacrificed. Perhaps the 
most striking example of such neglect 
is the deplorable condition of the ser- 
vice on Washington Street. 

Seven years ago the Orange Line 
was moved to the Southwest Corridor 
and the old elevated rail torn down. In 
a 1973 Memorandum of Understand- 
ing with the Chinatown, South End, 
and Roxbury communities, the agency 
had promised “equal or better” re- 
placement service in the form of a 
light rail from Dudley Square into the 
subway, via the unused Tremont 
Street tunnel and Boylston Station. 
Since the abandonment of the el, 
however, the MBTA has continually 
insulted us with its ham-handed at- 
tempts to justify the establishment of 
an inadequate bus service down 
Washington Street, defying the wishes 
of the majority of residents, who want 
a direct rail connection to downtown 
and to the other transit lines. 

In the meantime, residents must 
make do with a “temporary” replace- 
ment bus that is impossibly over- 
crowded and slow during rush hours 
— and whose service at other times is 
so sporadic as to be totally unreliable. 
What the MBTA is currently propos- 
ing with an electric bus that must ne- 
gotiate the congested downtown 
streets and discharge its riders over a 
block from the nearest subway-trans- 
fer station is no more than a marginal 
improvement upon an intolerable lev- 
el of service.

Paul Vogel on feminism, 
erotica, and censorship

o playwright Paula Vogel, 
“feminism has always 
equaled being politically in- 
correct.” 

For that reason, she’s 


| braced to take on the PC police if they set 


up surveillance at Hot ’n’ Throbbing, her 
controversial new play about pornography 
and domestic violence that’s now running 
as part of the New Stages ’94 series at the 
American Repertory Theatre. 

A feminist play, Hot ’n’ Throbbing 
nonetheless breaks many of feminist art’s 
unspoken rules. It’s complicated. Its wom-

en are victims both of violence and of their 
own ambivalence about pleasure, compas- 
sion, and control. It’s funny. It’s tragic. It 
questions what Vogel calls the received 
wisdom about the relationship between 
pornography and sexual abuse. 

That hasn’t been the subject of much se- 
rious consideration lately —- in part be- 
cause leaders of the anti-porn feminist 


movement won’t have anything to do with 
feminists with whom they disagree. 

As it does with most topical new plays, 
the ART is sponsoring a panel on issues 
the playwright’s work addresses — in this 
case, pornography and sexual abuse. ART 
artistic director Robert Brustein invited 
Nadine Strossen, president of the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union, to appear. He 
hoped to interest radical anti-porn activist 
Catharine MacKinnon. But he found what 
feminist artists and thinkers interested in 
free expression have long known: MacKin- 
non and her ideological fellow-travelers 
won’t debate one of the most contentious 
of feminist issues with other feminists. So 
those who will participate in the April 25 
panel — Strossen, Libido-magazine editor 
Marianna Beck, and Vogel — are as polit- 
ically incorrect as Hot ’n’ Throbbing itself. 

Iconoclastic as it may be, this produc- 
tion is no paean to Camille Paglia’s anti- 
feminism or the fire-with-fire feminism es- 
poused by Naomi Wolf. The play relent- 
lessly rips the romance of rape and the 
mother/whore traditions of neoclassical 
Western theater that Vogel believes endure 
in the work of contemporary playwrights 
such as David Mamet and Sam Shepard. 
It trains the audience’s gaze away from 
ephemeral sex and imagery and toward 
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what the Vogel considers real obscenity: 
sexually charged violence in the home. 

To support herself and keep her two 
teenagers housed, fed, and in Reeboks, 
Charlene, the central character in the play, 
writes erotica for a feminist film-produc- 
tion company. 

On a Friday night, as her surly, argu- 
mentative, and insulting kids skim in and 
out of the living room, she struggles with 
a script: “She was hot. She was throb- 
bing. But she was in control. Control of 
her body. Control of her thoughts. Con- 
trol of .. . him.” 

Shortly after her kids are out of the 
house for the evening, Charlene’s abusive 
ex-husband, Clyde, drunk and furious that 
she’s gotten a restraining order against 
him, kicks in her front door. He enters, 
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unplugs her computer, and starts to strip. 
He moons her. She shoots him in the butt. 

Clyde moans in pain. Charlene nurses 
him, bringing him coffee. She urges him 
to get out. He tells her he’s obsessed with 
her. She laughs. They reminisce. Their 
feelings get complicated. She kisses him. A 
voice, alarmed, urges: “This is not a 
movie. . . get out of the house!” 

Instead, Charlene gets distracted. She 
feels sorry for her husband: he’s unem- 
ployed; he’s broke; he spent the early part 
of the evening at peep shows, trying to 
make himself feel better. She tries to com- 
fort him. In her compassion, she loses 
control. Unfortunately, what really makes 
Clyde feel best is beating people up. 

“The MacKinnonites will say that 
pornography is the reason Clyde does 
what he does to her. That it 
incites him to violence,” 
says Vogel. “The German 
sexologist [another disturb- 
ing voice in the play] would 
agree. 

“But that argument natu- 
ralizes violence. It says men 
will be men. And I’m uneasy 
with that, and the fact the 
feminist left is aligned with 
Jesse Helms in his efforts to 
censor erotica. Because the 
moment we start censoring 
erotica, we will censor 
women trying to describe 
erotica.” 

Vogel first started think- 
ing about writing Hot ’n’ 
Throbbing in 1984. She put 
it off — in part because she 
was busy attending to her 
brother, Carl, who died of 
AIDS in 1988, and who was 
the inspiration for her 1992 
Obie-winning play, The 
Baltimore Waltz. 

It took her two years to 
write what’s bound to be a 
ground-breaking work about 
the contentious, complicated 
issues centrai to Hot ’n’ 
Throbbing, which she calls 
“a comic and scary explo-

violence in the home.” 

“I started out by asking questions,” says 
Vogel. “What is pornography? Does it 
lead to violence? Is pornography inher- 
ently anti-female? I’m not pro-pornogra- 
phy, any more than a woman who’s pro- 
choice is pro-abortion. But I am pro-the 
First Amendment.” 

Vogel grappled with a host of issues in 
writing: “Whether I can change the Aris- 
totelian baggage of neoclassical roles in 
theater from what we still see in Fatal At- 
traction: the good woman versus the bad. 
If women can define the ideal, the good 
mother, the bad mother, the whore. Can I 
as a playwright change action and direc- 
tion to reflect a woman’s experience? Can 
you transform this genre into something in 
which women write for the female gaze?” 

Vogel doesn’t expect her play will an- 
swer nearly as many questions as it asks. 
She’s also come away from writing it with 
new puzzles to ponder. 

“Why does pornography scare us so 
much?” Vogel wonders. “And why are we 
looking at representations and imagery 
and arguing about that instead of looking 
at domestic violence, which is an epidem- 
ic? There’s some kind of bizarre displace- 
ment going on.” 

Though she’s not sure what constitutes 
pornography, she says, “I think I know 


| what obscenity is. And it is not the same as 
porn. Acts of violence are obscenity. Ob- 








scenity comes from the Greek meaning 
‘offstage.’ In Greek theater, murder and vi- 
olence always took place offstage. We never 
see Medea kill her children. . . . So, while 
I’m not sure pornography deadens sensa- 
tion and expectations of women, I think vi- 
olence does. Violence, which is given a PG 
rating, while women’s bodies are porn. 

“Pornography is what will get attention, 
but it is a very small factor in this play. It 
isn’t pornography but the issue of control 
she’s taking that is what really enrages her 
ex-spouse. I believe, at this point, that it’s 
showing intelligence, sophistication, and 
courage that are what really put women in 
danger.” 
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Murmurs at the MFA 

Local cultural circles have been buzzing 
with rumors that the Museum of Fine 
Arts’s much-touted and oft-delayed plans 
to open a satellite museum in Nagoya, 
Japan, are kaput.

of hammering out an arrangement where- 
by city leaders would raise money for an 
art museum to which the MFA would lease 
works from its permanent collection and 
serve as a consultant. The finances of the 
deal were expected to help the MFA elimi- 
nate its annual operating deficit, which has 
run between $3 million and $8 million 
(depending upon who’s counting) in most 
recent years. 

The project, initially slated to culminate 
in a museum opening in 1996 or 1997, 


group of professionals, members of the

Some of the principals were 
here for a meeting this winter, we’re in 
continuing correspondence, and we expect 
to have our next meeting this spring.” 

As for rampant rumors that the MFA is 
about to announce its new director, Ben- 
jamin says, “Those just aren’t true.” 

“I’ve heard six rumors about names 
from a number of sources, and all I can 
say is that they’re highly inaccurate,” he 
adds. “We continue to interview candi- 
dates. We’re trying to move the process 
along as quickly as possible. But it’s long 
and confidential, and it takes a lot of 
time.”

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AIDS 101 


Boston tries to catch up in 
teaching kids to

he auditorium of West Rox- 

bury High School will soon 

be half-filled with ninth- and 

10th-graders. AIDS educa- 

tors Cassandra Summers, of 
ABCD Health Services, and Michael 
Aguiar, from the Whittier Street Health 
Center, are setting up a small condom dis- 
play on the lip of the stage. 

Summers and Aguiar weren’t supposed 
to make their presentation in this brown- 
brick room, or to this many kids. They 
were to meet with half the students in the 
library, while two other educators — Eve- 
lyn Suriel and Jose Gonzalez, from the 
Latino Health Institute — met with the 
other half in the auditorium. 

But Suriel and Gonzalez are not here. 
That’s because a little while earlier, when 
Suriel, Gonzalez, Summers, and Aguiar 
were meeting with school officials, there 
was an altercation, a misunderstanding 
perhaps, over whether the AIDS educa- 
tors would be allowed to show students 
how to put on a condom. This after weeks 
of planning. When it looked as if the dem- 
onstrations were out, Suriel was ready to 
walk. 

“You want me to do AIDS 101, and I 
can’t do AIDS 101 without this,” she ar- 
gued in the office of gym teacher Nancy 
Smith, who'd arranged the presentations. 

So instead of working with two groups 
of 50 students each, there’s one big group. 
The teachers have all the kids sit in the 
front-center section of the auditorium. 
Not that a group of 50 students would 
have been the best situation either — 
AIDS educators who work with adoles- 
cents find groups of 15 to 20 to be most 
effective. More than that, and the sessions 
lose their cozy feeling, and students are 


stay alive 


more reluctant to open up and ask the 
questions they need to have answered 
about HIV transmission, sex, blood, date 
rape, you name it. 

“I can’t blame them,” Aguiar says of his 
absent colleagues. “But it’s taken us so 
long to get into the schools to begin with.” 

Indeed, the history of AIDS education 
in the Boston Public Schools is a check- 
ered one at best. Critics say programs like 
this one at West Roxbury High represent a 
marked improvement over those of previ- 
ous years, but are still far from ideal. 

For years, activists charged Mayor Ray 
Flynn and the Boston School Department 
with foot-dragging, stonewalling, playing 
politics with the lives of young people, who 
are among the city residents most at risk 
for HIV infection. 

Some say that with Flynn gone, the at- 
mosphere is changing — and that Mayor 
Tom Menino is responsible for that 
change. 

“What was happening for the last three 
years finally got unstuck,” says Gary San- 
dison, Menino’s AIDS-policy adviser. 
During that time, plans for comprehensive 
AIDS education and condom availability 
were proposed, but they were shuttled 
among various city agencies, never making 
it to the schools. 

In fact, Sandison credits his boss with 
the school committee’s passage, on March 
16, of a proposal that next fall will make 
condoms available — to students who get 
a note from their parents — at clinics at 
12 of the city’s 15 high schools, and the 
adoption of an AIDS-prevention curricu- 
lum that emphasizes abstinence. “He 
campaigned on that commitment,” Sandi- 
son says. 

Others contend, though, that these ef- 
forts are too little, too late. This is 1994, 
after all, at least 12 years into the epidem- 
ic. Who knows how many cases of HIV in- 
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fection in young people could have been 
ented? 

“There’s been a political level with this 
issue throughout, starting with Dukakis 
when he was running for president, going 
right through to Flynn,” says Larry 
Kessler, executive director of the AIDS 
Action Committee of Massachusetts. “All 
these people have been part of this excru- 
ciatingly long process to get where we are, 
which is almost nowhere.” 


Street smarts 

Back in the West Roxbury High audito- 
rium, Aguiar and Summers continue set- 
ting up their charts and condom displays. 
They don’t want to lose this precious op- 
portunity to talk to young people about a 
disease that has become a leading killer of 
young people, no matter how limited the 
opportunity may be 

But just as they finish, Suriel, Gonzalez, 
and two of their colleagues come walking 
down the aisle. The students get divvied 
up then, with half going to the library with 
Summers and Aguiar. 

“We’re here to talk about HIV and 
AIDS,” says Suriel, a short, street-smart 
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tions. There’s no such thing as a stupid 
question.” 

They quiz the kids about their knowl- 
edge of HIV, and offer lots of information 

about sexual transmission, how to have sex 
with relative safety, all the while telling 
kids they should wait. “You have a whole 
lifetime for it. You don’t have to start 
now,” says Suriel, who seems very aware 
she shouldn’t be seen as encouraging sex- 
ual activity among the young. Gonzalez 
stresses the importance of not using drugs, 
getting an education, being a credit to the 
community. 

Then, near the end of this rushed, 
slightly dizzying presentation, Suriel, 
who’s still on the bench, says, “When we 
planned this education, I wanted to show 
you exactly how to use a condom.

problem is most conspicuously evidenced when it comes | 
time for questions and answers: most of the students ask 
un-self-revealing questions about transfusions and giving 
blood. 

A little later, the kids get a talk from Dennis, a person 
with AIDS affiliated with the Boston Living Center, a pro- 
gram and drop-in center for HIV-positive people. He’s a 
striking African-American man in his mid 30s who paces 
as he talks about how he got HIV from unprotected sex 
with women. Dennis is one of a group of 30 or so HIV- 
positives and PWAs from the Living Center who are 
trained to speak to young people. He tells them how, when 
he was a scrawny, picked-on kid growing up outside Pitts- 
burgh, drugs made him feel like a somebody. Dennis says 
he’d never expected to get HIV, because he wasn’t gay and 
he never shot the cocaine he’d chased so ardently in his 
youth. 

The story he weaves is so compelling, even the rowdy 
kids listen, eyes rapt. 

Afterward, a few students come up to talk. “Sometimes I 
go to the meetings with my mother,” says a bespectacled 
young woman whose mother, like Dennis, is a recovering 
addict. Dennis has a T-cell count of two, which compares 
rather unfavorably to the 1200 or so T-cells expected in a 
person with a healthy immune system. Someone asks him 
how he keeps healthy. 

“By the grace of God,” Dennis tells him. 

Then the bell rings. Class is over. The students leave. 
And though the instructors may come back for a follow-up, 
AIDS education is probably over for another year. 

In fact, the school department’s broad guidelines require 
simply that two sessions a year be taught from the sixth 


grade on. There’s no guarantee the classes will be as good 
as these.

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Next year the schools will be required to incorporate two 
abstinence-based curriculums — one called “Postponing 
Sexual Involvement,” for sixth- and seventh-graders, and 
another, “Reducing the Risk,” for high-school and possibly 
eighth-grade kids, both of which will amount to another 
four or five class sessions a year. But this is about half the 
amount of class time some other school districts and states 
require. These two programs were part of the package’ the 
school committee approved on March 16. 
“I’ve become a lot more philosophical in my old age, and 
I think the vote by the school committee is indicative of the 
fact that they recognize that something has to be done,” 
says Leah Camhi, who directs the speakers’ program at the 
Living Center. 
Camhi, who developed the Heart to Heart sexuality-edu- 
cation program at Planned Parenthood before she came to

Indeed, the curriculum packets — many 
of which are still used — include lots of 
misleading information about “high-risk 
groups,” which might cause uninformed 
users to believe that it’s membership in 
such a group, and not high-risk behavior 
itself, that makes individuals susceptible to 
HIV infection. 

“As time passed,” Kessler continues, “we 


' found that the curriculum was being used 


unevenly. There were some kids who were 
being given lectures in groups of 300” —a 
strategy now believed to be fairly ineffective 
— “and some in the classroom, and some 
were getting nothing at all.” 

Kessler’s story is corroborated by 
Kiomarie Acevedo, a 10th-grader at Bos- 
ton Latin Academy and a peer counselor 
on the YO-Line, a youth-only AIDS hot- 
line operated by AIDS Action. She agrees 
AIDS education is inadequate. “They only

31 percent of boys and 
25 percent of girls report 
having had sexual inter- 
course, according to a 
1992 youth-risk behavior 
study conducted by the 
Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Education. 

For its part, the Bos- 
ton School Department 
asserts that 83 percent of 
all kids polled in a recent 
survey received AIDS ed- 
ucation.

“Judith said the schools were 
lagging way behind, and she recommend- 
ed a comprehensive curriculum with con- 
dom availability, and he deep-sixed that,” 


says Kessler. Kurland then recofnmended |

“When we started stepping up the 
pressure,” Kessler says, “they worked out 
this compromise of transferring the school

health department, but that took another six to eight 
months because of the [teachers] union.” 

Flynn and Harrison-Jones may not have understood the 
gravity of the situation, says Camhi. “Two and a half years 
ago, when I was with Planned Parenthood, we went to Lois 
Harrison-Jones’s office under great secrecy and demon- 
strated to her how important it was to teach kids how to 
put on a condom, because JOHN NORDELL 
in her naiveté, she 
thought, ‘Every kid knows 
how to use a condom.’ We 
said, ‘Oh, really? Let us 
come to you and talk 
about the 20-some-odd 
things you need to know 
in order to use a condom 
correctly.’ And she was as- 
tounded.” 

Both Camhi and Kessler 
think a condom-availabili- 
ty program that requires 
parents to opt their kids in 
— which is what the 
March 16 vote provides 
for — is nothing short of 
a joke. “It’s crazy to say 
kids can only get condoms : 
if they get their parents’ ‘sauiiak ee, 
permission,” scoffs Camhi. KESSLER: biames 
“Come on! The kids who Flynn, Harrison-Jones. 
can’t talk to their parents 
are probably the kids who need them most.” 

Moreover, she notes, AIDS education for special popu- 
lations — bilingual kids, special-ed kids — have only re- 
cently been standardized. And there is no special AIDS ed- 
ucation targeted to queer kids, though some support ser- 
vices are offered in some schools. 

In the face of such criticism, the school department 
defends its AIDS curriculum and a condom-availability 
program. 

Harrison-Jones’s office referred inquiries to school-de- 
partment spokesman Larry Faison. 

“I beg to differ with Mr. Kessler,” Faison says. “We’ve 
had a curriculum in place, and we’re expanding this to in- 
clude comprehensive health care. But what we’re not doing 
is dealing with this in a narrow sense, in regard to sexual 
activity. 

“It’s sad to have these comments made about foot-drag- 
ging,” Faison continues. “We all have been working collec- 
tively for some time to put a responsive policy in place.”

sio, it did seem there might have been a lit- 
erary hand manipulating the details of a 
great-Latin-American-novel-turned-vérité 
in the city of Tijuana. 

There were all the authorial details: 

A Mexican assassin whose ties to the 
United States are so strong he is believed 
to have voted — illegally — in Los Ange- 
les elections. 

A former policeman from Tijuana’s noto- 
riously corrupt force is held by authorities 
after a videotape reveals him crouching be- 
fore the unknowing candidate as if to trip 
him — like a child playing touch football 
— moments before the candidate is shot. 

The father of the confessed assassin re- 
calls from his home, outside Los Angeles, 





Into the abyss 


After the assassination, a 
wave of cynicism and despair

Zedillo, on the surface, seemed the oppo- 
site of Colosio — a technocrat, banker, 
economist, and bureaucrat. 

In fact, the profiles of both men point to 
the much-vaunted Mexican economic poli- 
cy that has culminated with NAFTA, which 
makes each an appropriate icon for Mexico 
and its economic restructuring of the ’90s. 
Since restructuring is a euphemism for be- 
coming closer to and more like the United 
States, there is some poetry in the idea that 
the border has moved like a story line 
through each of the candidates’ lives — 
Zedillo comes from a city 80 miles south of 
Arizona; Colosio from the border town of 
Mexicali, where he was buried last month. 

The border is also where both men’s ca- 
reers were made — and where one man’s 
was destroyed. 

Colosio’s most celebrated, if inauspi- 
cious, act of leadership was to legitimate 
the 1989 election of an opposition gover- 
nor to the border state of Baja California 
del Norte — he was shot in Baja’s capital, 
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ZEDILLO: a cold fish trying to pick up the pieces left behind by a 


populist firebrand — or part of an arch conspiracy? 


that another suspected “co-author” in the 
assassination had visited his son, Mario 
Aburto Martinez, several times. Speaking 
of the older gentleman with distaste, the 
father implies there was a homoerotic 
courtship of his 23-year-old factory-work- 
er son, who tolerated this unlikely friend, 
though unwillingly. 

And there were the details that three of 
the four accused “co-authors” have ties to 
the local offices of the PRI (the Institutional 
Revolutionary Party, which has controlled 
and won Mexican elections almost without 
fail since 1929), and two were former po- 
lice officers. One leader of the local PRI has 
been charged with indirect involvement. 

Then: enter Ernesto Zedillo Ponce de 
Leén, Colosio’s former campaign manager 
and anointed successor. When he is not 
the object of persistent speculation that he 
engineered the assassination of Luis Don- 
aldo Colosio, Zedillo, a compulsive gram- 
marian, is most often likened to a fish: 
cold and awkward before crowds. 

Observers tend to focus on the differ- 
ences between Zedillo and the man whose 
shoes he must fill. There is Colosio — 
known to have zipped through Mexico 
City on a motorcycle, a man of the people 
who so played up his image as a populist 
that Mexican intellectuals would groaning- 
ly refer to him as the “Mexican Ross Per- 
ot.” “I come from a culture of strength 
and not of privilege,” the essayist Enrique 
Krauze recalls Colosio repeating endlessly.

Tijuana, a fact that fuels speculation that 
disgruntled Tijuana PRI stalwarts engi- 
neered his death. 

Zedillo made his name on the figurative 
border; he wrote his economics disserta- 
tion, at Yale, on the Inter-American Devel- 
opment Bank — known for its tendency to 
lure Latin American nations into in- 
tractable debt and dependency with the 
United States. He was later central to the 
re-negotiation of Mexico’s national debt to 
US banks, winning him stature in eco- 
nomic circles on both sides of the border. 
The debt could have bankrupted both na- 
tional economies; the solution, to the fi- 
nancial world’s glee, involved NAFTA. 

It was also in Tijuana where Colosio’s 
and Zedillo’s lives crossed paths — or at 
least traded paths — though, literally, 
Zedillo stayed home in Mexico City for the 
assassination. The Tijuana weekly Zeta 
has made much of that fateful absence: 
Zedillo reportedly arranged for Colosio’s 
speech in the poor Tijuana neighborhood 
where he was shot; when a campaign aide 
questioned the pragmatism of the early- 
evening visit, it was Zedillo who became 
agitated and insisted on the campaign 
stop. (Though no one has substantiated 
such innuendo, rumors of Zedillo’s in- 
volvement have taken such root that a 
third of respondents in a recent Mexican 
poll said they believed the government was 
involved in the killing and 70 percent ex- 
pected a government cover-up.)

that the assassination of Luis Donaldo Colo- 
sio, the future president of Mexico, took 
place in border Tijuana — the city for post- 
NAFTA, post-Zapatista Mexico. Jorge Hi- 
nojosa, a Tijuana human-rights activist, was 
pondering the significance of both candi- 
dates’ — as well as the Tijuana-residing as- 
sassin’s — ties to the border one recent 
night in one of those Tijuana diners with the 
requisite pink-and-yellow vinyl banquettes. 

“The border is a mixture of three reali- 
ties,” Hinojosa was saying. “A Mexican re- 
ality, a US reality, and a reality that is a 
mixture of both, people who speak both 
English and Spanish. If you don’t under- 
stand this last culture, you’re almost miss- 
ing a third of the reality.” 

Outside, the downtown streets were en- 
gulfed in what passes for the mundane on 
a Friday night in Tijuana. On Avenida de 
la Revolucién, discos blared technopop 
from second-story sliders; strobe lights 
cast the scene below in menacing silhou- 
ette. Blond boys and girls giggling in En- 
glish sauntered along as if visiting a city

toxic waste poisoned the land. 

that had no nationality; young men occa- 
sionally stopped midstep and simply 


howled, picking up pace seconds later. 
American tourists have long seized on 


side a maquiladora battery plant, shut down after 


one element of Hinojosa’s paradigm: it can 
often be heard that Tijuana is not “really” 
Mexico — it is far too tacky, too scary, too 
kitschy, and too overrun with gringos to 
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live up to their placid image of Mexican 
taco-vendors by the sea. But Tijuana — its 
cash registers clicking in dollars, its drug 
cartel serving its neighbors to the north, its 
Denny’s, its thousands of would-be immi- 
grants lined up in the nightly shadows 
along the Tijuana River — is fast becom- 
ing a profoundly Mexican city. 

A true border denizen, the man who shot 
Colosio, Mario Aburto, is one of those | 
members of Hinojosa’s “third reality,” 
someone fluent in both US and Mexican 
culture who moves between the two. It is 
chillingly apropos that Aburto probably pur- | 
chased the gun that killed Colosio in the | 
United States — it was last registered to an 
owner in San Francisco. Until last year 
Aburto worked in a US furniture plant out- 
side Los Angeles, where his father and 
brother still live and work. Evicted by immi- 
gration authorities, he then came to Tijuana 
and took up work as a mechanic in one of 
the 700 much-maligned factories known as 
maquiladoras, the majority of them US- 
owned, that crowd the border zone. 

“Any of these companies are here be- 
cause they can do things they can’t do in 
the United States,” the manager of one Ti- 
juana maquiladora park, Fred Sanders, told

me blithely about the lure of setting up in the maquiladora 
zone. “They can spray industrial lacquer. It’s toxic. It’s hard 
to apply. It’s messy. You can t do it there. We can do it here. 
It’s a lower-labor thing, too,” Sanders added. “If you can 
have a $10-an-hour guy in California and a $2-an-hour 
worker in Mexico, that’s a huge difference.” 

Jorge Hinojosa speculated that Aburto’s employment at 
such a place was a defining element in his decision to par- 
ticipate in the assassination plot. “If you look at the fact that 
he worked in a maquiladora,” Hinojosa said, “anybody that 
works in a maquiladora and is paid a hundred dollars a 
month is very conscious of the fact that ‘I’m working for a 
North American company.’ Their work, their labor, is going 
to create wealth for another country. So does that have an 
effect on somebody’s psyche? Of course.” 

Aburto lived in a working-class Tijuana neighborhood 
typical in all senses except that it could have been worse. 
Houses there, in Buenos Aires del Norte, with their pit la- 
trines, brick walls, and tar-and-corrugated-tin roofs, seem if 
not palatial at least middle-class relative to their neighbors’. 
In contrast are the many neighborhoods where hand-built 
shanties sometimes slough off steep dirt hillsides in the rain. 
That more aptly describes Lomas Taurinas, the closely built 
neighborhood where Luis Donaldo Colosio took his last 
walk, via a steep mud path, on March 23. 

A resident in a neighborhood adjacent to Lomas Tauri- 
nas, Barrio 70-76, described Lomas Taurinas like this: 
“The difference between that barrio and this one is that 
over there is for paracaidistas,” the well-appointed dental 
student and pharmacist Ariel Tapia told me, using an ex- 
pression that translates literally into “parachutists” and is 
often used to describe maquiladora workers. “They’re 
people who make less money, who drop down and sit on a 
piece of land that’s not theirs. Then when it rains it all 
washes away. Here,” Tapia added proudly, “we own our 
homes.” His friend Raul punched his toe into the curb and 
added, “The real difference is here we have paved streets.” 

Barrio 70-76 sits at the top of a sharp cliffside; below, 
we could see the lights of Lomas Taurinas — electricity 
came to Lomas Taurinas just four years ago. Seventy-Sev- 
enty-six has had electricity for two decades — anyone 
there can tell you as much because the name of the barrio 
refers to the dates of the sexenio, as Mexico’s six-year 
presidencies are called, of the man who gets credit for this 
neighborhood’s good fortune: former president Luis 
Echeverria Alvarez, who has gone down in Mexican history 
as a great populist and friend to poor neighborhoods. 

Down the hill in Lomas Taurinas, a reincarnation of 
such a figure was hoped for in the person and presidency 
of Luis Donaldo Colosio. It was in neighborhoods like this 
where Colosio the populist revived dreams for new roads, 
electricity, schools, clinics, social programs. “Like his wife 
said, ‘There won’t be another like him,’ ” a young mother 
who lives just doors from the park where Colosio was as- 
sassinated noted gloomily when asked about the Colosio 
poster that still adorns her ramshackle house. “He was al- 
ways looking out for our well-being. He was going to-bring 
us ahead, you could see it in his face. He was always with 
the humble people. He cares about you because he is:a per- 
son, not just because he was going to be president.” 

e 

But perception is rarely reality, and Colosio was ulti- | 
mately less, and more, than his public image. As head of | 
Solidaridad, Mexico’s national health-and-social-programs | 
apparatus, he often made his way to the shantytowns, cre- 
ating an impression of genuine interest. In truth, says 
Maria Erafia, a prominent Tijuana journalist, “He was 
levying taxes on the small communities. It seemed that, 
yes, he’s building schools and clinics, even though they’re 
more like bribes. It’s the mythology that remains. They’re 
not taking into account all the missteps.” 

In contrast to his popularity in the poor neighborhoods, 
Colosio was the object of distaste among Mexico’s activist 
left. As rebels took over several towns and cities in the 
southern state of Chiapas this January 1, Colosio, it was 
reported snidely in the left-of-center news magazine Proce- 
so, was taking time off from his fledgling presidential cam- 
paign to entertain some guests. They included a party 
functionary who has been linked to a massacre of student 
protesters in Mexico City in June 1971, and another who is 
best noted for his comment that pacifist activists “should 
be exterminated.” 

Colosio and Zedillo shared this flirtation with Mexico’s 
old hard line. Zedillo, in a move that alienated both the 
right and the left, is best known in some circles for having 
committed the schoolbook debacle of the century while 
secretary of education. First, he introduced history text- 
books that for the first time covered the student protests 
and massacre of 1968. Then, responding to pressure, he 
re-rewrote history and introduced textbooks whose por- | 
trayal of Mexican history ended in 1964. 

If the political candidates of modern Mexico retain some 
vestiges of the old, they are trafficking in the rhetoric of the 
new — whether they actually personify change or not. In | 


| Tijuana, residents are trying to look ahead, as Raul insist- | 


ed. But skepticism is an ever-present subtext. 

By now it was near midnight, and the lights from Lomas | 
Taurinas cast strange shadows over the few who remained | 
outside. Mostly, there were boys sparring in silhouette, | 
laughing and colliding into one another, rolling onto the | 


| pavement like cats. 


“It’s such a huge stupidity,” Raul said of the assassina- 
tion. “How could we kill a candidate who’s going to bring | 
us forward? If there’s democracy, how could this happen? | 

. This [violence] is not what Mexico is about. It’s some- | 
thing more solid, more educated.” 

“This is a loss for Mexicans, not just for party people,” 
Lomas Taurinas resident Lucia Sosa Rojas added. “Now, 
they’ve cut off hope.”

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itch Kapor is a vi- 
sionary who got 
rich because of a 
very practical idea, 
a spiritual seeker 
trained in the fuzzy 
logic of linguistics 
and psychology whose celebrity stems from his ability to 
manipulate precise strings of computer code. 

For anyone who follows cyberculture, this pilgrim’s 
progress is by now a familiar story. After graduating from 
Yale, after studying transcendental meditation and East- 
ern philosophy, and after working as a disc jockey and as 
a counselor at a psychiatric hospital, he began dabbling in 
computers. In the early ’80s he took the paradigm of a 
spreadsheet program — a tool that eliminates the 
drudgery of having to pull out a calculator and rework 
every part of a mathematical model when one or more 
variables change — and redesigned it for the brand-new 
IBM Personal Computer, adding graphic and database 
capabilities. 

The result — Lotus 1-2-3 — became one of the

biggest-selling software packages of all time. For most of 
the ’80s, the Cambridge-based company Kapor founded, 
Lotus Development Corporation, vied with Microsoft 
Corporation for the status of the world’s biggest software 
company. (Today Microsoft is firmly in the lead, al- 
though 1-2-3 remains popular.) 

But Kapor, always an iconoclast, walked away in 1986 
with an estimated $50 million, saying he had no desire to 
manage a large, established corporation. “I felt something 
— incipient frustration,” he told the Boston Globe at the 
time. “Lotus was very substantially different from Lotus 
as it started out.” 

At first Kapor tried to reprise his early-Lotus days, 
founding a new software-development company, ON 
Technology. But within a few years he lost interest, and 
sold out once again. 

He discovered his real calling in 1990, co-founding the 
Electronic Frontier Foundation with John Perry Barlow, a 
sometime lyricist for the Grateful Dead. The EFF’s de- 
clared purpose is to stand up for civil liberties and univer- 
sal access in cyberspace: to “shape our nation’s commu- 
nications infrastructure and the politics that govern it in 
order to maintain and enhance First Amendment, privacy 
and other democratic values.” Kapor is chairman of the 
organization, which has grown to about 2000 members; 
he’s also a principal benefactor, contributing $200,000 of 
its $1.8 million operating budget for this year alone. 

In a universe dominated by modern-day moguls like Mi- 
crosoft’s Bill Gates — whom Kapor once described in a 
New York Times Magazine article as “an empire-builder, 
someone who wants to build the Standard Oil of comput- 
ing” — and fading whiz kids like Apple Computer co- 
founders Steve Jobs and Steve Wozniak, Kapor is an eclec- 
tic, original thinker, able to stand back from the informa- 
tion revolution he helped create and see it as a means, not

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an end; a hammer, not 
a house. 

Kapor gets as pas- 
sionate as his under- 
stated nature allows 
when he talks about how technology could fulfill Thomas 
Jefferson’s 300-year-old vision of a radically decentral- 
ized society, an egalitarian polity empowered by its access 
to information. Jefferson’s yeoman farmers were over- 
whelmed by the economic and social forces of late-18th- 
century America, but Kapor believes his yeoman cyber- 
nauts have an advantage. After all, an ox-drawn plow is 
no match for a machine with which you can find out how 
your senator voted on a bill, send him an instant message, 
and then spread the word to a mailing list of people inter- 
ested in that issue. 

These days Kapor is ubiquitous. His activities have in- 
cluded writing an influential article for Wired last year 
pushing a “Jeffersonian information policy”; testifying be- 
fore Congress about the emerging information super- 
highway; even helping draft the anti-hacker legislation 
unveiled on April 12 by State Senator Cheryl Jacques (D- 
Needham). Later this year, he plans to tape some test 


shows for WGBH-TV (Channel 2) that he says will be 
“the Wall Street Week of cyberspace.” 

The EFF’s Cambridge office (the main office is in 
Washington), a fourth-floor space right outside the 
Kendall T stop, has a spartan, half-finished look, punctu- 
ated by flourishes such as an antique Coke machine con- 
taining bottled water and a ping-pong table equipped 
with a robotic server. Kapor, dressed in his trademark 
Hawaiian shirt, faded gray jeans, and black Reeboks, an- 
swers questions in a well-thought-out, serious manner, 
but a hint of bemusement is never far from the surface. 
Likewise, his graying hair and deep-set, soulful brown 
eyes do little to mask the sense of boyishness he projects. 

This may be his last major interview for some time. He 
says he soon plans to go into “hiberna- 
tion” to work on a book about cyberspace 
culture, expanding on the ideas he out- 
lined in Wired. 

Kapor, 43, and his wife, Ellen Poss, a 
psychiatrist, live in Brookline with their two children. 
They’re devoted art collectors and are involved in a num- 
ber of philanthropic and cultural activities. 

And for those looking for a little expert guidance, be 
advised that Kapor uses a Macintosh Quadra 650 at work 
and a PowerBook Duo when he’s on the road. 

et 

Q: MIT economist Lester Thurow recently said the fed- 
eral government’s heavy hand could stifle development of 
the National Information Infrastructure, citing, among 
other things, the re-regulation of the cable-TV industry. 
Do you agree? 

A: No. I think it’s entirely possible that they could 
over-regulate. I just haven’t seen it yet. 

All the cable people I know have been complaining bit- 
terly that the incentives to invest are being removed by 
the punitive regulations and 
the uncertainty that they 
impose. I have to say that 
these regulations are the 
chickens coming home to 
roost because of the abu- 
sive practices the cable 
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companies have engaged in over the past decade. They 
have abused their monopoly, and now they’re getting reg- 
ulation that may actually be abusive. 

It’s a problem with the system as a whole. And I’d be 
more sympathetic to cable operators’ making the case 
that they can’t build the NII because of heavy-handed 
government regulation if I saw that their private actions 
reflected the same generosity of spirit they seem to expect 
from others. 

Q: Some activists would like to see u streng governmen. 
role in building the NII, but you wrote in Wired, “The op- 
timist in me thinks we should give telephone and cable 
companies every opportunity to get it right.” Did the pro- 
posed mega-merger of Tele-Communications, Inc., and 
Bell Atlantic shake your optimism at all? 

A: The failure of the merger was more disturbing to me 
than the proposed merger itself. One giant communica- 
tions company probably looks like the next to somebody 
who doesn’t follow it closely. But frankly, 
there are big differences between them. And | 
would have much preferred to see Bell At- 
lantic absorb TCI and to have its telco billions 

* eventually tame the TCI cable culture. Be- 
cause as communications companies go, Bell Atlantic is 
pretty progressive in terms of favoring open architectures 
and supporting the diversity of programming that I’d like 
to see. So there was a real opportunity there, and I’m 
sorry it didn’t happen. 

I am less optimistic now than when I wrote the Wired 
article, to a mild degree. I’m slightly more pessimistic be- 
cause I think the rhetoric of openness that I heard es- 
poused by the private sector is not being hotly pursued. 

Q: In other words, you think there is now a danger that 
the NII is primarily going to be a medium for delivering 
video-on-demand and letting people shop interactively. 

A: At least for quite a while. I think in the long run it’s 
inevitable that the information superhighway will become

pecially in the sense that there will be great diversity in the 
content of what you can get. But it could take a long time. 

Q: Members of the Clinton-Gore administration clearly 
understand the stakes involved in building the NII, and 
they want to shape the end result. What kind of a job do 
you think they’re doing? 

A: I give them an A on vision and a B-minus to C-plus 
on execution. I think they’ve got the overall vision right. I 
even think in areas where we strenuously oppose their 
specific policies, like in the privacy area, with the Clipper 
Chip, their vision if taken at face value is not all that bad. 

But implementation is hard, it’s harder than vision. 
And I think they’re discovering that. 

Q: Are they going to support some of the things that are 
important to you, such as common carrier, decentralized 
control, and open architectures? 

A: Oh, I absolutely believe that they’re going to sup- 
port all those things. It’s a question of whether they can 
craft legislative vehicles that embody the spirit of those 
principles which at the same time get support in the 
House and Senate.

Also known as the Net, the Internet is not the infor- 
mation superhighway, even though the terms are some- 
times used interchangeably. The Internet links several 
thousand computer networks that serve between 10 
and 20 million computer users. 

The Internet, begun in thé late "60s to foster defense 
research, has exploded in the past two years. But be- 


cause it depends on low-grade phone lines and 
modems, it’s far too slow to transmit the kinds of com- 
plex data envisioned for the NIL Nevertheless, the Net 
is a precursor of the NIi — and many believe it should 
be looked to as a model, as well, because of its volun- 


tary, grassroots structure. 
Because no one is in charge, the Internet is appealing-

A lot of the difficulty derives from the 
fact that they alone are really forward- 
looking. The Congress is all too often 
mired in sorting out conflicting claims of 
special interests from the local phone 
companies, the long-distance phone com- 
panies, the cable companies, that really 
don’t have a broad vision of where they 
want to get to at the end. 

Now, there are exceptions. I mean, 
Congressman Markey rises to the occasion 
on particular issues. [Ed Markey, a Mas- 
sachusetts Democrat, is chairman of the 
House Subcommittee on Telecommunica- 
tions and Finance.} But as a whole, there’s 
a kind of gravitational field sucking people 
into the minutia of current battles and 
controversies. You find that the corporate 
interests and lobbies spend far more ener- 





gy and attention protecting their current 
turf than in reaching toward the great fu- 
| ture. Self-preservation is a big instinct. 

Q: Ralph Ginzburg did prison time for 
publishing photos in Eros that were no 
more obscene than stuff anybody can 
download today from the Usenet group 
alt.sex.pictures. He got into trouble for vio- 
lating postal regulations; now, rather than 
mailing obscene material, people are e- 
mailing it. Which direction should obsceni- 
ty laws move in — would you like to see 
postal regulations loosened or laws govern- 
ing cyberspace tightened? 

A: Well, the first question is, if Ginz- 
burg did the same thing today that he was 
supposed to have done then, what would 
happen to him? Probably nothing, right? I 
don’t understand the current state of en- 
forcement of obscenity laws, as it seems to 
me that there are all kind of things which 
are commonly and freely available in print 
| and in video that are clearly pornographic, 

and depending on the exact legal defini- 
| tion of obscenity — isn’t the test still 

whether it violates community standards 
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and is without any redeeming social value? 
I’m not a lawyer. 

We live in a society that is just saturated 
with this kind of stuff. I guess one princi- 
ple that I would want to see upheld is that 
the electronic media, like bulletin boards, 
are not held to a stricter standard than the 
standard, say, for print or video. So I’m 
against discrimination as far as that goes. 

Given the widespread prevalence of this 
stuff and its only-slightly-cleaned-up 
counterparts on television, I think the 
question of what should be legal and what 
should be illegal really isn’t the main ques- 
tion. It’s more “What does it mean that we 
live in this kind of society?” And assuming 
we don’t find it entirely satisfactory, and I 
don’i, what should we do about it? 

There are some things that are pretty 
obvious. Keep it out of the hands of kids. 
Give parents tools to control what their 
kids are exposed to. Try not to restrict the 
maximum degree of choice that people 
might have. Don’t be afraid to ask the 


society on a decentralized basis.’ 


question about whether there isn’t some- 
thing missing in our baseline values or ex- 
pectations of each other that permits all 
this garbage to be so widely disseminated. 

Q: The digital-telephony proposal would 
allow the government to do things it can’t 
do now, such as finding out — without a 
warrant — with whom a person has been 
communicating. Agents could also monitor 
a person’s on-line activities in real time. 
Nevertheless, the government’s position — 
that new technology makes it impossible to 
conduct legal, court-approved wiretaps 
without a law that mandates access — 
would appear to have some validity. Do 
you think a compromise is possible? 

A: Let me put it this way. If you look 
at the law-enforcement case for digital 
telephony and you set aside for the mo- 
ment the specifics of what they’re asking 
for, I think the answer is that they have 
legitimate grcunds for concern some-

where, sometime. Because you used to 
be able to execute the wiretap essentially 
by taking a pair of alligator clips. You 
can’t do that anymore. And so if you do 
want to provide continuity, then you 
need new procedures. 

It’s not clear whether they need to be 
legally enforced or not, or whether they 
couldn’t be reached just simply by agree- 
ment with the common carriers. But nar- 
rowly drawn new procedures or possibly a 
new law would be something that could be 
looked at. In fact, I think there will be 
hearings that Senator Leahy is going to 
have to examine this, and I’m sure that 
case will be made. [Patrick Leahy, a Ver- 
mont Democrat, is an authority on intelli- 
gence issues. } 

Q: The government may also be taking an 
unnecessarily heavy-handed approach with 
the Clipper Chip, which provides for govern- 
ment access to encrypted messages. But 
what if investigators were trying to learn the 
location of a nuclear bomb? Shouldn’t they 


have some way of breaking coded messages 
being passed by suspected terrorists? 

_ A: The question is whether that is the 
case you want to base the passage of a new 
law on, or the setting of new policy. There 
are all sorts of low-risk events that would 
be really tragic. But of course, if we want- 
ed to prevent all of them, we would live in 
a police state, where everybody would be 
constantly subject to armed search. The is- 
sue is what’s the appropriate trade-off to 
make, and there, I think, we’re put in the 
unfortunate position of not really being 
told — in any way that represents the be- 
ginning of a vigorous public debate — 
why this is the right set of trade-offs. It is 
just asserted that it is, and if one asks why, 
the answer is, “Well, we can’t tell you.” I 
just don’t find that satisfactory. 

Q: Stopping the government from spying 
is one thing. But aren’t clever people, 
sometimes working for unethical corpora- 
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tions, always going to be able to check up 
on what people are doing? 

A: Not if there’s strong encryption under 
the control of the end user. That is a rea- 
son why control of privacy-enhancing tech- 
nology needs to be in the hands of citizens. 

Q: You've taken a very utopian view of 
the future, writing in Wired that “at its best 
. . . life in cyberspace seems to be shaping 
up exactly like Thomas Jefferson would 
have wanted: founded on the primacy of 
individual liberty and a commitment to 
pluralism, diversity, and community.” Yet a 
number of social critics have observed that 
Alexander Hamilton’s vision of a central- 
ized, industrial culture quickly gained pri- 
macy over Jefferson’s. We're only at the 
very beginning of the digital age. Isn’t this 
going to happen all over again? 

A: That’s sort of saying that since in the 
first game of the season the score was 
Hamilton one, Jefferson zero, that means 
Hamilton’s going to have an undefeated 
season. No. I don’t know what’s going to 
happen, but the conditions and circum- 
stances are different now. And it might be 
argued — and it’s an argument that I in- 
tend to try to make in this book that I’m 
writing — that the material 
conditions at the time of the 
Revolution didn’t permit a 
Jeffersonian outcome, but 
forced a Hamiltonian out- 
come. Because if you were going to build 
the economy, it had to be done in a cen- 
tralized way, since we didn’t have the tools 
of information and communication to per- 
mit a decentralized operation. 

But now, given the Net, we can essen- 
tially run the society on a decentralized ba- 
sis, which means we don’t have to have an 
economy dominated by military-industrial 
complexes, as it was in the 50s. That 
doesn’t say what will happen, it just says 
that there are more options now than be- 
fore. Therefore, even if the Jeffersonian 
outcome has a low probability, because it’s 
so desirable I would claim it’s really worth 
fighting for. 

Q: We have a republic, not a democracy. 
Do you think information technology may 
make it possible to change that? To use a 
cliché that Ross Perot bandies about, can | 
we have a national town meeting? Some 
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A: I think that would be much worse 
than what we have now. We do have a re- 
public now, not a democracy, but it strikes 
me that having a government by continu- 
ous plebiscite would be disastrous — first 
of all because it would create an excuse for 
the arrival of totalitarianism in the hands 
of demagogues who claim they are acting 
on the popular will. You know, just press 
the button. What that cuts out is the delib- 
eration that is part of the democratic cul- 
ture — the notion that you have an edu- 
cated and participative public or publics 
which debate the issues of the day and 
which come to some conclusions, which 
then, through a representational system, 
become law and become policy. 

Could we improve that? Sure, I think we 
could improve that a lot. We can improve 
that by encouraging more 
genuine participation, be- 
cause, as we know, most peo- 
ple feel really disenfranchised, 
as it were. And what I’ve no- 
ticed about the Net is that at its best it 
tends to encourage a very open and egali- 
tarian style of discourse. 

Note I say “at its best.” It’s typically not 
at its best. But if we could figure out how 
to culture that, I think we could get more 
participation, more deliberation, and bet- 
ter outcomes. I think there would be 
somewhat more direct engagement, but I 
think there are good reasons not to have, 
you know, a hundred million people vote 
on this issue or that issue. To me, I don’t 
know, I’d move to Australia, somewhere. 

Q: You, like a lot of other critics of the 
status quo, have predicted an enormous 
change in the role of the media, as people 
increasingly inform themselves directly. Yet 
how will credibility be judged? If someone 
uploads to the Net a video clip of a person 
being beaten by police 10 years from now, 
will anyone believe it? 

A: Let me answer that in two different 
ways. The first is that because there are 
such obvious potentials for misrepresenta- 
tion through digital manipulation, the de- 
velopment of and widespread use of digital 
signatures for authentication and digital 
time-stamping and other techniques are 
really going to be necessary in order to 
create a common ground. 

I continue to believe that respected in- 
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termediaries who are trusted for their pro- 
bity, their point of view, their ability to 
bring together a balance of information re- 
sources are going to play a very important 
role, and they’re almost non-existent today 
on the Net. So the future of syndicated 
columnists and of newspapers and maga- 
zines which are about a kind of a. mosaic 
point of view, I think they’re going to mi- 
grate into cyberspace. 

You can begin to see the earliest seeds 
of that with these people who build web 
servers and collect information about 
commercial services on the Net, or re- 
sources on this topic or that topic. I think 
what they’re beginning to do is accumu- 
late expertise and respect. Once you add 
economics into the mix so that they can 
make a few pennies from everybody who 
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is consulting them, you provide enough 
incentive for a few of them to give up 
their day jobs. You could really encourage 
more information entrepreneurship. This 
game hasn’t started to be played yet, but 
we are going to need something like that, 
because there’s sort of a vacuum of credi- 
bility in organizations. But I think it’ll just 
happen. 

Q: The EFF advocates universal access 
to ensure that we don’t become a society of 
information haves and have-nots. Yet that’s 
happening already, because a self-selecting 
elite is availing itself of all kinds of infor- 
mation on-line. Even if access can be guar- 
anteed, isn’t a large percentage of the pop- 
ulation going to be too poorly educated and 
too alienated to use it? 

A: That’s always possible. But I 
wouldn’t characterize people who are early 
adopters as being a kind of elite that is at- 
tempting to close the doors and bar fur- 
ther entries now that they’ve arrived. | 
tend to think that people who are on-line 
today are the pioneers, and the pioneers 
should be fully prepared for the arrival of 
successive waves of immigrants. 


So one question about access becomes 
“How do you make the infrastructure 
cheap enough and easy enough to-support 
participation by anybody who wants to?” 
And one of the ways it gets cheap is when 
the volume goes up. That’s how come PCs 
have gotten to be very inexpensive. One 
way the volume will go up is if the NII 
supports video-on-demand, home-shop- 
ping, and entertainment services, because 
some of the costs of building the infras- 
tructure will be borne by those profit-gen- 
erating services. So I would say that you 
actually want to, within reason, encourage 
those kinds of uses. 

This doesn’t completely answer the 
have/have not question. But I think we’re 
on a technology curve where the PC is 
going to become de rigueur, and I think 
in 20 years the usage 
question is going to 
disappear. Because | 
don’t know any 12- 


year-olds or eight-year-olds who find 
computers hard to use, even though they 
still have horrible user interfaces and are 
quite difficult. They manage and they 
don’t complain. If you grow up with it, 
you just have it. 

Still, to:the extent that people are not 
well educated, are apathetic, without hope, 
preoccupied with the daily struggle for ex- 
istence — of course they’re not going to 
get on these systems. But you have to ask 
yourself, “What is the genesis of that con- 
dition?” And that’s a whole argument and 
interview in itself. I look for the degree to 
which those making the evaluation of this 
problem are so committedly pessimistic 
and cynical that they conclude that there is 
absolutely no hope. And you find people 
like that both on the left and on the right. 
That’s a predisposition of belief that comes 
prior to any facts. 

Q: When you left Lotus you told the 
Boston Globe, “The loss of privacy and 
individuality you experience as a celebrity 
is so distasteful.” If anything, your 
celebrity has grown since that time. Do 
you accept it more now than you did 
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then, or is it still a problem? 

A: I'll tell you what has made a differ- 
ence. When I was at Lotus I found that 
various pressures, pressures of the stock 
market and internal pressures and expec- 
tations, were such that I just found it in- 
creasingly difficult to show up and play the 
role that people expected me to play. I 
think that was really where a lot of the ten- 
sion came from in that remark. Now I’m 
in a different relationship to my work, be- 
cause there are much closer harmonies be- 
tween EFF’s agenda and my personal 
agenda. The strain is a lot less, so it’s not 
as big a problem. 

Q: What do you see yourself doing 10 
years from now? 

A: Gosh, I don’t know:-At the moment, 
I’m very interested in writing. And I actu- 
ally think I would like to do more than one 


book, because writing this book about cy- | 


berspace has gotten me to the point where 
I’m finally ready to write a book about Lo- 


tus, and what happened to me there. 

I may be doing something completely 
new. I hope to mentor entrepreneurs and 
people doing interesting new things on the 
Net in business. That’s sort of my happy 
compromise about not running a venture, 
which I’m glad that I’m not doing because 
it’s so all-consuming. 

Q: In researching your background, I 
was struck by the number of times it oc- 
curred to people that you ought to run for 
office. Have you ever been tempted by that 
kind of talk? 

A: Not seriously. I’m not prepared to 
give up my private life, my family life, and 
I have these other projects now — this 
book and some other things that I’m do- 
ing. I’m not only very deeply involved in 
those projects, but they also mark the be- 
ginning, possibly, of a whole new phase of 
activity. 

I’ve promised myself that I will come 
back and at least think about the public- 
office issue when I turn 50, which is in 
seven years, when my kids will be quite a 
bit older. 

So check back. Q

he first bioengineered ani- 
mal, patented in 1988 and 
called the “Harvard onco- 
mouse,” was programmed 
with a gene predisposing it 
to cancer.

GenPharm’s 
corporate development director, Howard 
Rosen, agrees: “We do ‘custom tailor’ 
mice.”

The frightening new world 
of genetically engineered life 


As we face the 21st century, 
biotechnologists have deemed cer- 
tain whole animals and parts of ani- 
mals “man-made inventions.” They 
routinely insert DNA — the sub- 
stance containing information 
passed to the next generation — 
from one species into another. 
Hence, we have created salmon 
“superfish” with cow-growth-hor- 
mone genes; pigs, sheep, and rats 
with human-blood-clotting genes; 
and tobacco plants that glow, visi- 
bly expressing the light-emitting 
gene from fireflies. In a February 
1993 Los Angeles Times article, 
BUILDING A BETTER MOUSE FOR 
TESTING, Michael Schrage wrote: 
“Much as sculptors carve stone and 
cinematographers light film, molecular 
biologists now struggle to manipulate 
their animals genetically into research 
masterpieces.” 

The first animal patents occurred un- 
der the banner of medical research, with 
experimenters touting the benefits to hu- 
mankind. Earlier research, however, had 
focused on creating profitable “super” 
farm animals. Based on similar experi- 
ments with mice, US Department of 
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Agriculture (USDA) researchers expected 
pigs with human-growth-hormone genes 
to grow larger and faster on less food. In- 
stead, the pigs were crippled with arthri- 
tis and had crossed eyes, gigantism of the 
skull, and generally weakened immune 
systems. However, they produced less 
fatty pork than normal pigs. So, the ex- 
periments continued, despite the un- 
known health effects of eating genetically 
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MELINDA BECK 
altered meat and the implications for ani- 
mal suffering. 

United States law specifies that patents 
cannot be granted for naturally occurring 
organisms. However, since the-late 1980s, 
biotechnologists have circumvented this 
law by declaring that whole animals and 
animal parts that have been subjected to 
genetic manipulations are not products of

nature, but of humans. Experimenters address concerns 


|| about preserving the biological integrity of species by refer- 


ring to genetic alterations as “minor” — involving perhaps 
one out of 50,000 to 100,000 genes. They compare such 
procedures to traditional cross-breeding. 

Yet ironically, when the focus is shifted to proprietary in- 
terests, these same genetic alterations become so major 
that the entire animal itself becomes a man-made product. 
Moreover, in cross-breeding, cows don’t mate with fish, 
humans with mice, or flounder with tomatoes. Andrew 
Kimbrell, staff attorney with the Washington-based Foun- 
dation on Economic Trends, states, “Genetic engineering 
is to traditional cross-breeding what the nuclear bomb was 
to the sword.” 

Ethical and environmental concerns aside, biotechnolo- 
gists hail their industry as the boom of the ’90s, awakening 
recollections of the “better living through chemistry” 
mantra of the ’50s, which promised that chemicals would 
control nature’s pests, produce plentiful crops, and feed 
starving masses. Just as Rachel Carson and others who 
questioned agrichemical use were once ridiculed, biotech 
critics are now labeled animal lovers, against both science 
and progress — even though, to date, the United States is 
the only nation to allow the patenting of animals. 

In February 1993, US Senator Mark Hatfield (R-Ore- 
gon) introduced the Life Patenting Moratorium Act of 1993 
(S-387), a bill that would create a two-year moratorium on 
the patenting of animals and human tissue. Three months 
later, Hatfield introduced a bill to establish a national 
bioethics advisory board (S-1042), which would provide a 
“suitable structure for evaluating the ethical, environmental, 
and economic considerations” of animal patents. (Compan- 
ion bills still need to be introduced in the House.) 

Similar bills had been unsuccessfully introduced since 
1988 — though, after a four-year hiatus, a de facto mora- 
torium appeared to be in effect on its own. But in Decem- 
ber 1992, the US Patent and Trademark Office quietly re- 
sumed issuing animal patents. First patentees were Har- 
vard University’s Philip Leder and William Muller for a 
mouse genetically engineered to develop an enlarged 
prostate gland. GenPharm then patented a mouse with 
components of a human immune system replacing its own. 
A third mouse, “invented” by Thomas Wagner and Xiao 
Chen, of Ohio University, was engineered to produce in- 
terferon, a product of the immune system. 

Fearing this seeming green light for animal patents, the 
Foundation on Economic Trends, led by author and*ac- 
tivist Jeremy Rifkin, filed a petition with the US Depart- 
ment of Commerce and the Patent Office claiming that 
these agencies were violating the National Environmental 
Policies Act because they failed to perform environmental- 
impact assessments before granting the animal patents. 
Their petition was subsequently denied.” « ; " 

In February 1993, the Patent Office issued two more 
patents. Researchers with the US Department of Health 
and Human Services patented a rabbit (which may or 
may not be genetically engineered) for testing anti-ALDS 
vaccines. The second patent, granted to Biosys re- 
searchers, covers the transforming of pest-fighting 
roundworms into a state that permits their easier storage 
and shipment. 

Perhaps the most sensational hope of biotechnologists is 


to invent animals with genetically engineered human parts | 


| 


whose organs can be farmed out for human transplants — | 
with, theoretically, a lesser chance of rejection from the re- | 


cipients. However, Dr. Fritz Bach, of Harvard Medical 
School, notes the difficulties inherent in trans-species 
transplants. “When one kind of rejection is suppressed,” 
says Bach, “another may take over.” 

New York Medical College professor Stewart Newman 
stresses that genetic manipulations are unpredictable, as 
with the transgenic pigs. Nonetheless, biotechnologists 
speak of “custom designing” animals for food and drug 
production, environmental cleanup, and disease “models.” 
Experimenters have considered creating fish that could 
survive in acid lakes. They have attempted to combine ge- 
netically the natural detoxifying abilities of some bacteria 
with the survivability of others in order to clean up toxic- 
waste sites and oil spills. 

Environmentalists, however, note the difficulty in pre- 
dicting the effects of releasing genetically altered organ- 
isms into the environment, not to mention the likely impos- 
sibility of retracting a “mistake” and all its progeny. Fur- 
ther, they say, these projects may usurp limited funds from 
more reliable but less spectacular research. 

Biotechnology captured the headlines again in October 
1993, when George Washington University scientists 
cloned human embryos. Dr. Jerry Hall, who led the experi- 
ment, was “a bit surprised” by the intense public reaction 
sparked by the human cloning, research hailed as a-means 
of helping infertile couples. (These cloned embryos were 
subsequently discarded.) 

And most recently, in November 1993, the Food and 
Drug Administration approved the use of recombinant 
bovine-growth hormone. This genetically engineered drug, 
which Monsanto Company has invested more than $300 
million in to develop, increases milk production in dairy 
cows. The hormone has provoked criticism from small 
dairy farmers concerned that the glut of dairy products will 
drive prices down and put them out of business. 

Veterinarians object to the resulting udder infections and 


increased need for antibiotics. Consumer groups, again, 


note the unknown human health effects. 

Says Jeremy Rifkin, “If Monsanto succeeds with this 
product, they open the flood gates on the biotechnology 
age.” For now, he adds, the focus on regulatory issues 
merely sanctions the biotechnology industry rather than 
asking the more fundamental question: just because we can 
genetically program life, should we? Q

emi-embarrassing fact: I have joined the 

cult and fallen in love with Melrose Place. 

I‘admit it: J am powerless over Melrose 

Place and my Wednesday nights have 

become unmanageable. | plan my week 

around it, drawn in by the promise of all that steamy 

drama and chaos. I revel in Amanda’s perfect bitchiness, 

in Michael’s perfect evil, in Sydney’s perfect deviousness. 

And I love the wonderfully black-and-white nature of 

Melrose, the way the good guys are Good and the bad 

guys are Bad and the conflicts between them spring up 

and then resolve themselves in clear and unambiguous 

terms. It taps into all my fantasies about the way the 
world should work. 

Of course, I could try to get deeper than that. I could 
try to find some profound cultural symbolism in Melrose 
Place, or search for some complex and crucial metaphor 
for modern morality in its tangled plot lines. But that 
would be silly. As any die-hard Melrose fan knows, the 
thrills are far more basic. Here are the reasons we really 
watch. 


¢ All the women on Melrose Place are superior to the 
men. 
Have you noticed this? Melrose 
Place has an astonishing number of 
truly bad men. Evil men, idiotic men, 
ineffectual men. Actually, one of my 
theories about the show is that it is 
written by a covert group of radical 
feminists who’ve organized a plot to 
depict the worst men possible. 
Consider. There’s Michael, the philan- 
dering doctor who cheated on his wife 
(Jane), then killed his mistress in a 
drunk-driving accident, then talked 
Matt, who works at the hospital, into 
altering his medical records so he 
wouldn’t get caught, then tried to slime 
his way back into Jane’s life, then mar- 
ried her sister, Sydney. (Nice, huh?) 
Then there’s Jake, the hunky motorcy- 
cle guy who’s constantly in financial 
trouble and can’t seem to get a business 
off the ground for more than about 30 
seconds.

¢ Jane’s hair. 

Jane is the incredibly nice and incredibly cute fashion 
designer, which means that she stirs up many mixed feel- 
ings in the female viewing audience. We can’t help but 
like and envy her because she’s so good-hearted and 
because she works in a glamorous profession and 
because she’s gone through such hell with her evil ex- 
husband. But a part of us longs to hate her because she 
is so pretty and perky and good. About a month ago, 
though, Jane got a terrible, boyish, pixie haircut, and she 
became eminently more watchable. Women can now look 
at her and say, Nya-nya. You may be perfect but you've 
got really bad hair. 


* Jo’s head. 

Jo plays the long-suffering photographer who keeps 
going from bad to worse in the relationship department. 
She went out with Jake for a while, but they broke up 
after he nearly tore down her apartment in a fit of rage. 
Most recently, she was involved with a guy she used to 
go to high school with, but he turned out to be an evil, 
drug-running con artist who locked her up on his boat at 
sea, ultimately forcing her to kill him in order to save her 
own life. She’s now pregnant with his child and intends 


to have the baby, although I suspect a miscarriage is in 
the offing. Anyway, that’s just an aside. The amazing 
thing about Jo is that her head is exactly the shape of a 
bread box. It’s a complete, perfect square. I find it mes- 
merizing. I could look at it for hours. 


¢ Heather Locklear. 

Heather Locklear, who plays Amanda, makes for 
hours of fascinating conversation. Never mind that she’s 
the perfect TV bitch: manipulative, seductive, assertive, 
utterly controlling, and complex — all at the same time.

It is a highly spe- 
cialized organ that serves several distinct and important 
purposes. Arguments about penile cancer and urinary- 
tract infections may be enough to scare American physi- 
cians into perpetuating this dubious practice, but the 
fact is that 85 percent of the world’s males are uncir- 
cumcised. Enclosed are two articles from just 35 years 
ago which seriously promoted female circumcision. It 
will not be long before we look back with equal horror 
on male circumcision. Violating the genital integrity of 
an innocent child of either sex by submitting him or her 
to unnecessary surgery when he or she cannot consent is 
genital mutilation and a violation of human rights.

There was talk at my old job that circumcised men 
had something like one-eighth the chance an uncircum- 
cised man has of catching AIDS through unprotected 
intercourse with an infected woman. My recollection is 
that catching any venereal disease is less for circumcised 
than uncircumcised men. My own father was circum- 
cised at age eight (very painful) because of smegma, 
inflammation, and so on — and his was a household 
quite familiar with soap and water; this was not a 
hygiene problem. Suggested advice: don’t be a dunce, 
uncover that schwuntz.

We do have a diversity of opinions here, don’t we? To 
address the points raised in these and similar letters: 

¢ The foreskin is not ordinary skin, but is “replete with 
nerve endings of sexual pleasure.” The chief evidence for 
this seems to be research by John Taylor. Dr. Taylor 
opposes circumcision, has not formally published his 
research, and is not a specialist in neurology. His 
remarks on the structure and purpose of the foreskin 
are highly conjectural and include such statements as, 
“We haven’t done a strict quantitative study [but] to my 
mind [certain nerve endings] are rather more common- 
ly found here in the prepuce than they are in the glans 
of the penis.” It would be foolish on the basis of such 
work to make any definite statements about the fore- 
skin’s contribution to sexual sensitivity or anything else. 

* The medical arguments in favor of circumcision are 
specious; circumcision causes more medical problems 
than it prevents. Not true. Complications from circum- 
cision are low, approximately 0.2 to 0.6 percent. A total 
of three deaths have been ascribed to circumcision since 
1954. In contrast, more than 1000 US men develop 
penile cancer each year, 115 to 317 of whom die. 
Circumcision effectively prevents penile cancer. Of 
60,000 cases since 1930, fewer than 10 have involved 
circumcised men. Circumcision also eliminates foreskin 
problems such as inflammation, failure to retract, and 
so on. These problems persist in noncircumcising 
nations such as the UK, despite presumed familiarity 
with proper foreskin hygiene. 

* Circumcision is performed without anesthesia and 
is painful. Anesthesia presents a greater danger to 
infants. Circumcised infants remember nothing of the 
operation later in life. There is no evidence for the 
claim that this early trauma conditions the infant to a 
life of sexual violence. 

¢ Male circumcision is a violation of human rights 
comparable to female circumcision. Infants cannot give 
informed consent; the operation should be delayed until 
they can. So-called “female circumcision” often 
destroys the woman’s capacity for sexual pleasure; male 
circumcision does not. Parents routinely consent to 
operations on behalf of their minor children. Post-infan- 
cy circumcision is far more traumatic and expensive. 

* Circumcision reduces the chances of getting AIDS 
and other venereal diseases. According to the American 
Academy of Pediatrics, the evidence on this is conflicting.

rue story: a few weeks back, I’m 
standing in the Fogg Art Museum at 
Harvard University, looking at a 
drawing about menstruation. 
There’s a large, oblong blot of red in 
the piece and some text. The exhib- 
it’s curator is reading the text to me, 
explaining that the red shape repre- 
sents a stain on sheets, a girl’s first 
period arriving in the middle of the 
night. Taking this all in, trying not 
to feel sympathetically crampy at the 
sight of the painted blood, I glance 
down and noticed that my fingers 
are covered — in flecks and globs 
— with a sticky red liquid. Bright 
red. 

It was only ink, of course, somehow discharged from a 
Papermate ballpoint with which I had been taking notes. 
But in one instant I wondered if I’d cut myself, and in the 
next I was tempted to laugh out loud at the blatant sym- 
bolism of the situation, the obvious red link between my 
hands and the drawing. (The pen, it should be noted, has 
never leaked before or since.) 

Power, Pleasure, Pain: Contemporary Women Artists 
and the Female Body is showing at the Fogg through June 
12, and if you’re a woman and you walk through the ex- 
hibit, here’s a guarantee: you won’t need a faulty ballpoint 
to recognize your own experience reflected on the walls. 

The exhibit’s got the menstruation drawing. It’s got a 
photo of a pelvic exam in progress, speculum and all. It’s 
got a topless portrait of a woman scarred by a mastecto- 
my. It’s got a photo of two nude women embracing. It’s 
got detailed drawings and paintings of nipples and tam- 
pons and pubic hairs. It’s got a genitalia print (yes, pre- 
cisely what it sounds like). 

Regular Boston museum-goers are plainly shocked. In- 
terestingly, they’re shocked not so much by the content of 
Power, Pleasure, Pain as by the idea that it’s showing at 
the Fogg. To explain the museum’s rather conservative 
reputation, one artist in the exhibit quotes T.S. Eliot: “In 
the room the women come and go/Talking of Michelan- 
gelo.” 

Credit for putting the exhibit in the Fogg goes to an 
engaging and articulate 28-year-old curator named Eliza- 
beth Mansfield. A PhD candidate from Harvard’s Fine 
Arts Department, Mansfield spent the past two years as- 
sembling the exhibit, sorting through more than 300 en- 
tries to select the final work. In her introduction to the 
exhibit, she writes that she was seeking an array of art 
that examines “a historically specific phe- 
nomenon: the sudden and sustained inter- 
est of many American women artists in 
the female body as a subject, which began 
in the late 1960s and continues, unabated, 
to the present. 

“Until the late 19th century, women 
artists rarely had access to life models and 
were often prevented from exhibiting 
works featuring nude figures, male or fe- 
male,” Mansfield writes. “Until recently, 
the combination of institutional restric- 
tions and artistic conventions regarding 
the representation of the female body con- 
tinued to render the subject virtually inac- 
cessible to all but a few women artists.” 

For those of us born in the 1960s, 
when women artists were shaking off the 
restrictions to which Mansfield refers, it’s 
sometimes hard to imagine that there was 
a time when women couldn’t represent 
the female form in whatever way they 
chose. Hard to imagine, that is, until we 
remember “the moment.” 

Most women who have studied art in 
the past two decades seem to be able to 
recall “the moment,” a flash of insight that 
surprised us as we were listening to a pro- 
fessor above the clicking of a slide projec- 
tor, Or as we were arranging our easels to 
paint from a nude model. In the space of 
“the moment,” we realized that almost all 
of those slides represented work by men. 


We noticed, as we painted the model, how much of our 
own experience we were bringing to our work, and we 
wondered what we had lost by not having, in those art- 
history slides, more examples of what women would have 
contributed to interpretations of their subjects. 

“Go to any art school and ask any freshman or sopho- 
more art student to name 10 women artists,” suggests 
Denise Carbone, one of the artists whose work is repre- 
sented in Power, Pleasure, Pain. “They'll struggle. They'll 
have a hard time.” 

“I think that the feeling is kind of like you don’t quite 
fit in, or you don’t quite belong,” says another of the ex- 
hibit’s artists, Debra Olin, describing “the moment.” 
“And I think there’s a tendency to feel like there’s some- 
thing wrong with you: ‘Why aren’t I getting this? Why 
aren’t I feeling a part of this? Why aren’t I excited about 
using this history of art in my work?’ You’re trying to fig- 
ure out what in art history does pertain to your work. 
Mostly, I think you’re kind of peeking around the cor- 
ners. You’re not looking directly at what you’re given in 
art history. You’re looking almost between the pages and 
asking, ‘What does this mean to me?’ ” 

As she selected the work for Power, Pleasure, Pain, 
Elizabeth Mansfield asked herself the same question. In 
some of the works, she sees the artists’ attempts to re-ap- 
propriate the female body, to wrest it away from the types 
of objectifying images men have created. In other pieces, 
she notices the artists’ attempts to shield their images of 
naked women or exposed female genitalia from being co- 
opted as pornography. Throughout the exhibit, Mansfield 
notes, there is a revealing of “the almost ubiquitous oper- 
ation of gender bias or stereotyping.” 

All of which are no doubt there to be seen. But it’s im- 
portant to remember that the art in this exhibit was not 
created at a command: represent the female body. Almost 
all of it existed before Mansfield placed call-for-works ads 
in Art Week and Art New England. Twenty-two women 
artists have pieces in Power, Pleasure, Pain, and of the 20 
of them living, I interviewed 14 and was surprised to hear 
almost every one of them say that she considered her 
work the least “political” in the exhibit. 

Most of the artists told me that, rather than striving to 
represent the female body in an acceptable way, they were 
plumbing other issues — the blurriness of language, say, 
or the nature of human alliances. They chose to employ 
the female figure in their exploration of those issues 
mainly because, many said, the female body is familiar to 
them. 

Like any good exhibit, Power, Pleasure, Pain functions 
not just as a window into the attitudes of the artists, but 
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as a mirror reflecting the attitudes of the viewers. If you 
don’t like to hear about artists’ intentions, read no fur- 
ther. The women’s voices are rarely as forceful as their 
art, but because they’re full of the unexpected, they’re of- 
ten just as provocative. 


Fleshing out the terminology 

Long before women had the freedom to develop a con- 
fident artistic language with which to represent the female 
body, they dealt with the words and images associated 
with femininity. 

No choice but to, really. 

Two pieces that (at first glance) look the most gentle in 
Power, Pleasure, Pain turn some of those words and im- 
ages on their heads. And in ways very different from what 
women might have done a few decades back. 

“Now I’ve learned my ABC’s. Tell me what you think 
of me,” reads a panel at the top of Mary Rhinelander’s Al- 
phabet, which consists of a gouache illustration for each 
of the 26 letters. Viewed together, from a distance, the 
images have an innocent tone to them, much like pictures 
in a children’s book. 

Step up to Alphabet, however, and you notice that A is 
for Ass, D is for Diaphragm, H is for Hair, M is for Men- 
struation, O is for Orgasm, R is for Rubbers, T is for Tits, 
Y is for Yeast Infection. Says Rhinelander: “When you 
put all of the different images together, maybe that’s a lit- 
tle bit about what it’s like to be a woman.” 

Rhinelander, who usually works as a printmaker, want- 
ed to paint the alphabet because the point at which chil- 
dren learn their ABC’s is also “the time when they start to 
look at things in the way they’re taught to look at them, 
instead of in a completely objective way. 

“To see an ass instead of a bottom is something that 
you are taught,” Rhinelander continues. “A doctor, for in- 
stance, sees a bottom, not an ass. Without cultural or so- 
cial influences, that’s the way everybody would look at ev- 
ery part of the human body.” Which parts of our bodies 
are sexy? Which are “dirty”? Language has a great deal 
to do with the way we respond to such questions. “If 
someone says, ‘She’s got a really nice shitter,’ that’s a very 
different thing than saying ass, or rear end, or bottom.” 

Different, too, from using more specific terms, an issue 
addressed by Hillary Leone and Jennifer Macdonald, two 
of the exhibit’s artists, who work together under the name 
Leone & Macdonald. From across the gallery, there’s 
nothing unsettling about their four prints, each of which 
consists of a squiggly line burned with a branding iron 
into a square of thick, handmade paper. But approach the 
title cards and you read that the branded squiggles are 
shorthand symbols for “clitoris,” “labia,” 
“vagina,” and “pubes.” 

As Leone & Macdonald designed the 
branding irons and made the paper, they 
were probing the power and deficiencies of 
language, Leone says, and “the ways in which 
words brand us,” marking us sexually. Leone 
points out that, for all but the small percent- 
age of the population trained to read it, short- 
hand turns a word into an unreadable, aes- 
thetically handsome shape, which can be con- 
sidered apart from its spoken or written 
counterpart. 

“It’s interesting to see how these works free 
people up to use language they wouldn’t ordi- 
narily use,” Leone observes. She carefully lis- 
tens to the way people speak when they talk 
about buying prints from the shorthand 
branding series (there are 14 prints in all). 
“Someone will say, ‘I want a labia. I think I'll 
buy a labia.’ On the other hand, nobody — 
unless they’re buying our whole series of 
prints — will buy Smegma. Even though it’s 
one of the most beautiful marks in the series. 
People just don’t like that word. They find it 
offensive.” 

Twenty years ago, experimenting with ter- 
minology for various intimate parts of the fe- 
male anatomy might have been enough to oc- 
cupy these artists. It’s easy to see Rhine- 
lander’s Alphabet as a reality-check primer on 
women’s bodies, just as it’s tempting to look 
at Leone & Macdonald’s prints and conclude 
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AFTER: An installation by Denise Marika about shared loss and bonds. 


that their main objective was to mark paper indelibly, 
boldly, with female anatomical terms — terms usually 
employed sotto voce anywhere outside of a gynecologist’s 
office. 

But in the decades since the first wave of strong, fe- 
male-centered art, women have explored new artistic ter- 
ritory, and with that widening territory some borders have 
blurred, some walls have tumbled. In addition to the 
prints displayed in this exhibit, for example, Leone & 
Macdonald have made brandings corresponding to the 
sex organs and secretions of men. 

“We've tried to be pretty egalitarian,” says Leone, who 
enjoys hearing people turn the word “scrotum” over in 
their mouth, giving it new consideration because they like 
its shape on the paper. The artists’ primary interest in this 
series: exploring the weakness of language in general, 
rather than the-potency of shame-associated terms for 
women’s anatomy. 

As for Rhinelander, she happens to include in Alphabet 
images adapted from old girlie magazines. 

“It’s a curious thing,” she says. “I’m not offended by a 
1960s Playboy — there’s something so innocent about 
them, in a way. But I am offended by a 1994 Penthouse.” 

Mansfield suggests that Rhinelander has re-appropriat- 
ed the old girlie-magazine images, reproducing them in 
paint and making them her own. Ask Rhinelander about 
this, however, and it’s clear that re-appropriation wasn’t 
her precise intent. “There’s no question that if I take a 
picture of a nude woman from a girlie magazine and put 
it in a piece, it’s a completely different thing than if a guy 
does it. So, automatically, I’m re-appropriating it. But I 
wasn’t painting these things and thinking, ‘Oh! This is my 
moment to re-appropriate.’ 

“Everything I do, there’s always a woman’s body, or 
something to do with being a woman in the piece,” 


Rhinelander explains. Why? “Well, I feel like I do things * 


that are personal, and a lot of times I’m represented by a 
female figure. In a way, by metaphor, they’re self-por- 
traits.” 

In fact, Rhinelander adds, until she noticed that she 
had 20 works suitable for submission to this exhibit, she 
hadn’t truly realized the importance and predominance of 
the female body in her work. 

That a contemporary woman artist can not notice such 


a thing is, in itself, a cause for celebration. 


Handling the gray areas 

When artists interviewed for this piece remarked that 
their work in the exhibit isn’t political, several did so by 
contrasting it to Amy Wilson’s Gynecare. 

How to locate Gynecare in the exhibit space: look for 
the cringing observers milling around it. 
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GOOD GIRL Measures Her Waist: Debra Olin on “women and body image and self-esteem.” 


A self-portrait of sorts, Wilson’s work is a photo taken 
from the patient’s perspective during a pelvic exam. The 
woman performing the exam is holding up a mirror in 
which the exam-in-progress is reflected. Looming large in 
the photo is the exam-giver’s rubber-gloved hand, balled 
into a fist around the handle of the mirror. Clear liquid is 
dripping from the fist down the mirror. Stand in front of 
this photo and you’re placed in the position of the exam- 
ined — feet in the stirrups, speculum in place. 

But how “political” is this picture? Is Wilson aiming to 
shock? To make viewers contemplate a non-eroticized 
vagina? Did she want to demonstrate one of the awkward 
situations women must endure? 

Not really. “That is my body in the picture, and, yes, 
the picture shows a part of a woman’s body, and it’s just 
her genitals,” says Wilson. “And it’s showing what it’s re- 
ally like, what really happens.” But, she adds, “I was find- 
ing my own erotic energy through that [picture]. I just 
love that. I felt very thrilled by that.” 

Whatever bold statements Wilson’s photos make to ob- 
servers, they are, to her, artifacts accumulated and tools 
built as she tries to elucidate murky issues for herself. Gy- 
necare was taken during a time when she was sorting out 
her feelings about abortion by spending time with the ex- 
tremist “pro-life” organization Operation Rescue. 

“I meant no harm,” she says. “It wasn’t about infiltrat- 
ing. I just wanted to learn about their point of view, what 
they did, and what they had come from as individuals that 
had brought them to that place. Some people who saw 
my work afterward were angry because they thought it 
was too sympathetic or too even-handed. But I was inter- 
ested in the gray areas of abortion. There is black and 
white, but most of it is in between. For me, affiliating with 
Operation Rescue was about how they are the only ones 
grieving about abortion. One can be pro-choice and still 
grieve that loss.” 

One of Wilson’s most remarked-upon photos, one not 
exhibited in Power, Pleasure, Pain, is another self-por- 
trait, in which a trickle of blood snakes down her leg. Ev- 
ery viewer brings his or her associations to that photo, 
Wilson says. Is it about menstruation? About abortion? Is 
it a horrifying or a life-affirming image? Once again, Wil- 
son didn’t specifically design the image to disturb. “I love 
that picture,” says Wilson. “It’s just beautiful.” 

“There have been a lot of shows on women and female 
subjectivity,” says Nancy Davenport, whose Agatha of 
Catania, two photographs with text, hangs in the exhibit. 
“The shows have been very important to lay the ground- 
work. But I think there’s more room now for younger 
artists to not only laugh at themselves and the media but 
also to explore some different contradictions.” 

Davenport explores gray areas by re-telling the lives of 
some of the saints. Agatha of Catania retells the story of 
Saint Agatha, whose biography traditionally ends with 
martyrdom when her breasts are cut off. “I shifted it to a 
fictional thing, turned it into a story of explicit pleasure,” 
says Davenport. “Not only does Agatha now have plea- 
sure from her breasts, but she is extremely articulate 
about it and can write a phenomenology of breasts.” 

Straight re-appropriation? Again, not quite. “I don’t 
shift Agatha from being a martyr to a heroine of the 
breasts,” explains Davenport, “because when you read 
this story you realize that it’s very hard to imagine the 
possibility of a woman being able to write a phenomenol- 
ogy of breasts. You wonder: where is she writing from? 
So the fiction kind of cancels itself out.” 

The two photographs with which Davenport brackets 
the text of Agatha’s retold life could be seen as whimsical 
celebrations of breasts: one features dark rubber breasts 
surrounded by octopus tentacles; the other, light breasts 
set among fluffy white feathers. But the photos weren’t 
intended as celebrations. 

“The octopus picture represents dirty, sticky, fetishistic

.tion that I want to raise in this piece is the obvious con- 
tradiction and slippage between these binary definitions.” 

Her work, says Davenport, is about a desire for “a to- 
tally different way of representing women’s bodies or 
women’s subjectivity. When you try to articulate the real 
femininity, you get into all kinds of mixology.” 

Haven’t people always thought that? 

“Well,” she says. “I think that in the past there have 
been ideas that there is a real sexuality, and that there is a 
real femininity as opposed to a real masculinity. But I 
think that it is far more complex than that. I think it’s all 
mixed up.” 

Amen. 


Facing our looks 

“How do I look?” 

It’s a familiar question to most women, and one that 
couldn’t go unaddressed in this exhibit. By “How do I 
look?” we often mean not “What do I look like?” but 
“How do I look to you?” 

A male friend of artist Denise Carbone’s walked 
through Power, Pleasure, Pain with her and decided he 
knew exactly what kind of women had put the displayed 
images together. “They’re all bitches,” he remarked. 

Carbone wasn’t surprised. “I think he just meant that 
all the women in the show were very forceful with their 
art, were strutting their stuff,” she says. The fact that 
their stuff was “right there in his face,” she thinks, of- 
fended him. 

And yet he’s exactly the kind of person Carbone has in 
mind when she looks at her Genitalia Print, which is in- 
cluded in the exhibit. It sets out on graph paper a detailed 
print of her genitals alongside a detailed print of the side 
of her face with her mouth open. She executed the piece 
by inking the areas of her body to be printed, pressing an 
inflated balloon against the ink, then rolling the balloon 
onto the paper. 

“It’s a self-portrait,” Carbone says, “and also a repre- 
sentation of how a lot of times, through a male gaze, a 
woman is not always seen in the sense of here’s this wom- 
an — a lot of times the man is looking at a woman’s face 
but wondering if he can get laid.” A portrait of the dual 
sites of identity, the dual sites of attraction. 

You might think it odd that the woman who made 
Genitalia Print, and who explains it that way, would have 
a male friend who calls these artists “bitches.” Carbone 
doesn’t. 

“I don’t consider myself a hardcore feminist,” she says. 
“I’m exploring both sexualities and how they relate. When 
I was first starting these prints, I printed my genitals and 
male genitals, too. And I also printed the mouth as orifice 
for the female, but then I printed the male’s mouth but 
with the tongue sticking out to produce this extrusion like 
a penis.” 

“There is,” Carbone says, “a female gaze that looks at 
males in the same [objectifying] way.” 

Looking at Genitalia Print, the observer might find it 
difficult not to take it as an aggressive poster: this is what 
the female pubic region looks like. But to hear Carbone 
tell it, when she was making these prints in 1992 she was 
thinking less about shocking her viewers and about the 
equation between facial and genital identity than about 
exploring the appearance of her own body. 

“I look at those prints now and they seem very intense 
and somewhat crude and offensive,” she says. “But at the 
time, they seemed very sensual, and the right thing to 
do.” 

Some of the most enigmatic work in the exhibit, also 
an exploration of self-image and appearance, is a series of 
four etchings by Elizabeth Marran. She took rough and 
ambiguous stream-of-consciousness drawings of her own 
— drawings that, as she says, “have a certain edge to 
them, psychologically and sexually” — and used them to 
embellish cutesy illustrations from a 1950s book on sci- 
ence tricks. The final works — in which Marran’s origi- 
nal drawings are superimposed on the illustrations — 
take their titles from the science book: The Walking Wire, 
The Blind Spot, What Mirrors Do, and The Catalyst. 

What Mirrors Do, says Marran, “is about how I look, 
how I look at myself, how others see me.” The science- 
trick book shows a curvaceous beauty before a mirror, al- 
most a sexy pin-up. “And in response to that, I used a 
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drawing I had done of myself as a Christmas tree on ice 
skates. In a way, its nonsensical, but it’s also about me 
not being that beautiful woman. And I think it has to do, 
also, with my relationship, as a child, to my mother: her 
sexuality and my girlishness.” 

Although Marran’s etchings don’t appear to be as 
brazenly personal as a self-portrait during a pelvic exam 
or a genitalia print, they very much are. She started doing 
the stream-of-consciousness drawings (as the name sug- 
gests, you draw without planning) when her painting 
wasn’t going well and she sensed she had to work out 
some emotional issues. When she drew the first such 
drawing, she was naked in her bathtub. 

“It’s important to me to use the female body in my 
work,” Marran says. “It’s how I identify myself. It’s a 
symbol. In a sense, it’s something that’s universal. And 
yet I know it intimately.” 

The image of the female body is universal, yes. But it’s 
not often represented as a Christmas tree on ice skates. 
The media overwhelm us with idealized images of the fe- 
male body, and it is possible to look through an entire is- 
sue of Playboy without knowing what a naked woman re- 
ally looks like. For that matter, it’s possible to look 
through an entire book of science tricks, populated with 
comely sweater girls, without finding a realistic-looking 
female. 

When Elizabeth Mansfield was selecting art for Power, 
Pleasure, Pain, she admired a photograph, now included 
in the exhibit, by Marian Roth. Called Embrace, it shows 
two nude women leaning affectionately against each oth- 
er. Because Roth took the photo with a rudimentary pin- 
hole camera, and painted the photographic emulsion on 
the paper with loose brush-strokes, the image is a bit 
fuzzy, romanticized, antiqued. 

Mansfield liked that the women in the picture weren’t 
model-thin, and she liked the way the photo had been 
composed. In the exhibit’s brochure, she writes that Em- 
brace “challenges the domination of an objectifying male 
gaze by figuring desire between two women. The size, 
composition, and medium of Embrace invite the viewer to 
assume a voyeuristic role, but privileges a lesbian viewer, 
who can participate in the scene through identification.” 

Roth herself isn’t so sure. “I have no intentions,” she 
says. “The only intention I had was to bring two women 
together in the studio. I just wanted to create some kind 
of ecstatic-looking feeling. That was slightly on my mind. 
But it was more just a visual thing. It had no political in- 
tention. 

“I don’t only do nudes,” she adds. “I do a lot of land- 
scapes, all kinds of other things. But the reason I photo- 
graph women is that I think they’re beautiful. And I 
struggle, myself, with society’s image of beauty, so I was 
happy that although these women didn’t have what are 
considered perfect bodies, the image looks good. 

“The kind of thing that I think as a woman I try to 
work at is to get closer to true beauty, as opposed to su- 
perficial beauty. But [with that picture] I’m not trying to 
make something like we did in the ’70s and say, ‘Men 
can’t read this. Men can’t look at this.’ I don’t think 
about what my work is going to be in the ‘man’s world.’ I 
did that all in the ’70s. I’m over that. 

“The more women’s work gets out in the world,” Roth 
continues, “the more people will see that there’s another 
way of looking at reality. It’s not that we have to react 
against men’s views. It’s that it isn’t real. It’s manufac- 
tured to sell things. The more shows there are about 
women’s bodies, the more the shows don’t have to have 
that didactic dimension.” 

Roth says she tries “to use as little mental operation” as 
she can when making art. She leaves things up to chance, 
taking photos at night or under water. The pin-hole cam- 
era does not allow the photographer to see exactly what 
will be included in the final image. 

“I really like to leave myself open to the accidental and 
the magical.” 


Fingering the spirit 

Three artists in the exhibit, each of whom has pro- 
duced an especially striking representation of the female 
body, seem particularly uninterested in the fact that the 
figures in their art are female. 

This may be because each of these artists is interested 
less in matters of the body than in matters of the spirit: 
the inner self, the part of a human being that makes the 
body seem like nothing more or less than a beautiful con- 
tainer. 

“I’m from the old school of thought: I paint from a hu- 
man point of view. I am a feminist, but I don’t see my art 
as the expression of the female,” says Judith Larsen, 
whose Sondages is a painted and drawn work composed 
of pastel, wax, cloth, and oil on paper. “I just paint, and 
it’s supposed to represent everyone. I have sort of a clas- 
sical, elevated view of what art is about, and in my mind it 

















transcends politics by a good, long shot. I really don’t feel 
this need to re-appropriate the female body.” 

“I don’t think of myself as a feminist artist,” says Laurie 
Kaplowitz, whose featured painting is titled Column. “My 
main focus is trying to find visual metaphors for the hu- 
man condition, using the human image. I find myself 
maybe gravitating more toward the female image just be- 
cause I’m a little more comfortable with it, but I certainly 
don’t use it exclusively in my work.” 

“I do think I purposely work with a female body,” says 
Ellen Sperling, creator of a paper sculpture in the exhibit 
called Casing. “I experience life as a woman. But this par- 
ticular experience is not necessarily a female experience. 
And I certainly use forms sometimes that are ambiguous, 
genderwise.” 

It may not be a coincidence that the works about the 
spirit produced by these three artists are among the most 
physically compelling pieces in Power, Pleasure, Pain. As 
the door to the spirit, the body is a tantalizing promise. 

Larsen’s Sondages, which she has built up in layers in a 
process she describes as “kind of the reverse of an archae- 
ological dig,” has a waxy finish so temptingly skin-like 
that the Fogg has posted a sign asking visitors not to 
touch it. 

Incorporated in the painting’s layers are pastel draw- 
ings of dinosaur bones; a drawing of animal skin; cheese- 
cloth; the handwriting of French philosopher Henri Berg- 
son, taken from a letter; and an antique diagram of a 
woman’s body, numbered in places to mark psychological 
“access” points. The Bergson letter, illegible in the paint- 
ing, speaks of the difficulty of penetrating the exterior as- 
pects of our bodies and reaching a deeper, more internal 
sense of ourselves. 

That, Larsen says, is what the work addresses. That 
and “the fagades, the grids we encase ourselves in so that 
not everyone can just dive right in and find out what we’re 
about.” 

Kaplowitz’s Column, made with acrylic and modeling 
paste on paper, has what Mansfield calls “a relief-like, 
sculptural presence.” Mansfield and others see in it a 
struggle between the strength and power of the female 
body and the vulnerability of sensuous flesh. Kaplowitz al- 
lows that that interpretation may reflect something she 
was thinking, subconsciously, when she made Column, in 
1986. But her real focus was “stripping down the figure 
to its bare essentials, and drawing a parallel between a 
column — an architectural form that is very strong, sup- 
porting, and timeless — and the human form.” 

“I was thinking about skin,” says Ellen Sperling, of 
Casing, which is an empty paper shell, in the shape and 
size of a woman, from which the body seems to have just 
exited. “And I was thinking about how experience leaves 
its trace on your skin, and about the skin being the mem- 
brane between what’s inside and outside.” 

Casing, she says, is “less of the body than through the 
body... . and more about spiritual stages, rites of pas- 
sage,” Some people look at it and see a shroud. Others 
see evidence that the body has moved on to something 
better. In either case, Sperling is intrigued that so much 
significance is assigned to its being a female shape. 

“I have some work that people respond to as, ‘Well, be- 
cause it’s a woman’s body, it must be only a woman’s ex- 
perience,’ ” she says. “And I find that sort of interesting, 
this assumption that the female form, a woman’s body, 
cannot represent something more universal. Whereas that 
happens all the time, obviously, the other way around.” 


Eyeing our inheritance 

What do women see when looking at their naked bod- 
ies? 

We see the parts we’ve been socialized into believing 
are beautiful and sexy, and the parts we associate with 
raunchy words. We see the areas we wish conformed 
more to society’s image of a perfect body. We see the way 
our skin carries our experience. 

We also see reflections of people with whom our lives 
are irrevocably entwined. In our figures, we see echoes of 
our sisters, aunts, grandmothers — and, especially, our 
mothers. A woman’s body can reflect her ancestry even as 
its belly is curving out to accommodate a descendant. 

“In a lot of my work, I’ve been dealing with my family 
history,” says Debra Olin, whose contribution to the ex- 
hibit, Good Girl Measures Her Waist, is composed of a 
tape measure laid over a print made from one of her 
grandmother’s dresses. “Specifically, I’ve been looking at 
my grandmother, my mother, and myself. And in the pro- 
cess of doing that, there seemed to be this kind of off- 
shoot about women and body image and self-esteem.” 

Olin has constructed several “good-girl” works. “My 
mother’s parents were immigrants,” she explains. “They 
were refugees. There had already been a lot of trouble in 
their lives, so you tried to stay small and quiet and out of

The feet are very important in my piece. Because, for me, feet are sort of an entry point to 
the body, and very humble. We always think of the hands or the head and other parts, but 
I think feet are such a humble way of approaching ourselves and our body. Not in this ex- 
hibit, but in another part of the Fogg, on the first floor, there’s a wonderful mother-and- 
child painting in which the Madonna has the Christ child in her arms and is sort of holding 
his foot with one hand.

the way. And I think she expected me to be 
a good girl, too, and I don’t think I lived up 
to her expectations.” 

You might assume, looking at the tape 
measure in Good Girl Measures Her Waist, 
that the good girl is trying to please her 
family by keeping herself petite. But Olin 


| tells a different story, one that, as she says, 


is almost hard to believe now. 

“My grandparents were on the zaftig 
side, and so was my mother and my uncle. 
My mother always thought that being 
overweight was like being a redhead or 
having blue eyes: that’s just the way you 
were. And then after summer vacation 
once, she went to school and noticed that 
one of the other girls in her class, who had 
been very heavy, was thin. And my mother 
went up to her and said, ‘What happened 
to you?’ And the girl told her what she had 
done, and my mother was just amazed by 
this, the possibility that she could control 
her weight. Immediately she went on a 
very strict diet. 

“I think that that was a very rebellious act 
for her,” adds Olin, “in terms of her family, 
and the way food is used in a family — how 


it nurtures, and how it can make a mother . 


feel important and needed, and how that all 
changed in her family.” 

Walking through Power, Pleasure, Pain, 
Olin was brought to tears by a drawing by 
Catherine McCarthy, the piece in front of 
which my pen enacted its bit of magical 
realism. McCarthy’s pieces (there are 
three in the exhibit) are numbered, not 
named. She is a painter and doesn’t usual- 
ly exhibit her drawings. They’re “too liter- 
al,” and “very autobiographical.” 

“I don’t overanalyze when I’m draw- 
ing,” says McCarthy, who sometimes 
draws as a form of meditation. Her work 
in Power, Pleasure, Pain comes from a 
series of 25 drawings she made to ex- 
plore her childhood and adolescence. In 
one, she included a photo from a home 
movie of her mother carrying a laundry 
basket. In another, she drew and painted 
with lipstick, eyeliner, foundation, and 
eye pencil. “It was like I was 12 and 
playing with make-up,” she says. One 
drawing incorporates a photocopy from 
a feminine-products company’s booklet 
on puberty, which she had saved from 
her pre-teen years. 

Text within the menstruation piece 
tells of how a girl’s mother accused her 
of ruining the sheets and how terrified 
the girl was at seeing the blood, how 
guilty and frightened she felt at her 
mother’s reaction. 

Most paintings don’t explain emotions 
so directly. But McCarthy says she was 
very aware, even in art school, that her 
perspective as a woman would help her 
paint. 

“I remember a painting by Edvard 
Munch called The Sick Child. And I 
thought, ‘Okay, that’s painted with a lot 
of sympathy.’ But I also knew that as a 
painter I could be the child in the painting 
and the painter. I knew what it felt like. A 
lot of us female artists were aware that we 
could paint from the inside out, from the 
experience of being the subject and the 
model and the painter.” 

Denise Marika’s work in Power, Plea- 
sure, Pain also speaks to a kind of inheri- 
tance and connection, a bond and empa-

thy. Titled After, and the only work in 
the exhibit not executed on paper, it’s a 
site-specific installation — a color trans- 
parency suspended in an old art-museum 
case with its lid cranked open. The trans- 
parency features two nude figures, and, 
when light hits it, those figures cast a 
color shadow onto the back of the dis- 
play case, where the mechanical elements 
of the case meet in a cross. 

Marika has been puzzled that viewers of 
After (and even reviewers of the exhibit) as- 
sume the two nude figures are adult wom- 
en. They are shown from a very foreshort- 
ened perspective, with large feet in the fore- 
ground, so it is hard to tell. But if you look 
carefully at the hand of one of the figures, 
which is lying along the legs of the figure 
who is clearly an adult female, you can see 
that it belongs to a child. 

“After,” Marika says, “refers both to the 
period after an event, and also to an 
homage to another work of art: a painting 
after the style of so-and-so’s work.” Her 
inspiration was a pieta dating back to the 
Renaissance. 

“That’s the historical side of it,” she says. 
“But this is also about a shared loss, and 
about the bond between a mother and child. 
There’s a question as to whether the figures 
are alive, whether some kind of loss has oc- 
curred, but the bond remains. 

“I put it in the display case,” Marika 
continues, “because I wanted to, to some 
degree, contain the image. I was interest- 
ed in the physical pressure the case puts 
on the image, the relationship between 
the vulnerability and softness of the hu- 
man body and the harder, colder, me- 
chanical aspects of the case. I’m really in- 
terested in how we as people are affected 
by the relationship between our own per- 
sonal vulnerability and the social pres- 
sures and physical realities of the world 
we function in.” 

By “we as people,” does Marika mean 
women? 

“I don’t think so,” she says. “I think for 
me it’s really the human vulnerability and 
strength. To me, there is a strength in vul- 
nerability that we often deny. We tend to 
think of vulnerability as something that you 
can’t allow yourself, but I think it’s a 
strength.” 

Like many of the artists in this exhibit, 
Marika subjects herself to a certain level of 
vulnerability by serving as her own model 
in her pieces, exposing herself to the eyes 
of any viewer. 

“I don’t think in terms of male/female 
issues. I think the other work in the exhibit 
is more directly feminist,” she says. “The 
reason I use my own body in my work is 
that, through that activity, I learn a lot. I 
think things through, and aspects of the 
experience become very real.” 

When visitors to Power, Pleasure, Pain 
approach Marika’s installation, they some- 
times appear confused. The placement of 
the transparency, together with the light 
reflecting a second image through it, 
makes the piece’s construction difficult to 
fathom. 

A cluster of viewers will squint at it, 
bend down to look at it from the side, and 
then stare up in the direction of the Fogg’s 
ceiling, to see if the image is somehow 
projected from above. 

In an exhibit in which most observers 
seem to think they know where the work 
of women artists is coming from, it’s a 
refreshing thing to watch: puzzled wom- 
en, puzzled men, tilting their heads and 
looking for the source. QO

The California

ow California is the Cal- 
ifornia Pizza Kitchen? 

It has Peking-duck 
pizza. 

How California is it? 

The Pru restaurant loans you a short- 
range beeper so you can shop until your 
table is ready. 

How California is it? 

At its Cambridge restaurant, you can 
read the employee board from the seats: 
WHAT YOU ARE BECOMING IS FAR MORE IM- 
PORTANT THAN WHAT YOU ARE ACCOM- 
PLISHING. 

Despite all this California-ism, despite 
the fact that this is a big chain, and de- 
spite the fact that PepsiCo owns 70 per- 
cent of each and every molecule of goat 
cheese in the joint — California Pizza 
Kitchen has good food and is a lot of fun. 

In fact, everything at California Pizza 
Kitchen is good, although some of it is 
silly. For example, it’s silly to serve two 
soups in the same bowl, even though it 
can look nice if the soups are as thick as 
the Sedona white-corn tortilla soup and 
the potato-leek soup at 
CPK. The potato-leek is 
our old French friend, 
potage bon femme, moved 
to California and piled in 
with scallions and hot pep- 
per. The Sedona white-corn 
is a red soup, tomato based, 
with blue-corn tortilla 
pieces, shoepeg corn, and 
plenty of coriander. (All 
soups are $3.95.) 

BBQ-chicken chopped 
salad ($4.50, $8.50) is 
deeply Californian, all that 
Southwest stuff — such as 
jicama and cilantro and 
black beans — chopped up 
like a Cobb salad. In Cali- 
fornia, you don’t even have 
to chew your rabbit food. 

So the pizza? How’s the 
pizza? The pizza is rather 
good. You are given a 
choice of “traditional” or 
“honey-wheat” crusts. 
Have the traditional; in a 
pizza, fiber is good but 
sugar is bad. These crusts 
are thin, and cooked quick- 
ly in wood-fired ovens. 
There isn’t much taste of 
smoke to the crusts — in 
Cambridge you see the fire 
but can’t taste it — but 
they are crisp and have a 
fresh-bread aroma. 

The toppings are what 
make this California Pizza Kitchen, home 
of the Peking-duck pizza. Actually 
Peking-duck pizza ($8.50) is a winner. 
The dough is overlaid with large, thin 
slices of duck, pancake strips buttered 
with hoisin sauce, mushrooms, and scal- 
lion shreds. Although the duck skin is not 
crispy and red (rather the point of Peking 
duck), the pancake strips crisp up in the 
oven, so the combination of flavors and 
textures evokes the original. And is quite 
delicious in its own right. I imagine Cali- 
fornia Chinese restaurants will have to re- 
taliate with lasagne-flavored steamed 
buns or something. 

In a Cantonese vein, the ginger-black- 
bean-sauce spaghetti ($8.95) I sampled 
had shrimp and broccoli with it. This won- 
derful combination could have passed in 
Chinatown if the chefs had grabbed some 
cilantro from the Mexican-look station. 

I ate my calzone in a Mexican mode: 
the chili-relleno calzone ($7.95). The fla- 
vor was a cheesy mess evoking a Tex-Mex 
combination platter, exactly what I want-

ed. Not too spicy, but you could probably 
get a “becoming” server to accomplish a 
few grinds of black pepper from the mill. 
I should mention, however, that the wood 
oven browns the outside of the calzone 
before the dough is fully cooked. 

Of course, there are Italian flavors on 
the menu. A “traditional cheese” pizza 
($5.95) was better than the description 
implies, with handsome chunks of tomato 
(“our special homemade tomato sauce” 
— Nadeau’s 11th Law advises you never 
to order anything denominated “home- 
made” in a chain restaurant, so this is the 
exception). Duck-sausage pizza ($7.95) 
actually approximates pork sausage, and a 
blanket of mozzarella regularizes spinach 
and sun-dried tomatoes. Eggplant- 
parmesan lasagna ($7.95), though not 
guilt-free, was deliciously low on oil de- 
spite the addition of oil-absorbing mush- 
rooms to the oil-absorbing eggplant. 

California Pizza Kitchen has a short, al- 
most all-Californian wine list, and IBC 
root beer. A children’s menu makes this an 
ideal restaurant for young families with 
taste, caught in the kind of upscale, high- 
density locations the chain evidently favors. 

The desserts also span the age range. 
What they have in com- 
mon is a tendency to 
evolve toward cheesecake. 
This works best with the 
tiramisu ($4.50), which is 
a creamy square covered 
with custard sauce, as 
though the chef had been 
making it while thinking 
about zuppa inglese and 
cheesecake. Maybe a San 
Francisco pashka featured 
in the fantasy. Key-lime pie 
($3.95) is the right color, 
but some of the sourness is 


creaminess. 

The apple crisp ($3.95) 
is made from Granny 
Smiths and spiced a little. I 
liked it a lot. The Meyer’s 
rum-chocolate-pecan pie 
($3.95) was either overde- 
scribed or underflavored. 
Or maybe my piece was 
better right after it came 
out of the oven. 

CPK has espresso and 
cappuccino, but neither is 
good enough to compete 
in either Harvard Square 
or the Prudential. Surely, 
this problem has come up 
in San Francisco as well. 

The design of these res- 
taurants is quite distinctive 
— with yellow, black, and 
white tiles and yellow 
neon. The spaces are open, which actual- 
ly seems to reduce the noise a little. 

Service is crucial to this concept, and 
CPK literature talks a lot about the train- 
ing servers receive and the quality of “the 
front end.” I found the warmth of service 
more evident at the Prudential, where 
CPK is just off the bridge from Copley 
Place and the newly redesigned Pruden- 
tial Mall strikes me as one of the less-hu- 
man shopping spaces around. The 
servers at the Prudential are far enough 
into a “becoming” mind to give you a 
nice feeling of person-to-person conver- 
sation without seeming overtrained. My 
one visit to the Harvard Square restau- 
rant was at a quieter time, and we had a 
normally nice waitress. 

All in all, California Pizza Kitchen has 
not only proved to me that a chain 
restaurant can have interesting, high- 
quality food, but that we are getting close 
to a formula for a mall restaurant that is 
a real refuge. I know families for whom 
CPK is already a favorite place. QO

IN BROOKLINE, A TASTE OF TUSCANY TO GO 


» Italy gives us so much popular food — pizza, pasta, espresso — 
it’s amazing the Italian concept of a fast-food shop has only re- 
cently caught on. Now, thanks to Bottega Fiorentina, there’s a 
prime example in Coolidge Corner. This is a 

spiffy shop offering everything from pack- 

aged goods (imported biscuits, candies, 

oils, savories) to authentic, reasonably priced, homemade take- 
out food. For about $20, you can get a take-out lunch for four con- 
sisting of high-carb Tuscan specialties that change daily. On Sat- 
urday, for example, look for ribollita (a thick mash of white beans, 
bread, carrots, and 

cabbage; $3 per 


lasagne (with real bechamel 
sauce, little 

meat; $3 for a 

big chunk), and 

polpettone 

(meat loaf laced with prosciutto and porcini mushrooms; $5 per tray, 

with rosemary potatoe). The Tuscan owners also bake: try slabs of 

chickpea focaccia ($1.75) or torta di riso, a savory, moist cake 

with parmesan ($1.75).

Honors thesis 


t Harvard, the greatest lessons are often 
Ai outside the classroom. In the new 

film With Honors, which opens next Friday, 
Harvard senior Monty (Brendan Fraser) and his 
housemates take in feisty homeless man Simon (Joe 
Pesci), who teaches them life lessons. Says Fraser, 
“Monty starts out with a certain arrogance, and by the 
end he turns over a new leaf.” 

For director Alek Keshishian (class of 1986), who 
got the university to grant him unprecedented access 
to Harvard Square shooting locations last February, 
Harvard’s greatest lesson is “learning how not to take 
no for an answer.” 

Keshishian wanted to change direction after his 
Madonna documentary, Truth or Dare, and the mostly 
musical scripts he received in its wake. “We want to do 
the life story of Paula Abdul, like Purple Rain,” went 
one pitch. Although he had captured the performance 





of Madonna’s life, he couldn’t convince 
studios that actors would trust him. “No- 
body cares how many plays you directed, 
or that you might know more about 
Chekhov or Lorca or Ibsen than those ex- 
ecutives, who are probably sitting around 
going, ‘Who represents those people?’ ” 

Then he read William Mastrosimone’s script, which 
was inspired by the story of Damon 
Payne, a homeless man taken in by 
some Harvard students in the ’70s. 
Warner Bros. had tried and failed to 
get permission to shoot the story on 
campus. Keshishian knew he could 
succeed by using his alumni pull. 

“I got [English professor] William 
Alfred to do what he’s always done 
for me, which is fight on my behalf 
with the administration.” Indeed, 
Keshishian had been the first Har- 
vard senior allowed to produce a 
stage play as his thesis, an MTV-ified 
version of Wuthering Heights. “They 
eventually allowed me to shoot virgin 
film territory. Not in the Yard. But 
they were cooperative when I shot my 


Co-stars Fraser and Kelly 
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actors going in and out of the Yard. They lit up the 
towers for me at night and let me shoot in the Lowell 
Quad.” He sighs, “I’m sure now I'll be offered every 
college movie.” 

Since it’s a commercial entertainment, “I can make 
no claims that this movie deals with the problem of 
homelessness. One implicit message is, there is no such 
thing as a typical homeless person. Joe Pesci’s character 
is an individual.” 

A few years ago, co-star Moira 
Kelly and her college housemates at 
New York City’s Marymount College 
actually did take in a homeless man. 
“We had him in the house for two 
weeks,” she says. “We got him to go 
down and sign for unemployment the 
first week, and we got him a job. But 
when he was supposed to show up 
for the job, he didn’t. He just walked 
out with a leather jacket and 40 
bucks. And one night he pulled a 
knife in the family room, which was 
kind of scary.”

‘Wil power 


The Brattle’s festival of women’s 
filmmaking is a triumph

THE SECOND ANNUAL BOSTON IN- 
TERNATIONAL FESTIVAL OF WOM- 
EN’S CINEMA, April 25 through May 
2, at the Brattle Theatre. 


espite the four dozen new 
works that unspool next 
week at the Second An- 
nual Boston International 
Festival of Women’s Cin- 
ema, the most compelling film may be one 
that came out in 1934. Leni Riefenstahl’s 
Triumph of the Will doesn’t play in the fes- 
tival, exactly. But the controversial Third 
Reich filmmaker — and her brilliant pro- 
paganda record of the 1934 Niirnberg ral- 
ly — is the subject of The Wonderful, Hor- 
rible Life of Leni Riefenstahl, a new three- 
hour documentary by German director 


| Ray Miiller that gets its area premiere on a 


festival screen. For champions of women’s 
filmmaking, Leni Riefenstah! presents the 


| uneasy combination of feminist pioneer 
| and Nazi sympathizer. 


The inclusion of The Wonderful, Horri- 


| ble Life underscores the sophistication of 


the festival itself, which purports to repre- 


| sent women’s lives and talents in all their 


complexities — madwomen, mothers, 


| gang members, cancer patients — and not 
| just in a positive light. It’s nice to report 


that the state of women’s filmmaking has 


| escaped the confines of feel-good booster- 


ism. What’s more important is that this 
, rticular festival also defies the ghetto-iza- 


| tion of women’s films. When you can see a 
| movie as important as Looking for Fun, by 
| fifth-generation Chinese director Ning 
| Ying, in a women’s film festival before it 


goes into distribution, that means women’s 
films aren’t slinking about in the margins 


| but are harbingers of things to come. 


Still, the appeal of a festival is more than 
the sum of its sneak previews and film- 
maker appearances. As co-programmer 


| Anne Marie Stein points out, one purpose 


of it is to ask such questions as “Is there a 


| palpable difference between works by 


women and works by men? Is there a dif- 
ferent sensibility that women bring? It’s 


| not our purpose to be didactic, but to al- 


low people to have a means by which to 
answer those questions.” Another purpose 


is to address the tensions between wom- 
en’s films and the mainstream movie in- 
dustry, in which women don’t always get 
the same opportunities for production and 
distribution as their male counterparts. 

So what’s in the festival? For their 
sophomore effort, programmers Connie 
White and Marianne Lampke of the Brat- 
tle Theatre and Stein of the Boston Film 
and Video Foundation have dispensed 
with the idea of a retrospective along the 
lines of last year’s Ida Lupino fest. But 
they have corralled sneak previews of Mi 
Vida Loca (April 25), a new film by Gas, 
Food, Lodging director Allison Anders; 
pop singer Kate Bush’s The Line, the 
Cross, and the Curve (April 29); and Alice 
Walker and Pratibha Parmar’s exploration 
of female genital mutilation, Warrior 
Marks (April 26), to name a few. 

One of the riches of this festival is its 
healthy non-fiction element. BIFWC fea- 
tures films ranging from Kanehsatake: 270 
Years of Resistance (April 27), a cinéma- 
vérité documentary about the 1990 Mo- 
hawk uprising in Quebec, to Rules of the 
Road (April 25), Su Friedrich’s idiosyn- 
cratic short about the end of a love affair. 
But the festival’s real coup — at least in 
terms of programming — is its roster of 
foreign films, including works by Lina 
Wertmiiller, Doris Dorrie, Argentina’s Lita 
Stantic, South Africa’s Elaine Proctor, and 
Iceland’s Nietzchke Keene (whose 1991 
movie The Juniper Tree stars Bjork Gud- 
mundsdottir of the Sugarcubes). 

Micro-programs include a collection 
called “New Lesbian Cinema,” as well as an 
evening of works by New England film- 
makers. Earlier works by flavors du jour 
Jane Campion (The Piano) and Sally Potter 
(Orlando) give you a glimpse of sensibilities 
in the making. And Even Cowgirls Get the 
Blues, Gus Van Sant’s troubled and report- 
edly odd version of Tom Robbins’s cult 
novel, plays at the Brattle this Sunday, April 
24, the night before the festival opens. 

One of the festival’s subthemes is an ex- 
ploration of women who have reacted to 
the world by filming it — and how the 
world has reacted to them. That’s especial- 
ly pertinent in The Wonderful, Horrible 
Life of Leni Riefenstahl (May 1), in which 
the unrepentant 90-year-old Riefenstahl 
— who’s perversely fascinating not the 
least because of her new interest in under-

water photography — hints that one rea- 
son the world has shunned her is her sex. 
Her self-defense centers on her insistence 
that, in 1934, no one could imagine, much 
less anticipate, the unspeakable horrors 
Hitler would bring forth. But she also 
wonders why it is that Sergei Eisenstein, 
who glorified the Soviet regime with such 


- films as Potemkin, is revered while she was 


ruined. (Certainly no one ever accused 
Eisenstein of sleeping with Stalin.) 

It’s not only our postwar vantage point 
but her own contradictory self-assessment 
that makes her such a thrilling film sub- 
ject. Is it morally responsible — or even 
possible — to be apolitical in the face of 
fascism? Riefenstahl says it is; yet watch- 
ing her review her own footage of the 
Niirnberg rally, you can hardly tell where 
her admiration for her own brilliance ends 
and that for Hitler begins. Arrogant, self- 
absorbed, and immensely talented, she 
asks us to believe that any documentary 
filmmaker who didn’t want to make a 
newsreel would have come up with some- 
thing like Triumph of the Will. 

Few women or men have surpassed 
Riefenstahl in either visual power or inno- 
vative technique. (A new print of her 
Olympia also appears in the festival, on 
May 2, and a forum on the filmmaker is 
planned for mid May.) If a woman’s festi- 
val can put a movie about Leni Riefenstahl 
into a new context, it can also show us 
what other subjects are on women’s hearts 
and minds. For Kanehsatake (April 27), 
Native American filmmaker Alanis Obom- 
sawin took her camera into a Mohawk 
community in Quebec to record a months- 
long confrontation between Canadian po- 
lice and Indians protesting plans for a golf 
course on tribal land. The result is a pow- 
erful Harlan County-esque record of so- 
cial discord. In Total Baby (April 30), 
filmmakers Kate Davis and Alyson Denny 
(the team that made Girl Talk) pass a be- 
mused lens over the parenting industry 
while giving us a dry, pedagogical look at 
the history of childhood. 

The most compelling non-fiction en- 
tries, however, are those in which the 
politics are also personal. Cancer in Two 
Voices (May 1) has been described as a 
lesbian version of Silverlake Life: The View 
from Here. It’s a moving video diary of a 
couple who explore how the breast cancer 
of one partner changes their perceptions 
of their bodies and their lives. What’s 
more, they insist that their experience is a 
common one in a world that has ignored 
the huge phenomenon of breast cancer in 
half its population. Heart of the Matter 
(April 28), on the other hand, asks us to 
look at the contradictory social messages 
— those of Jerry Falwell and campus 
dorm rooms alike — that keep women 
from expressing their sexuality. 

Two docs let women strike back from 
behind the camera. Su Friedrich’s Rules of 
the Road follows the story of a woman

who breaks up with her lover, a woman 
with whom she’d shared a derelict station 
wagon. The filmmaker muses on the na- 
ture of relationships and cars while shoot- 
ing the various station wagons she en- 
counters on the road. The result, which is 
funny and moving, is about how a love af- 
fair can be embodied in an inanimate ob- 
ject, how obsession can become a form of 
self-expression. 

Dialogues with Madwomen (April 30), | 
on the other hand, is Allie Light’s response | 
to her own experience in the mental-health | 
system, which has always condescended to 
women. Her interviews — with women 
whose experiences range from juggling 
multiple personalties to managing manic 
depression — are so powerful that they 
render gratuitous the re-enactments Light 
also provides. 

Of the fiction films, two Lina Wertmiiller 
movies — Saturday, Sunday, Monday 
(1990; April 30), and Me, Let’s Hope I | 
Make It (1993; April 28), neither available | 
for preview — give big-name ballast to the 
festival. Mi Vida Loca, the second feature 
by Allison Anders, illuminates the lives of 
girl gang members in LA’s Echo Park 
neighborhood. Made with a mix of ama- 
teur and professional actors (and featuring 
Los Lobos), the film is more interesting for 
its subject matter than its occasional suc- 
cess in rising above melodrama. That’s also 
the shortcoming of A Wall of Silence (April 
30), which features Vanessa Redgrave as a 
British filmmaker who tries to understand 
Argentina’s recent political history. 

With its feel for commonplace experi- 
ence, however, Looking for Fun (May 2) de- 
serves to make a household name out of 
Ning Ying, a Chinese woman who served as 
assistant director on Bernardo Bertolucci’s 
The Last Emperor before returning to work 
in Hong Kong. Here the story’s about Han, 
a newly retired bit-part player and janitor at 
the Peking Opera who forms an amateur 
opera club for other retirees he meets on the 
street. The story pits the stubborn Han 
against a phalanx of would-be opera stars 
and egomaniacs, giving us a comic-operatic 
glimpse of small-town life replete with hilar- 
ious personality battles and minor victories. 

Likewise, The Juniper Tree (April 28) re- | 
turns to Boston to plead recognition for | 
Nietzchke Keene, an Icelandic filmmaker | 
whose adaptation of a Grimm fairy tale is in | 
parts as powerful as the works of the silent | 
filmmakers she’s learned from. And Alma’s | 
Rainbow (April 27), the first feature film by | 
Ayoka Chenzira (“A Film for Nappy Head- | 
ed People”), gives us a microcosm of the | 
festival itself. Set in a Brooklyn beauty par- | 
lor, it’s a story about female self-definition 
told from women’s points of view. Q

Iain Softley’s Backbeat dedicates 
itself to the wrong Beatle

ts publicity notwithstanding, Back- 

beat is not a film about the Beatles. 

It’s the story of a sensibility, the 

adolescent Romantic angst that has 

driven artists to creativity and early 
death from Chatterton to Kurt Cobain. The 
hero is none of the familiar Liverpudlians 
but Stu Sutcliffe, the painter pal of John 
Lennon who decided to join the group as a 
bass player “for laughs.” He was a musical 
dilettante who could neither sing nor play, 
but he had a dark, glowering, James 
Dean-—ish look that gave the band a sexy 
mystery when they played the strip joints 
and dives of Hamburg’s Reeperbahn in 
1960. And he died of a brain hemorrhage a 
year after quitting the Beatles. 

The story is a worthy one — despite his 
limitations as a rock-and-roller, Sutcliffe’s 
violent and precise abstract paintings 
showed the makings of genius. Unfortu- 
nately, he’s represented in Backbeat by 
Stephen Dorff, who looks like a 12-year- 
old and acts like Macaulay Culkin with a 
bad case of weltschmerz. It’s the biggest 
mistake by first-time director Iain Softley, 
who otherwise depicts the passion and 
chaos of the teenage wasteland with verve. 
Alternately frustrating and moving, varying 
from the the anarchic brilliance of Sid and 
Nancy to the campy absurdities of The 
Doors, Backbeat makes comprehensible, if 
not commendable, the burn-out-rather- 
than-fade-away aesthetic. 

The key to the film’s success is Ilan Hart 
as John Lennon. Having played Lennon 
once before in The Hours and the Times, 
Hart brings to the part stunning verisimili- 
tude. He doesn’t look much like the late 
Beatle, but he re-creates the ranting voice, 
the nasty, surreal wit, the fulminating and 
inexplicable rage. He’s like David Thewlis 
in Naked, a feral prophet with a rock-and- 
roll band, utterly committed but totally un- 
comprehending. 


As in the earlier film, Hart’s 
Lennon in Backbeat displays 
sexual ambivalence. Paul (Gary 
Bakewell, whose resemblance to 
McCartney is mixed with uncan- 
ny flashes of Michael Keaton) 
can’t figure what’s his hang-up 
with Sutcliffe, a sullen presence 
who neither moves on stage nor 
even shows up on time. John re- 
acts with outrage to suggestions 
that he might be “queer,” and 
though the film toys with the 
idea, it timidly concludes that 
their love was platonic, and their 
attraction and conflict, which is 
the heart of the film, was a dif- 
ference of artistic philosophy. 

“Art is just a bit of dick,” a 
drunken Lennon instructs a fey 
crowd of bohemians in a joint 
called the Café Enfer. His sense 
of art is more a blind will to 
power than a desire to create 
beauty, and the seething pain 
and energy come out in the 
band’s performances, which are 
the best part of the movie. Sut- 
cliffe, on the other hand, has 
more elevated notions — he’s 
more elitist than Lennon. 

He’s encouraged in this hoity- 
toityness by infatuated German 
photographer Astrid Kirchherr 
(Sheryl Lee, who combines ma- 
tronliness with Klimt-like allure). 
She restyles his hair from greasy 
duckbill to the famous moptop, 
introduces him to the poetry of 
Rimbaud, and takes him to cos- 
tume parties where effete Teu- 
tons with walking sticks admire 
his beauty. Lennon is enraged, 
the rest of the band are annoyed, 
and just as they are about to cut 
their first single Sutcliffe drops 
out and returns to art school in 
Hamburg. 

Long before this contretemps 
the audience is sharing McCart- 
ney’s bewilderment as to Sut- 
cliffe’s appeal. As played by 
Dorff, he’s no Rimbaud but a 
callow twirp with an attitude. It’s 
especially annoying when Sut- 
cliffe walks in on the band while 
they’re in the the throes of 
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putting together one of their tunes and they 
stop. Softley tries to make his case for Sut- 
cliffe by intercutting his violent bouts with 
the canvas with the band’s equally frenzied 
renditions of “Long Tall Sally.” The direc- 
tor also plays up Sutcliffe’s obsession with 
the color red — beginning with the scene 
in which he and Lennon are stomped by a 
gang of Liverpool yahoos, leaving Sutcliffe 
with the head injury that would eventually 
cause his death. 

It’s not as moving as it should be. What 
is moving is Lennon’s response; flush with

burgeoning success, sporting the haircut 
that would be immortalized on the album 
cover of Meet the Beatles, he collapses into 
Astrid’s arms on learning of the death of 
the only person he ever loved. Later, he 
dedicates a few bars of “Love Me Tender.” 
the only song the band would let Stu sing, 
to “friends who are absent.” Then, merci- 
lessly, the Beatles break into “Twist and 
Shout” and the film really rocks. It’s a 
wrenching tribute — not to Sutcliffe but 
to Lennon, to whom Backbeat should have 
been dedicated all along. Q 
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GERMINAL 


French filmmakers are never more at a loss 
than when they try to make Hollywood 
movies. Big budgets, big stars, and high 
concept are bad enough when they’re done 
well. When done with the earnest inepti- 
tude of Claude Berri, they become embar- 
rassing. Berri’s adaptation of Germinal, 
Emile Zola’s epic novel of social justice, is 
as bloated, shapeless, and unlovely as the 
nude body of his star, Gérard Depardieu. 
Depardieu plays Maheu, a beleaguered 
miner in economically distressed 19th-cen- 
tury France. He’s got seven kids and a dot- 
ty father, and the mining company is 
threatening to reduce wages. Enter unem- 
ployed mechanic Etienne Lantier (Renaud), 
a weasly young man with a dimly awaken- 
ing social consciousness. Maheu kindly 





| finds him a job and lodgings; in return 


Lantier fecklessly organizes a disastrous 
strike. 

The beauty of Zola’s novel is its compre- 
hensiveness and exacting detail; he cap- 
tures every level of the conflict, discloses 
the motivations of all the participants with 
compassionate irony, and re-creates the re- 
ality with simmering, redolent concrete- 
ness. Berri takes this quintessentially cine- 
matic material and transforms it into a 
pompous homily of overacting and inertia. 
After two hours of wearying exposition, the 





film collapses into a series of bathetic con- 
vulsions featuring Maheu’s wife (Miou- 
Miou) sobbing hysterically with a baby 
pressed to her breast. If Berri weren’t so 
humorless, this could pass for self-parody. 
Although it ends tragically, Zola’s Germinal 
surges with optimism for the future. Berri’s 
version does not bode well for the future of 
French cinema. At the Nickelodeon and the 
West Newton.

united with Fletch director Michael Ritchie, 
is a suburban dad obsessed with TV cop 
shows, and his dreams come true when the 
police, led by Jack Palance, move into his 
home to stake out his neighbor. But the pos- 
sibilities are squandered, and Cops & Rob- 
bersons continues the downward spiral of 
Chase’s career. It’s as funny as his talk show. 

One problem is that in order for the story 
and the jokes to work, the characters all have 
to be incredibly stupid — and so does the 
audience. It’s tough to suspend disbelief 
when the cops move into Chase’s son’s room 
and don’t bother to move the boy out, or 
when Chase himself goes undercover using

Actions speak louder than words in Surviving | 
the Game. In fact, people get bumped off | 


roughly in the order of how talkative they are 
in this latest, slightly macabre reworking of 
1932’s The Most Dangerous Game. Updated 
with lots of Hollywood flash — bigger guns, 
better ammo, and a couple of nifty, combat- 
modified dirt bikes — and a little homeless-

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Getting to know Trinity Rep’s new artistic director

skar Eustis was born in a 

trunk — Tyrone Guth- 

rie’s trunk, to be exact, 

from which he was re- 

packed into Jerzy Gro- 

| towski’s suitcase and Julian Beck’s duffel. 

A child actor who grew up literally next 

| door to Minneapolis’s Guthrie Theatre and 

| ran away at 15 with the Grotowski-influ- 

| enced Iowa Theatre Lab, the new artistic 

| director of Providence’s Trinity Rep had 

spearheaded two theater companies before 

| he was 20. He had been a squatter at New 

| York’s Performance Garage, worked with 

| Robert Wilson and Richard Foreman, ap- 

| peared in one of the earliest all-about-me 

| efforts of Spalding Gray, and been export- 

| ed to Zurich, whence he returned to head 

| San Francisco’s Eureka Theatre. Now, at 

| 35, with three artistic directorships under 

| his belt (and an associate one, at Los Ange- 

| les’s Mark Taper Forum), the guy sports a 

| résumé that belies his years. He ought to 
be older than Adrian Hall. 

The expansive Eustis has also, to hear 
him tell it, been born again into several 
separate and distinct theatrical belief sys- 
tems. The first religious (or as he, no 
slouch with words, puts it, “paradigmat- 
ic”) experience came when he was 15. “I 
hitchhiked to Ann Arbor, with almost no 
money, and the Living Theatre was doing 
The Seven Marks of Cain. It was this site- 
specific piece that moved around to differ- 
ent locations within Ann Arbor, and at one 
of them, in front of a bank, they burned 
money. As a symbol of my dedication, I 
took out $50 and burned it with tears 
streaming down my cheeks.” (One hopes 
he hasn’t told that story to Trinity Rep’s fi- 
nance committee.) 

Too young to drive, but the die was 

| cast. “Like many people who were touched 
by Julian and Judith [Beck and Malina, 
Mom and Pop to the Living Theatre], the 
| example they set of a theater that was in- 


separable from a commitment to politics, 
and a whole way of life, was just seared 
into me, and I bought it lock, stock, and 
barrel. Life was to prove considerably 
more complicated than that in the next 20 
years, but I know it’s still absolutely what I 
think. And it’s absolutely the roots of why 
I’m attracted to this theater.” 

But we digress. Eustis, smoldering lucre 
in hand, headed for New York, where 
“that SoHo avant-garde became the nest 
from which I sprung, the incubator.” It 
was there, incidentally, that he met Anne 
Bogart, who during her brief tenure as 
successor to Trinity Rep founder and 
longtime artistic director Adrian Hall 
brought Eustis to Providence. His 
Kennedy-administration-set Julius Caesar 
was one of the high points of that contro- 
versial 1989-’90 season; certainly it estab- 
lished that Eustis had more in common 
with the invigorating Hall than with the 
more aesthetic Bogart. 

First, however, the director had pilgrim- 
ages on which to embark, in pursuit of his 
ultimate calling. In New York in the late 
70s, Eustis teamed up with the Swiss Ste- 
fan Mueller to form the Red Wing Theatre 
Company, which led to the two young 
men’s being invited to head the Laboratory 
Theatre Schauspielhaus in Zurich. 

“It was an incredibly formative experi- 
ence in one negative way and one posi- 
tive,” recalls Eustis. “The negative was 
that in two years I don’t think I did any se- 
rious work that was worth a damn. What 
became apparent to me slowly was that, 
though we were being rewarded critically 
and I was being paid beyond the dreams of 
avarice (suffice it to say that my salary as a 
19-year-old in 1978 was considerably 
higher than my salary running Trinity 
Rep), what they were doing was buying 
me like a foreign zoo. 

“There is an art-ghetto exoticism that a 
certain faded European aristocracy enjoys, 
and I was filling that niche on a somewhat 
low level; Robert Wilson fills it on a much 
higher one. But it was an unbelievably un- 


satisfactory niche to fill because it had ab- 
solutely nothing to do with what I thought 
theater was really about, which is commu- 
nicating with an audience. It was more 
aesthetic, more alienated, more commodi- 
fied, more mystified, more about the artist 
as unapproachable seer before whom peo- 
ple are supposed to be stunned and 
amazed — which will hopefully seep some 
meaning into destroyed aristocratic lives. 

“The positive part was that my mind 
was absolutely blown by the theater I was 
seeing” — the innovative yet literary the- 
ater of Peter Stein, Klaus Peymann, and 
the Berliner Ensemble. “When I came 
back to this country, I came back with that 
planted. But what I had also decided was 
that I was an avant-garde elitist bohemian 
nothing and that I had to change my life.” 

What Eustis describes as a “crisis of 
spirit” took the form of a move to San 
Francisco, where, in almost prescient 
slacker manner, “I sat in bed eating fig 
newtons and drinking Budweiser and 
watching reruns of The Rockford Files for 
about a month while I contemplated the 
wreckage of my rather young life.” When 
he got up, his Midwestern-liberal-demo- 
cratic upbringing somehow reconciled 
with his playwright-bashing SoHo roots 
and the remarkable renovations he’d seen 
the German avant-gardists perform on 
great dead bards, Eustis walked into the 
Eureka Theatre Company and talked his 
way into a job as a dramaturg. 

This was the beginning of the Oskar 
Eustis who comes to Trinity Rep with cre- 
dentials like smoking six-guns in the area 
of “play development” — which has been 
his turf at the Mark Taper Forum. He 
stayed at the Eureka for nine years, during 
which his most famous act was the com- 
missioning and nurturing of Angels in 
America, which — for those of you who 
have been lost at sea for the past few years 
— is Tony Kushner’s Tony and Olivier 
Award-winning “gay fantasia on national 
themes,” currently unfolding at Broad- 
way’s Walter Kerr Theatre. Eustis directed

the Los Angeles Drama Critics Circle 
Award-winning production that got it 


‘there but, having parted visions with 
~ Kushner, was replaced for the Broadway 


production by George C. Wolfe. 

That disappointment aside, he had, by 
his own admission, “an incredibly cushy 
situation at the Taper. After doing Angels, 
I had a get-out-of-jail-free pass for the rest 
of my life. It was tremendous freedom 
from the responsibilities of fundraising 
and a city I had grown to love” (in part by 
serving as dramaturg on Anna Deavere 
Smith’s new piece Twilight: Los Angeles, 
1992). At first, he says, he didn’t return 
Trinity Rep’s phone calls. “But I realized 
that if I really was saying no to Trinity, it 
meant I was not interested in running a 
theater in this country.” 

If Eustis has come to save the financially 
beleaguered but increasingly stable Trinity 
Rep, he’s dressed for the part at this inter- 
view, in an all-white ensemble that seems 
an odd choice for the bearded, burly guy 
with the Neiman-Marcus gift of gab. One 
might think it symbolized “clean slate,” ex- 
cept that Eustis is fervent about plugging 
into the 30-year-old Trinity Rep’s venera- 
ble history. 

“The kind of theater that this started out 
being — which has always felt like an ex- 
perimental but populist and audience-lov- 
ing theater that was equally devoted to 
telling stories its audience wanted to hear 
and to the freedom of the artist to figure 
out the most exciting way to tell them — 
is the model for an American theater. 
Right from the beginning, Adrian was too 
nuts and too much of an individual to try 
to imitate a European theater. And the 
whole American regional-theater move- 
ment, to a certain extent, is an imitation of 
the English and continental systems. But 
this place, more than any other, never was 
an Anglophilic place. There’s a blue-collar 
feel about it, rough, woody, sweaty — like 
a Eugene Lee set. And all that has come 
together to make this, I would claim, the 
most American theater in America and tra- 
ditionally the most exciting.” 

But how does Eustis, who has spent the 
last 13 years purveying art to two of the 
most cosmopolitan cities on the West 
Coast, intend to avoid the audience-alien- 
ating pitfalls that turned into potholes for 
his friend Bogart (who is currently staging 
Paula Vogel’s Hot ’n’ Throbbing for the 
American Repertory Theatre in Cam- 
bridge)? “I don’t think I’m as good a per- 
son as Anne, but I have spent 20 years 
working in regional-theater institutions 
and she hadn’t. It will be harder for me to 
get fooled about what’s going on.” He 
adds, disarmingly, “Another thing I’ve got 
going for me is that, like Adrian, I have 
more lowbrow taste than Anne does.” 

About the specific directions in which 
that unelevated brow is pointing, Eustis — | 
who has promised to announce his first | 
season in June but won’t put both feet 
firmly on board until November, after ful- 
filling a previous commitment to direct 
Eduardo Machado’s Floating Islands at 
the Taper — is cagy. “Let’s just say I’m 
going to try to be smart about it.” But he 
makes no bones about his commitment to 
“steadily and securely” expanding Trinity’s 
sphere of influence and to developing new 
plays, including some he already has a Ta- 
per-labeled hand in. “That’s what enter- 
tainment lawyers are for,” he quips. 

It’s no secret that he would like to do 
Angels in America at Trinity, and certainly 
Kushner owes him. That seems an unlikely 
prospect for the 94-95 season, however, 
as a Providence production might be seen 
to pre-empt the slated 95 Boston stop by 
the Broadway national tour. There has 
been a rumor that he may try to resusci- 
tate David Henry (M. Butterfly) Hwang’s 
disastrous Face Value, which laid an egg | 
in Boston and closed before it opened on 
Broadway. But that scuttlebutt’s pooh- | 
poohed by Trinity Rep. Other playwrights | 
who have appeared on the director/dra- | 
maturg’s dance card include Emily Mann | 
and Suzan-Lori Parks, as well as the | 
Cuban-American Machado, Chicano writ- 
er Lisa Loomer, and Marlena Meyer, | 
who’s part Samoan. 

No doubt the new honcho is receiving | 
advice from all quarters, but he’s canny | 
enough to go to the source. Asked whether | 
he stays in contact with Trinity Big Daddy | 
Hall, he replies, “Uh huh.” So, what’s Hall | 
think? “He’s given me his blessing. When | 
I talked to him on Easter, we talked for an | 
hour and a half. And he said, ‘Well, this | 
was just the nicest Easter present.’ I said, | 
‘Thank you, Adrian.’ And he said, ‘Oh 
yeah, better than a hard-boiled egg.’ So 
I’m sure he thinks I’m better than a hard- 
boiled egg to run the theater.” After all, 
they don’t hatch. QO

Richard Jenkins’s 
swan song, the prop rooms of Trinity Rep 
seem to have been disgorged in the inter- 
est of of a giant clearance fest. This de- 
spite the fact that Jenkins, during his con- 
solidating four-year tenure, probably kept 
the venerable theater company from going 
out of business. He also proved himself a 
gifted director, capable of jumping classics 
at a single bound. And this sportive stag- 
ing of The Miser, so freewheeling that its 
rubber barely hits the road, takes that one 
step further, sometimes jumping audience 
members at a single bound. 

The show’s human hurdles are those 
spectators closest to — and in some cases 
smack in the middle of — the action, 
which expands the pathologically cheap 
Harpagon’s dusty parlor about halfway up 
the bleachers, arraying them cozily with 
couches, newspaper-strewn end tables, 
and lamps that the audience must switch 
on and off. Overhead dances every chan- 
delier that the brilliant pack rat of a set de- 
signer Eugene Lee has managed to squir- 
rel away in the theater’s 30-year history. 
Actually, with its hodgepodge tapestries 
and rectangular shape, the playing area’s 
like a bargain-basement re-creation of the 
theater in the palace of the Duke of Bour- 
bon, where Moliére’s company first per- 
formed. Except that Jenkins’s troupe has 
no intention of retreating behind what was

then the newfangled proscenium arch, and 
dramaturg Tori Haring-Smith has provid- 
ed a modern, almost vaudevillean transla- 
tion that might send the Duke of Bourbon 
for a shot of his namesake. 

But then, The Miser is written in prose, 
couplets being perhaps too rich for 
Harpagon’s blood; and no elegantly 
rhymed Richard Wilbur translation exists. 
So loosen up! Here we get financially 
reined-in son Cléante (Dan Welch) calling 
“Dad” a “greedy bastard” while nuptially 
coerced daughter Elise (Phyllis Kay) 
moans that when Mom died, “Everything 
just fell apart.” Haring-Smith even inter- 
polates some Music Hall jokes: La Fléche 
(Cléante’s servant, here metamorphosed 
into a large woman with coiffure like a 
towering aspic) tells the matchmaker Fro- 
sine that when Harpagon’s wife died 
someone said she had a heart of gold — 
so he had it removed before burying her. 

Of course, old Harpagon, more buffoon 
than bastard in fat-suited Timothy Crowe’s 
crafty performance, is endowed by Moliére 
with more than just a lust for lucre. He’s 
also angling to marry into the cradle. (The 
most spectacular thing about Andrei Ser- 
ban’s more sinister staging at the American 
Repertory Theatre was the way in which 
Alvin Epstein’s Harpagon muddied the line 
between parsimony and lechery, at one 
point humping his cashbox.) The mecha- 
nism that triggers the action is the old skin- 
flint’s plan to marry himself to the sweet 
young thing of whom, unknown to him, his 
own son is enamored. At the same time he 
means to saddle his daughter, who is se- 
cretly betrothed to the servant Valére, with 
an elderly moneybags. , 

The Trinity production is dazzlingly 
rambunctious farce, devoid of ugly under- 
tones either sexual or societal. Interactive 
with the audience to an extent that in less 
capable hands would result in chaos, the 
show’s like a shotgun wedding between 
Moliére, already married to commedia 
dell’arte, and the Flying Karamazov Broth- 
ers, with sneaker-clad Ed Shea’s Valére the 
most frequently airborne sibling. Toward 
the end, when a misunderstanding has led 
Harpagon to think Valére’s plundered his 
beloved cashbox rather than merely his

une never makes an appear- 
ance, in white or any other 
shade, in Barbara Blumenthal’s 
new 90-minute comedy June 
in White. But the playwright, 
having clad the bridesmaids among June’s 
new in-laws in hideous pink organdy, goes 
after family relationships with a hue and cry. 
June in White takes place in a tacky VFW 
hall somewhere in Montana, where the fam- 
ily of groom Jack has gathered before the 
ceremony, the better to display their ill-fit- 
| ting costumes. Not to mention their ill- 
| seeming feelings, this being the first reunion 
of Jack, Deb, and Pam, plus parents, since 
the day, six months before, when Mom ran 


off with a person named Gloria, leaving Dad 
an explanation in a xeroxed note. 

If that sounds like a set-up for the kind of 
idiosyncratic comedy that won Blumenthal 
the 1989 Clauder Competition (with Boy Girl 
Boy Girl), it’s because there’s a great deal of 
potential in the premise. Disaster looms when 
Deb’s dress splits as she and Jack play tug- 
of-war with it. But what’s more compelling is 
Deb’s statement about her emotional where- 
abouts: “I’m not here, wherever here is.” Also 
interested in disappearing is sister Pam, 
whose date has vomited on her dress, a simi- 
larly horrid pink creation that substitutes for 
the unremarkable beige dress she’d wanted to 
wear, one that would make people say, 
“Where’s Pam? Haven’t seen her.” 

What takes each sibling’s mind off ap- 
parel and corporeality alike is the smell that 
permeates the VFW hall, which Deb sug- 
gests might be a dead squirrel that’s been 
doused with Lysol. To the alert playgoer, 
however, the smell and the dead squirrel 
from which it emanates suggest a symbol 
that’s going to ferret its way to the surface 
of the play as the embodiment of family de- 
cay. There’s nothing wrong with that per 
se; what’s disappointing is that Blumenthal 
has set her trap for a prey that she doesn’t 
nail in any distinguishing fashion. From its 
promising design, June in White unravels

The key to the success of such an inven- 
tive and raucous outing is the ability of the 
company to bring it off without seeming 
reckless or vulgar. Here even Harpagon’s 
diving under La Fléche’s skirt to inspect 
her nether regions for stolen property 
seems innocent — what with Janice Duc- 
los’s frowzy La Fléche taking the prepos- 
terous search in stride, even handing down 
a flashlight and remarking to the audience, 
“You know, a guy like this deserves what 
he gets.” In this production, you can bet it 
won't be poetic justice. 

The performances, though edging closer 


into a generic family sit-com that’s neither 
particularly funny nor insightful. 

Not that there aren’t valiant attempts to 
capture a family in disarray. Deb, in partic- 
ular, is a character you can like, with her 
story about the small-town custom requir- 
ing a family to cart the corpse of a loved 
one around in the back of the car, the bet- 
ter to collect funeral funds.

ART throbs 


Paula Vogel investigates porn and violence

ot ’n’ Throbbing should 

generate some hot, if not 

throbbing, debate. This 

incendiary, if muddled, 

new work by Paula Vogel 
— Brown playwriting professor and au- 
thor of the Obie Award—winning The Bal- 
timore Waltz — starts out a skin flick and 
ends up a snuff play. And if Jesse Helms 
ever discovers that Vogel wrote it on an 
NEA fellowship, she may get snuffed. 

The play, which in Anne Bogart’s pro- 
duction is a red-lit juggernaut, is disturb- 
| ing on several levels. On the plus side, it 
| makes a powerful and visceral connection 
| between the pervasiveness of pornography 

in our society and lurid, hands-on domes- 
| tic violence. It also seems — and this is 
| where I either misunderstand Vogel or dis- 
| agree with her — to insinuate that all het- 
| ero sex is both control-triggered and 
| vaguely incestuous. Then there’s the mat- 
| ter of James Joyce’s Ulysses getting 
| lumped in with standard Combat Zone 

stuff — didn’t we duke this one out a cou- 
| ple of generations ago? 

Hot ’n’ Throbbing presents two interlaid 
worlds, one a shoddy universe of X-rated 
cinema and and peep shows, the other the 
real — mundane but dangerous — life of 
a woman who writes female-oriented porn 
for a living. But does she do so, as she 
maintains early on, to “put food on the 
table and Reeboks on the feet” of her two 
surly teenage kids? Or is she seriously be- 
hind “Gyno Productions,” whose output 
would seem to differ from the mass of 

| male-oriented pornography primarily in 
| that it puts women in charge of the sado- 
masochistic situation? (“She was hot. She 
was throbbing. But she was in control. 
| Control of her body. Control of her 
| thoughts. Control of . . . him.”) 

More important, does Charlene’s odd 
| career choice really have much to do with 
| her fate? Is pornography the issue here, or 
| does “obscenity,” as the play’s frontispiece 
| puts it, “begin at home”? Whatever Vo- 


gel’s take on Catharine MacKinnon versus 
the First Amendment, Charlene’s immer- 
sion in “female erotica” does seem to af- 
fect her offspring, Lolita-esque Leslie Ann 
and off-jacking Calvin (both of whom fea- 
ture prominently in Mom’s imagined sex 
scenarios!). And it’s a clear trigger for al- 
coholic and abusive ex-husband Clyde, 
whom the reversal of sexual power seems 
to drive over an already jagged edge. 

Of course, Clyde has his problems. Vo- 
gel’s theater piece gives us, on one side of 
Charlene’s cramped living room, a female 
alter ego in a glass booth; she is both the 
sealed-off cutie to whose writhings men can 
masturbate for quarters and the “voice” of 
Charlene’s on-deadline erotica. On the oth- 
er side of the stage is another glass booth, 
in which a male presence holds forth, read- 
ing, between snatches of Ulysses and Henry 
Miller, from a Krafft-Ebing case history 
that, in the end, bleeds into Clyde’s — it’s 
the clinical tale of a man, Mr. C., whose 
“hysteria virilis” revs itself into ‘ ‘paraesthe- 
sia sexualis,” as a result of which only vio-

leinnd gets him off. Personally, 1 was wor- 
ried about Clyde from the moment he ap- 
peared entranced by his own blood, despite 
the unromantic nature of its shedding. 

What happens is that Charlene is home 
alone, her kids having gone out into that 
big, bad pornographic world that Mom in- 
sists is not the problem. She has just got- 
ten a restraining order against Clyde, who 
during (and apparently after) their mar- 
riage had a habit of beating the shit out of 
her. He turns up, invading the hot ’n’ 
throbbing scenario she’s cranking out, 
cutting the phone lines, yanking the plug 
from her computer, taunting her, mooning 
her — until, finally, she shoots him in the 
rear end (which, given what an asshole he 
is, seems close to bull’s-eye). 

There are people, I know, who will find 
it preposterous that Charlene then pro- 
ceeds to make Clyde coffee and listen to 
his sad ravings about being unemployed 
and without the battered object of his ob- 
session. But in my view, one of the things 
Hot ’n’ Throbbing does best is to capture, 
first, the black-comic element of this rela- 
tionship @nd, second, the way in which 
Charlene’s hatred of Clyde is all tangled 
up in history and tenderness. (From the 
point of view of craft, I am more troubled 
by the fact that Vogel gives us a teenage 
son who is fiercely aware of dad’s violent 
history and a daddy’s-little-sexpot who ap- 
parently has no idea.) 

In the ART New Stages production, Di- 


ane D’Aquila and Jack Willis are Charlene 
and Clyde — called Woman and Man in 
the program, presumably to imply some 
sort of universality in their doomed rela- 
tionship; the kids are called Boy and Girl 
and, in Mom’s smoky imaginings, take in- 
terchangeably thrusting roles in an almost 
balletically detached blue movie of the 
mind. D’Aquila, with her plain-Jane de- 
meanor but whiskey, voice, is convincing as 
both working mom and fetish; and she 
brings a frank, refreshing humor to Char- 
lene. (“I don’t want to kill you,” she tells 
Clyde, bursting out laughing. “By acci- 
dent.”) She also brings a deep, lived-in 
compassion to her dealings with the 
Spouse from Hell. 

As for Willis, he’s boorish, menacing, 
unsavory, and pathetic — a lumpen Jack 
Nicholson as Little Boy Lost. More fright- 
ening than his bullying is the way in which, 
without irony, he tells the humiliating truth 
of the Friday night that has brought him to 
pounding on Charlene’s door: jobless, he 
couldn’t afford — or, he feared, perform 
with — a whore. Most frightening of all is 
that Charlene, and we, feel sorry for him. 
Until the porno movie in her head turns, 
tragically, into the one in his. 

Bogart’s staging is masterful in the away 
that it combines the play’s stylized Combat 
Zone gyrations with its human drama, so 
that the production powers past the play’s 
problems. Christine Jones’s set, with its red 
lights and lurid mylar mirrors, is ugly but 
workable, and Christopher Walker’s sound 
design provides an underlayer of agitation. 
The performances are all quite serviceable, 
with Alexandra Loria sneering and then fran- 
tic as Charlene’s alter ego; Royal Miller alter- 
nately heavy-breathing and German-scholar- 
ly as the Voice; Amy Louise Lammert 
provocative but Valley-vulnerable as the teen 
queen; and Randall Jaynes geeky but incipi- 
ently violent as the screwed-up son. 

But Hot ’n’ Throbbing is a play that, try- 
ing to do too much in 85 minutes, muddies 
its already deep, hot water. Some of it is ei- 
ther perverse or preposterous — as when 
Clyde confides in Calvin, “When your 
mother kisses a man, it’s like your heart 
gets squeezed. Too bad she’s your mother 
and you’ll never know.” And I have a lot of 
trouble with the implication that hetero sex, 
in real or reel life, is invariably a sado- 
masochistic power trip about which the 
only variable is who’s driving (and whether 
the end will be vehicular homicide). There’s 
no question that Hot ’n’ Throbbing, with its 
sensational trappings and its Greek-tragic 
sense of gruesome inevitability, pushes but- 
tons. But Vogel has to be more specific 
about which ones, rather than just leaning 
on the console. Q

Rogers Follies is the 

quintessential tired busi- 
nessman’s show — T&A as R&R. And 
there are plenty of fillies on the hoof, the 
dancers garbed in skimpy outfits mixing 
and mismatching stuff from Victoria’s Se- 
cret and Bronco Bob’s Cowboy Outlet. 
But bare butts (feminists take note — 
only the women flash tush) and wobbling 
cleavages aside, the show’s as comatose as 
its potential customers. Crass, cynical, 
and sickeningly sentimental, the Tommy | 
Tune—directed extravaganza, which won 
six (!) Tony Awards, is devastating proof 
that Broadway has declined into geriatric 
wet dreams, MTV fantasies for the 60-to- 
dead demographic. The Will Rogers Fol- 
lies is so inane that reviewing it is like try- 
ing to lasso a gnat. 

Supposedly, the musical chronicles 
Rogers’s life in the format of a show-biz 
revue, with the cowboy icon recalling mo- 
ments of his gallop to glory while produc- 
er Flo Ziegfeld, eager to add his trade- 
mark glitz, provides big production num- 
bers. But Ziegfeld’s follies let great per- 
formers like Fanny Brice, W.C. Fields, 
and Eddie Cantor do their stuff; this one 
revolves around a book as wooden as 
George Washington’s teeth. We get 


| Rogers’s rocky relationship with his can- | 
| tankerous pappy (they reconcile in the | 


second act), his loving marriage with sub- 
servient wife and happy children, and his 
final teary walk into a swirling cone of 
smoke leading to Heaven. And there’s 
precious little performing talent on stage; 
as Rogers, Mac Davis “aw shucks”-es the 
audience to death. 

After years of heads-up political satire, 
Rogers’s comic approach has dated badly; 
his anti-government, pro-common-man 
persona comes across as just another 
merchandising image for the gullible. (If 
fascism comes to America, someone once | 
said, it will be in the form of a folksy pop- 
ulist rather than a Mussolini typv.) And 
The Will Rogers Follies is downright hypo- 
critical when it comes to family values. On 
the one hand, Rogers and his wife swear 
eternal love; on the other, Vargas girls | 
drool over Rogers with “signed, sealed, 
and delivered” looks. It’s the American | 
male’s fantasy of popularity, riches, docile | 
wife, and an endless supply of available | 
women. Then there’s Rogers’s presenta- 


| tion of mountains of jewels (hung on half- 


| dressed women) to his wife, which is fol- 
| lowed by his delivering a Depression-era 
speech to the poor.

The show offers little for brain or ear — 
Cy Coleman’s score goes in one ear and | 
out the other. That leaves the dancing. 
Rogers may never have met a man he 
didn’t like, but his Follies doesn’t have 


| much affection for women. The gals are 


herded about the stage like calves for the 
slaughter: they’re dressed up as bulls, they 
do an S&M-on-the-range number with 
Jassos, and they traipse around in their 
undies. The role in which Marla Maples 
appeared on Broadway — a caricature of 
a bimbo — descends from sexist to sense- 
less. You don’t have to be a feminist to be 
disgusted by The Will Rogers Follies — the 
show sets heterosexuality back about a

lounge singer, a grouchy step- 

dad, a beleaguered cop, a fu- 

turistic rebel, a homicidal 
hood, a renegade marine, and an exasperat- 
ed burglar — all within the past year. In his 
current film, The Ref, he holds his own op- 
posite stage and screen veterans Judy 
Davis, Kevin Spacey, and Glynis 
Johns. The movie offered him some 
of the best reviews of his career and 
his biggest chance yet to break into 
the mainstream of Hollywood star- 
dom. Yet Worcester-born Denis 
Leary still can’t shake his image as 
the blue-collar, rabid-ranting, 
chain-smoking, comic-editorializ- 
ing, lusting-after-Cindy-Craw- 
ford MTV Guy. 

The Ref finds Leary playing 
Gus, a burglar who holds a 
squabbling couple (Davis and 
Spacey) hostage on Christmas 
Eve until the intensity of their 
bickering forces him into the 
middle as their referee. A 
darkly comic, surprisingly 
sophisticated movie, with 
Leary playing straight man, 
it’s not what a lot of critics 
who know Leary only from 
his infamous MTV spots 
would have expected. 

Yet he insists that Gus is 
not an attempt to get away 
from the “MTV Guy” im- 
age. “It’s only what it is. 
It does bother me be- 
cause people want to 
limit and pigeonhole 
you. You’re a comic, 
you’re the MTV Guy. 

“Well, I was on stage 
for the first time when 
I was 13 years old. I 
was an out-of-work 
actor for a hell of a lot 
longer than I was 
ever a comic. So it 
bothers me that a 
few critics have 
written this movie 
off for the wrong 
reasons. Hopefully 
in two or three 
years’ time the 
‘MTV Guy’ will 
no longer exist. It 
won't be involved 


another movie.” 

Still, in real life, 
the 35-year-old Leary doesn’t seem to 
differ much from the persona he created 
in those MTV spots and in his acclaimed 
one-man Off Broadway show, No Cure for 
Cancer. He dresses in black, chain- 
smokes, scoffs at political correctness, 
and unleashes his words in torrents — in 
a voice whose edge comes from years of 
smoking life as if it were two packs a day. 
| He studied and taught acting and writing 
at Emerson but discovered that he could 
get the performer’s high every night at 
Boston’s comedy clubs, opening for the 
likes of Tony V. and Lenny Clarke. After 
years of working odd jobs (operating a 
hotel switchboard, pouring sulfuric acid at 
a mixing plant) and honing his apocalyp- 
tic comedy on audiences more accus- 
tomed to jokes about parking tickets and 
gay-bashing, he moved to New York and 
eventually got an offer to perform for the 
BBC in 1990. 

In London, his wife, writer Ann Lem- 


















































beck, gave birth to their son, Jack, whose 
premature arrival necessitated an extend- 
ed hospital stay. With his mind and his 
time focused, Leary finally penned the 
one-man show he’d always dreamed of, a 
portrait of the artist, 4 la Spalding Gray, 
as a hypermasculine rock-and-roll outlaw, 
a la Eric Bogosian. The resulting No Cure 
was a hit at the prestigious Edinburgh In- 
ternational Arts Festival and a year later in 
New York, where MTV discovered him. 

“Two words” and “I think you 
hear me knock- 


ing, and I 
think I’m coming in” became 
minor catchphrases. 

Tiny film roles followed; Leary continued 
his workaholic pace, appearing in any dreck 
at all: National Lampoon’s Loaded Weapon 
1, Who’s The Man?, Demolition Man, and 
the recently released Gunmen. He also took 
somewhat larger roles in The Sandlot and 
Judgment Night. “1 did the first couple of 
films I did because I needed the work. No- 
body knew who I was. Gunmen was the 
first movie I ever did, four years ago. They 
couldn’t release it, quite frankly. They re- 
leased it now for obvious reasons. 

“As I made the films, the MTV spots 
happened, and I became known, and the 
other work came up, like this script and 
The Sandlot. Then you have to take the 
work because it’s quality work and you 
want it. Now, I’m looking forward to tak- 
ing a vacation.” 
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The Ref, Leary’s first starring role, 
prompted all the image-related specula- 
tion, which he perceives as an irrelevant 
distraction to the work of shooting movies. 
“You have to deal with people saying, ‘It’s 
the MTV Smoking Guy. Is he going to be 
a movie star?’ I don’t think of it that way. 
You do the best job you can, and you walk 
away. Ten years from now, if this movie’s 
playing on HBO or Showtime, nobody’s 
going to think, ‘It was the MTV Smoking 
Guy.’ They‘re going to think, ‘Do I want 
to watch this thing for the next hour and a 
half?’ 

“This is a new business for me. My at- 
tention is still focused on learning the pro- 
cess and making sure I’m doing the things 
I need to do in the context of the work, 
not trying to get around the image. That’s 
somebody else’s problem.” 

If Leary had intended to change his im- 
age, Gus would not have been the role to 
do it. After all, Gus chain-smokes, rants 
profanely, and speaks as a lumpen, reac- 
tionary voice of reason that exposes the 
touchy-feely hypocrisies of his bourgeois 
captive audience. “I have to think, “What 
does the character do?’ Not, “What does 
the MTV Guy do?’ I can’t smoke in this 
movie because it’s wrong for my image? 
Well, it’s in the script that the guy smokes. 
You have to smoke. The easy thing would 
have been to make a movie called Two 
Words or I Think You Hear Me Knocking, 
and be smoking and ranting and raving for 
an hour and a half, and make the money, 
and go home. I didn’t do that.” 

The Ref’s studio, Touchstone, also was 
banking on Leary’s MTV image to sell the 
film to young audiences 


— a mistake that, 

despite a later change in the ad cam- 
paign, hurt the film at the box office, 
where it has barely earned back its $10 
million production costs in five weeks. To 
which Leary responds, “Well, you know 
what? It’s bullshit. That was never my ex- 
pectation, or [director] Ted Demme’s, or 
anybody else in the cast. That’s Hollywood 
hype. The movie should be looked at as a 
small, $10 million movie. 

Apparently, Touchstone thought it 
could duplicate the surprise windfall of 
the Warner Bros. hit Ace Ventura, Pet De- 
tective, which featured another breakout 
TV comedian with demonstrated youth 
appeal, Jim Carrey. Counters Leary, 
“With all due respect to Jim Carrey, it’s a 
completely different movie. For people in 
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this business to expect this movie to do 
that kind of business is stupid and igno- 
rant. That movie was designed to get an 
audience from age six up. This movie, if 
you’re 14, you probably don’t get it. 
Touchstone thought they had the MTV 
audience. It was a mistake, which they’ve 
admitted now, but it’s a shame that they 
started out thinking, ‘Hey, we’ve got Jim 
Carrey, Part II.’” 

Leary’s righteous anger, at least in his 
performances, draws on the sort of class 
resentments endemic to a working-class 
upbringing in Worcester. “It comes from 
the heart,” he says of his politics. “I have 
to describe myself as a Kennedy Democrat 
because that’s where I’m from. That en- 
compasses the world view, the idea that, 
yeah, we might be in the wrong place at 
the wrong time sometimes, but at least 
we're there. Not to be a bully about it, but 
there’s a certain joy in knowing that you 
can fly wherever the problems are. Even 
though we’re paying for it with our tax- 
payers’ money, even with Bill Clinton, we 
still have the biggest planes.” 

The young Leary was fitfully aware of 
the differences between the haves and 
have-nots. “I grew up downtown. It was 
the kind of place where on a Sunday your 
parents would drive out to the suburbs and 
go, ‘Look at that house! Look at that 
house!’ In your head, you’d be going, 
‘Jeez, these are nice houses! Why don’t we 
live in one of these houses?’ In retrospect, 
I don’t think I was hyper-aware of it, but I 
was probably aware of it.” 

His family endured frictions, though not 
like the middle-class angst of The Ref. 
“There were arguments all the time, but 
not the same as in this movie because it 
was more working class. It was only 
four kids and my 

parents, but 

we had a lot 
of cousins.” 
Did he know 
he was funny 
as a kid? “I 
thought so. I’m 
not sure they 
did. I remember 


being vaguely 
aware as a teen- 
ager. But I 


wasn’t aware that 
I could get paid 
for it. You start to 
realize that you’re 
funny, and you 
start to use it, not 
to get beat up, or 
for whatever rea- 
son.” 

Today, he uses it

Johnny Cash opens 
up and lets the Sur 
shine back in

hile standing in line in 
front of a small club in 
Austin, hoping to get 
into Johnny Cash’s 
performance at last 
| month’s South by Southwest music con- 
ference, I overheard a college-age couple 
behind me mutter about not knowing 
where to go if — as seemed more and 
more likely — they were to be turned 
| away at the door. 

“Well, if you like country music,” I sug- 
gested, “Rodney Crowell and the Maver- 
| icks are doing a free show just down the 

street. They might be worth checking out.” 

“Uh, I’m not really into country,” ad- 
mitted the woman, shrugging her shoul- 
ders apologetically in her loose leather 
jacket. “I just like Johnny Cash.” 

With the possible exception of Ray 
| Charles, there’s no other living American 
entertainer for whom this kind of state- 
| ment would be so immediately under- 
| standable. Johnny Cash made his first ca- 
reer-defining hits in the mid ’50s, at one 
of the birthplaces of rock and roll, Sam 
Phillips’s Sun Studios in Memphis. The 
extraordinary confluence of country, R&B, 
| and folk music there gave rise to a brand 
| new sound, rockabilly. Although the style 
faded, as all styles will, it forever blessed 
its most talented practitioners — namely, 
| Cash, Jerry Lee Lewis, and that Elvis guy 
| — with the artistic and commercial license 

to move freely among the genres it had 
momentarily brought together. 

Except for the R&B side of the equa- 
| tion, which he has always left alone, Cash 

has made greater use of this blessing than 
any of the other original rockabilly heroes. 
His feat of selling 50 million country al- 
bums, and of charting at least two country 
hits a year for 33 consecutive years, marks 
him as a stalwart Nashvillean. But it’s 
countered by his “Man in Black” mythos, 
which marks him as a perpetual rock-and- 
roller, replete with drug-abuse problems 
and jail stints (none of which actually last- 
ed longer than one night). That in turn is 
countered by his trademark songwriting 
and performance style: a shot of pure folk 
| music that’s starker, more populist, and 
| more plain-spoken than you’d hear from 
| any Vermont-based jug band playing at a 
| Cambridge coffeehouse. Call him a 

Nashville institution, a well-respected god- 


father of all rebel-minded rockers, or a 
dearly loved inspiration for all roots-mind- 
ed folkies — this American icon is all 
those at once. 

But with his appearance in Austin, John- 
ny Cash was serving notice that, for the 
moment, he wants to shift the center of his 
stylistic territory back to where he started, 
back to the radical edge of the spectrum. 
He had begun that move the year before 
when he signed with independent-label 
owner and alternative-rock producer Rick 
Rubin. With Rubin’s guidance and bless- 
ing, Cash recorded the starkest album he 
has ever made, American Recordings, a 
collection of folk songs performed solo 
and accompanied almost exclusively by his 
acoustic guitar. (It’s due in stores this 
Tuesday, on Rubin’s American Recordings 
label). To create a context for the album, 
he decided to be the keynote speaker at 
South by Southwest, an industry confer- 
ence held in the nation’s capital of “alter- 
native country.” He also performed a gig 
at the accompanying music fest, a four- 
night extravaganza held simultaneously at 
28 small clubs throughout Austin that pro- 
vides a platform for alternative performers 
of every pop genre, from anti-folk to out- 
law country to indie rock. 

In his keynote address, Cash humbly but 
shamelessly hyped American Recordings as 
the album he’d always wanted to do since 
he’d left Sun, and he claimed producer 
Rubin as the equal of Sam Phillips. Over a 
period of many months, he said, he had 
sat down with Rubin in living rooms and 
hideaway cabins to cut one song after an- 
other, after which Rubin always came back 
with a line that he hadn’t heard since he 
had first recorded in the Sun studios: 
“What else you got?” In the process, Cash 
rediscovered “so many great songs, it’s 
given me a new lease on life, to find out 
you love the music even more than you 
ever thought. It’s the joy of doing some- 
thing the way it feels right, right here [he 
pointed to his gut] and right here [his 
heart] and right here [his head]. And it has 
nothing to do with age, grandchildren.” 

Except it does, granddad. It’s doubtful 
Cash would ever have made this CD if his 
long, fruitful, uncompromised relations 
with Nashville had continued. For most of 
his 39-year career, mainstream country 
fans have been his core audience. Yet even 
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in the late ’60s and early ’70s, when he 
was the biggest record seller in the world 
and the host of his own weekly TV variety 
show, Cash never fit any Nashville mold. 
As overproduced and hoky and sentimen- 
tal as he could be, he was also weird — a 
deadpan crackpot. By the mid ’80s, this 
was too much for Nashville, which was 
embarking on a conformist entrenchment 
with its very profitable “hat acts.” His 
string of hits was finally broken, and his 
career fell by the wayside. 

Fortunately, Cash was too wed to his 
old ways to sell out, so when Rick Rubin 
happened along with a proposition, he 
jumped at it. American Recordings focuses 
on winning over the two audiences he has 
left of his rockabilly inheritance — rebel- 
lious rock and roll and tradition-bound, 
populist folk music — in a radical gesture 
that’s as serious, as unpretentious, and as 
well-performed as any he’s ever made. 

With the 70 songs he recorded whittled 
down to a lucky 13, the album offers four 
compositions by Cash, three traditional 
folk numbers arranged by Cash, and one 
song each by established performers 
Loudon Wainwright III, Leonard Cohen, 
Kris Kristofferson, Nick Lowe, Tom 
Waits, and even metalhead Greg Danzig 
(“Thirteen”). The standout opening cut, 
“Delia’s Gone,” which Cash first recorded 
in the ’60s, sets the standard. It’s a well- 
worn chestnut from the folk repertoire 
that he has tried to make darker with the 
addition of new lyrics. He’s succeeded. 
His description of a murder and the 
haunted guilt that follows is cold-eyed and 
unadorned by any musical or vocal flour- 
ish. The melody just rolls out, like the bul- 
lets from the narrator’s “sub-mo-chine” 
(with which he riddles his lover’s side), or 
like the patter of her feet he later hears by 
his jail-cell bed. 

Many of the other songs go down the 
same harrowing but well-trod path, re- 
counting the usual dark folk subjects of 
unredeemed sinners boarding the next 
train to nowhere, of veteran soldiers still 
stuck in the jungle in their mind, of losers 
looking for succor from an unresponsive 
but undeniable God. Sometimes the 
melodies crumble away into a tuneless, 
rhythmic recitative; sometimes they’re so 
strong and basic you could swear you first 
heard them when your mother hummed

them as you floated safely in her womb. 
Either way, Cash’s bass-strum, bass-strum 
guitar work does nothing for or against | 
the tunes; it just propels them forward. 

The two train songs are my faves. Tom 
Waits’s “Down There by the Train” is 
about sin and salvation; it might also be | 
about Lincoln’s funeral ride. Cash’s own | 
“Let the Train Blow the Whistle” is simply 
about getting the fuck out of Dodge. The 
most telling number, though, is Wain- | 
wright’s “The Man Who Couldn’t Cry,” a | 
funny, absurd parable typical of his style, 
with many significant little twists that, in | 
the end, add up to nothing. It sums up the 
album’s main shortcoming: I don’t think it 
will mean anything to Cash’s potential 
fans, as they listen to this veritable field | 
recording on CD players that usually carry | 
them away with the beat of some multi- | 
tracked sonic monster. 

Seeing Cash perform the songs live in a 
club smaller than, say, the Rat, was anoth- | 
er story. Although the exclusivity of the | 
entrance policy was a major annoyance 
(the college-age couple were nothing more 
than Austin residents, so they didn’t get | 
in), it only primed the audience for an en- | 
chanted evening. And from the moment | 
Cash walked out on stage with a wry, self- 
effacing smile, he gave it to them. Red- 
faced and a little portlier than his publicity | 
photos might show, he bore himself with 
supreme, relaxed composure, and his per- | 
formance matched his demeanor. Despite 
a nagging, phlegmy cough, his forthright, | 
understated vocals set up a dialogue with 
the audience, and the crowd’s laughs or | 
hoots were every bit as significant as his | 
words. It was folk at its finest, and it made | 
his songs sink in and stay for a while. 

Even so, when he brought out the Ten- | 
nessee Three, the evening shot up more | 
than half a degree, and thoughtful songs 
suddenly became memorable perfor- 
mances. A forgotten Sun-catalogue gem 
like “Big River” had me scrawling gibber- 
ish on my notepad like, “Suddenly, I un- 
derstand the South!” Cash may have 
wanted to make a folk album to recap- | 
ture his roots; he should feel he’s suc- 
ceeded. Meanwhile, my roots, his fans’ | 
roots, are with his rock of the ages. 
Here’s hoping next time he and Rick go 
out to the cabin, they invite along some | 
friends from Tennessee. |

isten to Reba McEntire’s 
Read My Mind (MCA) all 
the way through. Then tell 
me that the influence of 
Wynonna Judd as a soul 
singer doesn’t weigh heavily on country 
music these days. Pam Tillis’s new Sweet- 
heart’s Dance (Arista) is an exception, 
since she’s riding high among the genre’s 
young queens. But in McEntire’s latest, 
you’ll catch Whitney Houston’s bravura, 
Anita Baker’s sigh (or is it Oleta 
Adams’s?), lots of Gladys Knight’s husky 
turnarounds, some of Mavis Staples’s 
declarative funk — even a bit of Big 
Maybelle’s squall. McEntire employs ’em 
all, singing so unrecognizably far down in 
the alto range that you wonder whether 
the record company didn’t package some 
other singer’s CD in a McEntire sleeve. 
“I Won’t Stand in Line” and “I 
Wouldn’t Want To Be You” sound exact- 
ly like Judd singing Mavis Staples. It’s a 





















case of the older singer acknowledging 
the younger as flagrantly as Smokey 
Robinson’s early-’80s decision to incor- 
porate Stevie Wonder and Michael Jack- 
son into his signature cry. That McEntire 
feels it appropriate to jettison 20 years of 
small-mouthed soprano hits tells you just 
how completely Judd’s meaty funk and 
fiery soul performances have taken pos- 
session of country music’s heart. 

No doubt that a complete make-over 
was needed. McEntire’s last CD, It’s Your 
Call, sounded unspectacularly flat next to 
Lorrie Morgan’s torrid Watch Me, Tanya 
Tucker’s trashy Soon, and Pam Tillis’s vi- 
brant and satiny Look Homeward Angel

City slickers? 


Brown and Travis look for 
the wellsprings of heartache

istening to the country mu- 
sic that’s all over the radio 
today makes me remember 
why I hated it so much when 
I was a kid. Granted, you 
have to have a bit of life under your belt 
before you can appreciate how far down 
the best country singers go, before you 
hear, in the turbulent stillness of the best 
country, why it’s white soul music. But all 
I heard as a kid were whiny voices and 
lugubrious rhythms that made me antsy 
for a pop number to come on. 

Those feelings came back to me after I’d 
listened to the new albums from Marty 
Brown, Cryin’, Lovin’, Leavin’ (MCA), and 
Randy Travis, This Is Me (Warner Bros., 
both due in stores April 26). Each takes a 
different approach, and Brown’s is by far 





| the better effort. But each, in its own way, 


is deadly. 

Marty Brown’s influences leap out at 
you the minute he opens his mouth. It’s 
clear he’s absorbed damn near every note 
Hank Williams and, especially, Jimmie 
Rodgers ever put on record, and it would 


| be easy enough to argue that when coun- 


try music is as slicked up as it is right now, 


| a country singer with those influences is 


just the sort who should be on the charts. 
Marty Brown’s voice doesn’t call up coun- 
trypolitan sharpsters crying into their im- 
ported beer in some high-tech honky- 
tonk. He has a genuine hillbilly sound, and 


though there’s nothing here to match the 
keening spookiness of “She’s Gone” (from 
his last album, Wild Kentucky Skies), there 
are moments (like “You Must Be Mis- 
takin’ Me,” “Shameful Lies,” and the 
barnyard humor of “Too Blue To Crow”) 
that back up his admirers when they claim 
there’s no one else making country music 
now who sounds like Brown. 

Then why, oh why, doesn’t his voice car- 
ry more weight? Although his singing 
doesn’t sound affected, his approach is as 
deliberate as those dropped g’s in the al- 
bum’s title. Much of Cryin’, Lovin’, Leavin’ 
was recorded live in the studio, but there’s 
never a moment when you’re allowed to 
forget how much technology went into get- 
ting that “authentic” sound. Brown is an 
uneasy mixture of reverence for his idols 
and an inability to tap into the well-deep 
springs of heartache and regret that they 
did. And he hasn’t yet shown he can write 
songs in the tradition he loves and make 
them sound like something other than tra- 
dition (unlike, say, Marshall Crenshaw, 
who never sounds as if he were aping ’50s 
and early 60s rock, though that clearly is 
the tradition he’s working out of). 

Cryin’, Lovin’, Leavin’ suggests that 
Brown might be a lot better suited to de- 
veloping a rockabilly sound that leans to- 
ward the ’billy side of the equation. The 
best song here is his cover of “Cherokee 
Boogie,” a politically incorrect number 
that has a throwaway charm. And with 
help from his secret weapon, producer/ 
guitarist Richard Bennett (who spins out 


some neat, compact guitar lines that goose 
things up whenever Brown’s vocals threat- 
en to become too lugubrious), he might 
slip out of the reverent straitjacket he’s fit- 
ting himself into. 

Randy Travis’s This Is Me comes closer 
than any record bearing that title could to 
meaning absolutely nothing. There’s never 
been anything in his public persona or in 
his music to suggest that Travis is more 
than a polite young man going about his 
business as humbly and unfussily as did 
the polite young Westerners in the old 
movies he reportedly loves. Which is ex- 
actly what’s wrong with him. He’s got a 
steady, even, cleft chin of a voice. There 
are no sudden swells of emotion, no tom- 
catting ruts. Yes, his voice sounds as “pure 
country” as his publicity keeps pointing 
out, but only on the surface. I get the feel- 
ing he’d think it improper to delve into the 
unembarrassed emotion that, for me, is 


pure country.

“The Box” is about a cache of memen- 
tos a man finds after his father’s death, 
things that tell him his father had emotions 
he never showed.

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STEVE LACY AT HARVARD: 
HOUSE PARTY STARTING 


Soprano saxophonist-composer 
Steve Lacy has played Boston often 
in the past decade, but nothing he’s 
done here since his 1986 duets with 
Roscoe Mitchell at the 1369 Jazz 
Club approached the significance (or 
success) of last weekend’s appear- 
ance at Sanders Theatre. The tribute 
to Lacy featured a new work com- 
missioned by the Office for the Arts 
at Harvard and Radcliffe, plus a rare 
reunion with trombonist Roswell 
Rudd, one of Lacy’s earliest and most 
sympathetic collaborators. It also in- 
cluded selections by Ellington, Gil 
Evans, Herbie Nichols, and Lacy 
himself played with the Harvard Jazz 
Band, which under the direction of 
Tom Everett is certainly one of the 
most daring (and fortunate) college 
ensembles in the country. 

Lacy’s songs may be his most im- 
portant contribution to jazz. Two 
new songs, settings of the poems 
“Guide to the Symphony,” by Wel- 
don Kees, and “Coda,” by Jack 
Spicer, were the concert’s highlight. 








Few other composers can create 
melodies that so effortlessly conform 
to the cadence and meaning of poet- 
ry. Lacy started setting words to mu- 
sic more than 20 years ago with the 
austere Tao Suite, a series of songs 
based on the poetry of Lao-Tsu (one 
of these, “Bone,” was played at the 
concert). With their human scale and 
becoming modesty, as well as their 
ambitious reach, his songs have 
grown emotionally deeper through 
the years, especially in the recorded 
suites, Futurities (hat Art) and Ves- 
pers (Soul Note). 

Lacy’s music dovetailed with 
Kees’s verbal symphony on the hu- 
man condition. Mid-tempo walking- 
bass lines from Rudd and bassist Ed 
Schuller penetrated to the poem’s 
rhythmic heart. Over their pulse, 
Lacy and clarinettist Don Byron 
played in unison with vocalist Irene 
Aebi, whose robust alto, with its bell- 
like clarity and resonance, is essential 
to Lacy’s music. The pared-down el- 
egance of the melody mingled humor 
and compassion in equal measure, a 
fragile tone that the soloists never 
damaged. Without breaking the or- 
ganic flow of the piece, Lacy inter- 
rupted the poem several times for im- 
provisations, including a graceful 
Lacy-Byron duet, a Schuller solo of 
mournful double stops, and a horn 
trio that climaxed with Lacy’s comi- 


| cal-sad duck quacks. 


Spicer’s “Coda,” the second quin- 
tet song, is a love lyric that inspired 
some of Lacy’s most ecstatic and rig- 


orous writing. The tender, pentatonic 
melody launched Rudd into the sonic 
center of the performance, and his 
vast sound, cleared of troubled blues 
or earthy snorts, became an angelic 
clarion around which the music slow- 
ly revolved. 

These two songs were part of a 
well-crafted survey of Lacy’s career 
and formative influences. Lacy and 
Rudd paid tribute to Thelonious 
Monk, the greatest influence on Lacy’s 
music, in a duet on “Ruby, My Dear.” 
In the early ’60s, they led a quartet 
that played Monk’s music exclusively, 
so they know him inside out. At times 
Lacy’s witty paraphrases and varia- 
tions sparred with Rudd’s slap-on-the- 
back rowdiness; at others they were 
born aloft by Rudd’s billowy clouds of 
sound. It was the first of many electric 
moments between these two oddly 
complementary trouble makers. 

Lacy’s affinities for other com- 
posers were showcased with the Har- 
vard Jazz Band on Ellington’s “The 
Mooche” and a transcription of the 
Gil Evans arrangement of “Remem- 
ber,” on which Lacy played in 1957. 
Jeff Friedman’s arrangement of 


Lacy’s “Prospectus” ended the con- 
cert, but the orchestral highlight was 
Rudd’s hilariously programmatic and 
insightful orchestration of Herbie 
Nichols’s “House Party Starting.” 
Many of Lacy’s appearances with 
his sextet in the past few years have 
suffered from on-tour weariness and 
sameness of repertoire, so it was a 
special joy to hear him rested and re- 
laxed on new and different material. 
No question that this was one of the 
year’s highlights in jazz.

BLACK ROCK COALITION: 
ALIVE AND WELL 


When guitarist Vernon Reid, musi- 
cian/critic Greg Tate and several oth- 
er forward-thinking individuals 
formed the Black Rock Coalition in 
1985, one of their main goals was to 
create the world’s first independent 
label specifically for black alternative 
musicians. It took more than eight 
years (and one compilation on Ryko, 
1991’s The History of Our Future), 
but Black Rock Coalition Records fi- 
nally has a release to its name. Black- 
er Than That, the BRC’s second col- 
lection of members’ music, is the de- 
but entry in what one hopes will be a 
long and distinguished catalogue. We 
don’t have to wait too long for a fur- 
ther taste either: the Coalition is 
bringing a package show to the Mid- 
dle East on April 28, featuring Black- 
er’s leadoff hitter, Drek Du Boyz, 
plus Rebels Be Phuncky and Boston’s 


own Chuck and Rippopotamus. 

Much of Blacker is inspired by the 
last “black rock” wave of the early to 
mid ’70s: Sly Stone, Curtis Mayfield, 
P-Funk, the Ohio Players, etc. This 
doesn’t mean that disco, rap, and sam- 
pling have been forgotten — they’re 
gracefully incorporated into the gener- 
al sound. D’Tripp’s “Run from the 
World” can easily be seen as a contin- 
uation of the George Clinton concept: 
fat groove, apocalyptic riff, mass vo- 
cals, and lyrics like “I'll stroke all your 
idols, but dig my philosophy/God isn’t 
dead, you know, She’s livin’ in me.” 
But all these elements add up to a 
track that’s unmistakably modern hip- 
hop. Likewise, Drek Du Boyz’s “Con- 
tradictions” has a hyper bass line and 
an irrepressible chorus that are prime 
Funkadelic quality, but it’s also chock 
full of sampled scratches and sonic de- 
bris worthy of Public Enemy. 

There’s something suspiciously 
retro about Skip Spady’s lazy drawl 
on Suburban Dog’s “Home, Home 
on the Range,” even as the driving 
beat behind it leaves no doubt we’re 
deep in the present. The gorgeously 
dry drum sound on Sophia’s Toy’s 
“Lifetime” suggests mid-’70s Stevie 
Wonder, an impression furthered by 
singer Sophia Ramos’s rippling 
melismas. Women in Love’s “Blacker 
Than That” is a huge slab of greasy 
funk with the album’s best couplet: 
“I’ve been blacker than thou/I’ve 
been blacker than Action Jackson.” 
You could say that these bands are 
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DREK DU BOYZ: a hyper bass line and an irrepressible chorus that are prime Funkadelic 
quality, plus sampled scratches and sonic debris worthy of Public Enemy. 


picking up where previous black rock 
innovators left off, or that they’re do- 
ing their own thing while paying re- 
spect to the past. Either way, it 
sounds good. 

The ’70s connection is not com- 
pletely dominant. Bozaque’s “Shad- 
ow of Shadows” and D-Xtreme’s 
“N.Y.D.S.” take a harder, more met- 
al-ish tack, with tougher lyrics (de- 
crying name-calling and police bru- 
tality, respectively). Crunchy guitars, 
volcanic drums, gut-churning 
rhythms — these bands have it all, 
and they stack up very nicely next to, 
say, Anthrax. Meanwhile, Faith go for 
a nifty blend of rock and reggae on 
“Commercialized.” But the most in- 
triguing piece here is Synaestisia’s 
“Green Balloon,” a swirling, impres- 
sionistic mix of Dave Fiuczynski’s 
bizarro fretless guitar and Michelle 
Johnson’s loopy vocalisms. 

The one tune featuring well-known 
artists, Menace’s “Detroit” — with 
Bootsy Collins, Maceo Parker, and 
Bernie Worrell — is by far the least 
interesting, a dull hip-hop/dub re- 
tread. But the diversity here, and the 
way in which it’s presented, is pre- 
cisely what’s most pleasing about | 
Blacker Than That. A collection of | 
such varied styles could have been a | 
mess; instead, all the bands sound | 
perfectly natural together. The Black 
Rock Coalition, in the course of rais- 
ing consciousness about black musi- 
cians, has also made a strong state- | 
ment against genre segregation.

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the latest beautiful loser?

here’s a fine line between be- 
ing a beautiful, inspired mess 
and a pathetic, wasted 
wreck. Athens (Georgia) 
singer/songwriter Vic Ches- 
nutt walks that line with the requisite lack 
of grace and surplus of inspiration. Unfor- 
tunately, the only walking he’s done for 
the past decade is of the metaphorical sort; 
in 1983 he crossed the line and drunk- 
| drove his way into a wheelchair. Legend 
| has it that the accident that took away his 
use of his legs endowed him with the focus 
| and determination to put his thirsty muse 
| and Hank Williams—inflected vocal twang 
| to work. 
Discovered playing in an Athens band 
called the La De Da’s by R.E.M.’s Michael 
Stipe in 1986, Chesnutt embarked on a 
| solo recording career that’s yielded two 

stark and gritty, Stipe-produced albums 
| — 1989's Little and 1992’s West of Rome 
| —and the recently released semi-self-pro- 
| duced Drunk, all on Texas Hotel. Along 

the way, Bob Mould and Giant Sand have 
| also taken Chesnutt under their wing and 
| on tour. Next Wednesday he’ll be at the 
| Paradise, singing and playing his favorite 
| nylon string guitar, along with wife Tina 

(on bass), drummer Jimmy Davidson, and 
| second-guitarist Alex McManus. 
| Chesnutt ain’t your typical straight- 

from-the-heart crooner with an acoustic 
| guitar and a knapsack full of woes slung 
over his world-weary shoulders, and 
Drunk ain’t your typical journey to the 
land of a hundred whiskey-soaked broken 
hearts. It ain’t the Special Olympics of 
songwriting, either. What sets Chesnutt 
apart isn’t his physical condition but a rare 
gift for raw, poetic insights, a restless 
muse that won’t abide by self-indulgent 
misery, and a prickly, self-effacing sense 
of humor that keeps both in check. 

He hasn’t completely abandoned his 
penchant for self-destructive hell-raising. 
When I reached him by phone at his home 
at 9 a.m. on a Wednesday, he’d been up all 
night partying and was, in his own words, 
“not a pretty sight.” Life imitates art. 

A natural for the role of tragic folk hero 
but too circumspect to believe in clichés, 
Chesnutt riddles his songs with tales of 
| mischievous fuck-ups who can’t leave the 
| bottle or anything else well enough alone. 
Bitterness, tenderness, and poignant de- 
tails — like the story of the spurned lover 
in “Where Were You” (from West of 
Rome) who sees the object of his desire 
embracing the “occupant artist” in a “sec- 


ond-story, well-lighted place” — weave 
their way around minimally arranged, 
country/folk-tinged, acoustic-based songs 
that settle somewhere between veiled, im- 
pressionistic storytelling and buck-naked 
autobiography. b 

Recorded in three nights on a farm in 
southern Georgia with spare yet quirky in- 
strumentation — a ukulele here, a bit of 
Fender Rhodes piano there, but mostly 
just acoustic guitar, bass, and a trap kit — 
Drunk captures Chesnutt in a bitter yet 
forgiving mood, singing his heart out for 
salvation or at least some sympathy. In 
Stipe’s absence, he seems to have spent 
less time fine-tuning the songs and more 
experimenting with new textures, like the 
messy, distortion on “Drunk” and the 
eerie sampled atmospheres on “Kick My 
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Ass.” Nevertheless, using a bit more studio | 


gloss than Stipe allowed for, and with Syd 
Straw’s backing vocals and some slide gui- 
tar behind it, “Sleeping Man” could pass 
for a rootsy pop song if it weren’t for the 
disquieting, elliptical lyrics about being a 
freak of nature 

“I wanted to do something without 
Michael,” Chesnutt explains. “I didn’t 
know whether this was going to come out 
as a record when I did it. Basically I snuck 
down to southern Georgia in protest, in a 
real pissed-off mood. It was a harrowing 
time. My life was in turmoil; forces outside 
my being were pointing in like arrows and 
bapping me. I wasn’t fucking up, but de- 
pression had set in. I said to Tina, ‘I’m 
sick of you and I’m going away for a fuck- 
ing weekend and I’m going to go and talk 
to myself, my inner self, my outer self, and 
my exoskeleton.’ ” 

Chesnutt’s still at his best when his hill- 
billy croon and warped sense of humor are 
highlighted by the kind of restrained, or- 
ganic arrangements that Stipe favored. 
“When I Left Her” and “Dodge” frame 
confessions of a troubled soul (“There’s so 
many ghosts out there on those streets/I 
always hate to ponder who’s under those 
sheets”) in simple, aching melodies. But 
Chesnutt keeps his chin up even when his 
heart’s on his sleeve, defeating the demons 
with a sharp wit and an earthy charm. As 
he puts it in “Dodge,” “I done shit every- 
where that there is to eat/guess it’s time 
for me to get the fuck out of Dodge.” 
Hearing those words, you know he’s just 
on his way to find another place to do both 
— and there’s something uplifting about 
that.

Will next year’s Emperor 
make Tomsie a household name?

ubravka Tomsic is a star 
in Eastern Europe, espe- 
cially in her native Slove- 
nia, though she’s not yet 
a household name in this 
country. Next fall, she’ll be playing the Em- 
peror Concerto with the BSO under Seiji 
Ozawa, who once he heard her recordings 
insisted on having her appear with him as 
soon as possible. As with Klaus Tennstedt, 
another wonderful Eastern European mu- 
sician who was once unknown here, this 
endorsement by one of the Big Five orches- 
tras may be just the confirmation that leads 
to superstardom. Which ought to happen, 
because if phenomenal technique and pro- 
found artistry are what make people fa- 
mous, then she ought to be the most fa- 
mous pianist on every side of the Atlantic. 

I mention this only because there were 
more empty seats at Symphony Hall than 
there should have been for her most recent 
Bank of Boston Celebrity Series appearance 
— her third in four years and, I think, her 
best. You could hear one of the many ex- 
traordinary qualities of her playing right off, 
in the uncanny stillness that she projected in 


the slow introduction to Beethoven’s Les 
Adieux Sonata (his explicit depiction of the 
leavetaking from Vienna of his patron, the 
Archduke Rudolph, during the French oc- 
cupation). We were instantly in the palpable 
presence of something reaching beyond 
mere quietness into the realm of the spirit. 
For the rest of the first movement, the 
Farewell, and for most of the second move- 
ment, the Absence, her playing — in both 
hands (hands that rarely rise above the lev- 
el of the keyboard) — was so even and her 
pacing so regular, it was hard to tell 
whether she was being restrained or just 
square. But the sudden leap into vivacity 
when the Duke returns (Der Wiedersehn) 
sent all reservations out the window. The 
skipping runs and triplets, played with ab- 
solute clarity, brimmed over with joy. Then 
the pulling back, the disbelief (“Are you re- 
ally back safe?”), were even more moving 
in their understanding of the €¢omplex way 
human beings who have grown accus- 
tomed to sadness respond to happy news. 
Beethoven’s magnificent Waldstein 
Sonata was still more phenomenal. When 
Maurizio Pollini played it here only a few 
weeks ago, the rapidly repeating eighth 
notes of the opening were an effectively 
sinister but odd tonal blur. Tomsic played 
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them, if anything, even faster, and with a 
stealth, a repressed hush that kept threat- 
ening at any second to boil over. It was 
riveting. But you could also hear every sin- 
gle note as it galloped by. Small crescen- 
dos raised the emotional pitch, but there 
was no explosion, only a degree of tension 
that would have been all but unbearable if 
it weren’t so beautiful. 

When the great Artur Schnabel played 
the Waldstein’s brief Adagio, he made it a 
soul-searching, existential adventure — one 
of the great passages of pianism ever 
recorded. Tomsic has an utterly different 
approach. For her, this transitional move- 
ment is not exploratory but a center of sta- 
bility, a solemn hymn, a doorway that leads 
into a pastoral garden where someone is 
singing quietly under the trees with a grace- 
giving lyricism until we suddenly emerge 
into a wide clearing, beneath a broad ex- 
panse of cloudless and open sky — Heav- 
en, really. In the Prestissimo coda, we could 
hear the mingled feelings — alternating 
major and minor — of our wonderment. 

The second half of the program was 
Chopin: the B-flat-minor Sonata and the far 
less familiar Andante Spianato and Grand

windswept waves of sound. 

The rippling Andante Spianato and 
Grand Polonaise is a brilliant and elegant 
song and dance, full of rippling arpeggios 
and elaborate rhythmic play, with a spectac- 
ular, staggering conclusion that is both elab- 
orately decorated yet still refined. Even in a 
showpiece like this, Tomsic — no technical 
slouch — isn’t merely showing off. There 
wasn’t a note that wasn’t musical or a turn 
of phrase that wasn’t completely thought 
through. The audience was beside itself. 

A whirring yet poignant F-minor Scar- 
latti Sonata (nobody plays Scarlatti with a 
more perfect balance between lightness 
and gravity), a Moszkowski Etude, 
fiendishly cross-handed and arpeggiated, 
and Liszt’s Valse oubliée were the encores. 
The next encore: that Emperor Concerto 
with the BSO this fall.

Polonaise Brillante. No question, 
the center of this sonata, after some 
impassioned rhapsodizing and 
black-masked humor, was the fa- 
mous Funeral March.

The Gigolo Aunts and the 
Dambuilders debut nationally

he Gigolo Aunts weren’t sure 
what to think when female 
fans on their current English 
tour started yelling, “Get 
your kits off.” “We thought 
they were saying, ‘You gits, piss off,’ ” re 

ports singer/guitarist Dave Gibbs by 
phone from a tour stop in Portsmouth. “It 
turned out they were telling us to take our 
clothes off, for some reason we can’t un- 
derstand at all — maybe it’s because we 
have long hair, and our drummer’s cute. 
They send us presents, and lots of Cad- 
bury chocolates — but at least they don’t 
throw them at us on stage, like they threw 
jellybeans at the Beatles.” 

Yes, that’s really how the Gigolo Aunts 
are received in some parts of the world. 
But back in Boston they’re helping to kick 
off a week that could be a banner one for 
local pop. After working up to the front 
ranks in the clubs, both the Aunts and 
longtime pals the Dambuilders are making 
their major-label debuts this week: Gigolo 
Aunts with Flippin’ Out (RCA), and the 
Dambuilders with Encendedor (East- 
West/Atlantic). The Aunts will be playing 





a record-release show at Axis next Satur- 
day, April 30. 

Neither CD is technically a debut al- 
bum. The Aunts debuted in 1988 with the 
little-known Everybody Happy on Coyote 
(“This would-be weird Feelies jangle-pop 
record,” says Gibbs); that was followed in 
1990 by the much-better Spanish import 
Tales from the Vinegar Side. The Dam- 
builders have put out three full-length al- 
bums in Europe, plus a collector’s night- 
mare of singles, EPs and compilation 
tracks at home. 

About half of both bands’ current al- 
bums will be familiar to local fans. The 
Aunts’ has the fourth appearance of their 
excellent “Bloom” single and other recent 
A-sides. Part of the Dambuilders’ album 
appeared on their Pop Narcotic and 
SpinArt releases. Yet both CDs include 
some strong new material. And the beauty 
is that neither the bands nor the labels 
seem to have outsized expectations about 
these discs. Both serve as wrap-ups of 
their indie work, setting the stage for full- 
fledged, bigger-budget major-label albums 
to come next year. 

It’s midnight after a well-received gig in 
Portsmouth, and the Gigolo Aunts are 
back at their hotel doing phone interviews. 
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CLOTHES CALL: the Gigolo Aunts just barely managed to keep 











their shirts on in Portsmouth, England. 


Given those fans who want their clothes 
off, don’t the band members have better 
things than interviews to do when they get 
off stage? “Yeah,” Gibbs admits, “but it’s 
hard because Paul [Brouwer, drums], 
Steve [Hurley, bass/vocals], and Phil 
{Hurley, guitar/vocals] all have serious 
girlfriends. And I have this girl at home 
that I like a lot. So after the show I watch 
Wonder Stuff [the tour’s headliners] for a 
while, then go home and write postcards. 
“Right now Paul and Phil are fending off 
their little-girl fans, and later on Steve and I 
are gonna get together and write songs. 


We’re staying at this swank hotel that has 
an indoor village with a pool down at the 
bottom. I’m tempted to jump in from my 
window, but I’m sure we’d get kicked out. 
If you want to know, this is the first time 
I’ve really been homesick on the road. 
Who’s at the Middle East tonight, anyway?” 

Still, it’s been a fairly glorious tour for 
the band. Whatever their name might mean 
here, the Wonder Stuff remain major pop 
stars in the UK, and the Aunts’ opening 
slot has given them a growing fan base and 
BBC airplay for the new single “Mrs. 
Washington.” And last week, no less a hero

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of the band than Paul Weller gave them a 
good word in New Musical Express. 

Their RCA deal gives them a guaranteed 
three albums without being dropped — and 
in an uncommon move for newish bands, 
the company has given the Aunts their own 
vanity label. Summerville Records, which 
Gibbs has co-run as an indie singles label 
over the past two years, will now be dis- 
tributed through RCA, which means the 
band will be able to get RCA distribution 
for some of the local bands they love. And 
their passion for promoting local music 
doesn’t end there. Their new UK single has 
an unreleased Big Dipper song (“Windsor 
Dam”) on the flip, and they promise to put 
covers of local bands on all their forthcom- 


| ing singles (the Cavedogs’ “Bed of Nails” 


and Dumptruck’s “Going Nowhere” are 
tentatively coming next). 

None of which amounts to anything like 
overnight success. Although the members 
are still under 30, this line-up has already 
existed for more than a decade. And they 
remain hypercritical of themselves. 
They’re still the only band who’ve ever told 
me they agreed with a bad review I’d given 
them (after Everybody Happy). More re- 
cently, they took pains to get rid of a song 
they thought was embarrassing. The im- 
port version of Flippin’ Out includes a 
tune called “Easy Reader” that Gibbs de- 
scribes as “a bad joke, grunge by num- 
bers.” On the US version it’s replaced by 
two more obvious singles, “Lemon Peeler” 


and “Ride On Baby, Ride On.” To these 
ears the deleted song was a pretty good 
pop tune with louder guitars than usual, 
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as many musical detours as a band can 
without abandoning the pop format. Fol- 
low a jangly tune with a noise jam, throw in 
a classical violin line and follow that with a 
screaming outburst? No problem. And 
though songwriters Eric Masunaga and 
Dave Derby do write straightforward lyrics 
on occasion, they’ll just as often build a 
song around an obscure plot or an in-joke. 
Case in point: working on their infamous 
project to write a song about each of the 
50 states, they came across an article about 


a Japanese millionaire who wanted to buy | 


Wyoming. So the song “Wyoming,” which 
appeared on a Rockville single last year, 
was played in campy style and sung in 
Japanese. Great joke for the small handful 
of people who got it. 

The pleasant surprise about Encendedor 
is how well it hangs together — opening 
with the semi-classical noise jam (“Cop- 
sucker,” with killer violin by Joan Wasser), 
closing with the screaming outburst 
(“Fur”), and pulling plenty of sweet-and- 
sour melodic turns in the middle. The band 
haven’t toned down their eclecticism, but 
they have focused it, and the spirit, if not the 
sound, recalls the daring adventures XTC 
got into during the Drums and Wires phase. 
They'll entice you with a hook and snag you 
with a lyric twist, then throw some grisly 
guitars and a new plot line your way when 
you think you’ve got it figured out. And 
when they come down to earth and write a 
love song, they get that job done as well. 

Singer/bassist Derby’s willing to explain 
what the more obscure tunes are about. 
“Kill Haole Day” refers to his youth in

but the album’s reworking (the US version 
also has a different sequence) says a lot 
about the band’s perfectionism. 

“Flippin’ Out is good, but it’s not the 
record we can make,” Gibbs says. “We as- 
pire to only one thing: we want to be great. 
And I think that all the bands I’ve ever real- 
ly loved have felt the same way. We don’t 
want to be mediocre, and we don’t want to 
be super-political. What I really want is to 
make music that I wouldn’t be embar- 
rassed to have in my record collection. And 
I think that we have a classic album in our 
souls — as good as the first Cheap Trick, 
as good as a Zombies album, maybe even 
as good as Big Star.” 

Listening to Flippin’ Out, one hears a 
double edge that doesn’t always emerge in 
the Aunts’ live shows. On stage the band 
usually come off as cute-and-happy pop- 
sters. On the CD a stronger strain of 
melancholia comes through — notably on 
the seven-minute title track and on “Pin 
Cushion,” which is about growing up in a 
soon-to-be-broken home. Even an upbeat 
lyric like “Where I Find My Heaven” has a 
haunted quality in the delivery. The best 
track, “Figurine,” is a classic-model ballad 
of romantic yearning, all of it unfulfilled. 
Gibbs says that the band are working 
damn hard on leaving their angst behind, 
and that the results will be tangible on the 
next record. “This is going to sound hope- 
lessly hippie-ish, but we’ve encountered a 
lot of positive things and we want to put 
them into our songs. That’s started on 
‘Ride On Baby, Ride On,’ which is about 
seeing women in rock getting out there 
and doing it for themselves. For the next 
album we want to have a story running 
through the lyrics about taking control and 
pulling yourself up. And that applies to 
me, too: I know I used to be such a pa- 
thetic sad sap, and it got me nowhere.” 
Fellow major-label-debut band the 
Dambuilders are among the most adven- 
turous of the more-or-less pop groups in 
town — so adventurous that it hasn’t been 








easy to keep up with them. They’ve taken

The 1993 
single “Colin’s Heroes” isn’t about XTC or 
General Colin Powell; it’s about “someone 
in a band who’s not getting anywhere and 
he’s frustrated, but he compensates by hav- 
ing this crazy egomaniacal attitude.” 

The Dambuilders never had that atti- 
tude, and at the moment they don’t have 
the frustration either. The EastWest label 
(which includes Buffalo Tom on its roster) 
is currently giving them what they want — 
not instant stardom but room to grow. 
“They’re not setting unrealistic expecta- 
tions — but on the other hand we are 
making a video [for ‘Smell,’ originally a 
Pop Narcotic single], so it’s a nice middle 
ground. I’m not expecting to sell truck- 
loads of records, but I think this will pave 
the way for what we do in the future.”

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A Rotten book 


John Lydon’s ersatz, cranky 
autobiography is a toss-off

ROTTEN: NO IRISH, NO BLACKS, 
NO DOGS, by John Lydon with Keith 
and Kent Zimmerman. St. Martin’s 
Press, 329 pages, $22.95. 


ver had the feeling you’ve 
been cheated? 

“Much has been written 
about the Sex Pistols,” be- 
gins John Lydon (alias Rot- 

ten) in this whiny, self-serving autobiogra- 
phy. “This book is as close to the truth as 
one can get .. . I have no time for lies or 
fantasy, and neither should you . . .” And it 
may well be that what Lydon has set down 
here is factually closer to the truth than 
what’s been written about punk’s initial ex- 
plosion. But if there was ever a book that 
illustrated D.H. Lawrence’s dictum to trust 
the tale and not the teller, this is it. Because 
finally it doesn’t matter how accurate Rot- 
ten’s facts are when — continuously — it’s 


the same way ever again, has churned out 
the ultimate piece of rock-star product: a 
work that, on every page, shuts down possi- 
bilities, even reduces his own accomplish- 
ments with an unremitting insistence that we 
see things his way or else. It’s no joke that 
his introduction ends with the words “Enjoy 
or die.” Like the rock duffers he despises, 
he’s developed contempt for his audience. 
I’ve neither the energy nor the stomach 
to list the griping that goes on here (let 
alone detail how badly put together the 
manuscript, obviously cobbled together 
from interviews, is); what it comes down to 
is Lydon telling us we’re fools. Fools if we 
believe the Sex Pistols were anything more 
than “gaudiness incarnate. Musical 
vaudeville. Evil burlesque.” Fools if we be- 
lieve that those who soldiered on in the Pis- 
tols’ wake were anything other than 
wankers and wanna-bes. Fools if we think 
that giving punk its due is anything other 
than romanticization. Fools if we believe 
that the punk spirit could possibly be alive 
today (though it flourishes in disc after disc,

so emotionally false and belligerent. 

If this were simply a case of a man 
who’s been misrepresented by the press 
and others getting something off his chest, 
you couldn’t blame Lydon. During his 
tenure as Johnny Rotten, he was attacked 
with a savage thoroughness few other per- 
formers or artists have ever been subjected 
to in a democratic country (albeit one 
without any constitutional guarantee of 
freedom of speech). As Greil Marcus sum- 
marized in his seminal essay “Anarchy in 
the U.K.,” Lydon and the Pistols were 
“banned from BBC radio . . . attacked by 
the police, barred from public perfor- 
mance, threatened with criminal obscenity 
charges, denounced in Parliament, and re- 
peatedly razored and beaten on the 
streets.” All of this to the accompaniment 
of statements like the one made by the 
Tory MP in The Great Rock and Roll 
Swindle who says that Lydon’s death 
would be a good thing. 

Rotten relates some of those stories and 
others, like the tale of how the Pistols were 
dropped from A&M because, following the 
release of “God Save the Queen,” Yes 
member/pompous hack Rick Wakeman 
complained to A&M brass that he didn’t 
want to be on the same label with someone 
who would dare to put down the Royal 
Family (I would imagine that means 
Wakeman’s had to leave Britain by now). 

As amusing as that story is, it’s finally 
dispiriting, because much of Rotten is a tes- 
tament to just that sort of egocentrism. John 
Lydon, the man who opened all sorts of pos- 
sibilities in rock and roll, who made it im- 
possible to see rich self-satisfied rock stars 


from In Utero to the Backbeat soundtrack). 

But listen to the glee and fury of “Anar- 
chy in the U.K.” or “No Feelings” or 
“Holidays in the Sun,” the most terrifying 
rock recording ever made. Does it sound 
like burlesque? (A friend of mine who saw 
the Pistols on their ill-fated American tour 
told me the thing that struck him first was 
that “these guys aren’t kidding.”) How 
can Lydon write that “rock ’n’ roll is sup- 
posed to relate to everybody! If everybody 
isn’t involved then it’s sectarianism.” — 
and then dismiss Nirvana because he 
doesn’t like their hair and sweaters? 
Doesn’t he realize that’s the sort of dicta- 
torial fashion-mongering that punk 
damned in the rock establishment? 

Anyone who wants the story of punk 
would do a lot better to pick up Jon Sav- 
age’s magnificent and devastating England’s 
Dreaming, which has to be counted as one 
of the finest books ever written on how a 
cultural movement sprang from, interacted 
with, and changed its times. Without ro- 
manticizing punk, Savage gives its “utopian 
heresies” a heroic stature. And anyone who 
wants to see how punk survived and flour- 
ished in all sorts of unexpected forms should 
read Greil Marcus’s Ranters & Crowd 
Pleasers, with its on-the-fly eloquence. 

The kinship Lydon shows here is with 
the very tabloid press and cheesy comedi- 
ans who called punk a sideshow populated 
with maladjusted freaks. Rotten may sim- 
ply be the work of a man trying to destroy 
his past to get on with his present, but the 
irony is that though it demonstrates John- 
ny Rotten’s continuing relevance, it makes 
you wonder just what John Lydon’s is. QO

THE ICE OPINION, by Ice-T. St. Mar- 
tin’s Press, 199 pages, $17.95. 


he Ice Opinion is a short, 
fast-reading, as-told-to book, 
but pop fans won’t ingest it as 
easily as they do their heroes’ 
greatest-hits albums. Instead 
of slapping together a glossy picture keep- 
sake or a self-aggrandizing autobiography, 
rap star Ice-T sat down with journalist Hei- 
di Siegmund to write just what the title says 
— an organized collection of opinions by 
one of the most unabashedly opinionated 
persons in pop music. 

Ice and Siegmiund came up with 10 
chapters for 10 subjects, including “The 
Ghetto,” “Gangs,” “Crime and Punish- 
ment,” “Men, Women, and Sex,” “Rap: 
The Art of Shit Talkin’,” “Racism,” and 
“The Controversy” (the firestorm he en- 
dured for “Cop Killer”). These are grouped 
into three sections: the first explains the 
environment from which the author 
sprang, the second outlines his philosophy 
of life, and the third groups his thoughts 
on some of the larger issues the country 
faces today that involve him as a major rap 
artist. To top it off with a nihilist flourish, 
he gave the book the subtitle of the open- 
ing section, “Who Gives a Fuck?” 

This punchy little question also closes 
each chapter, in a silly summary sentence 
that runs, “That’s just my opinion on 
crime [or sex or whatever]; who gives a 
fuck?” He obviously meant the phrase to 
function the way it does in songs where 
the same line is repeated at the end of each 
verse until the last refrain, whereupon it’s 
switched around a bit for a shot of poetic 
effect. But here it’s like a mantra with a 
mnemonic mission to keep his ego in 
check, and it’s a disconcerting reminder of 
the ordinariness of his opinions, of his own 
realization of their ordinariness, and of his 
amazement at himself for shooting them 
off anyway. 

You might share that amazement in the 
three chapters that compose the “My Phi- 
losophy” section: Although they’re loose 
and often very funny, his talk rolls along 
like a catchy interview in a glossy mag — 
one that’s entertaining to read while you’re 
waiting to get a haircut but in the end no 
more enlightening or memorable than the 
chatter you make when your turn comes 
up in the chair. The chapter on sex, fof ex-

ample, opens with Ice saying: “I know 
about muthafuckin’ men: They want to 
fuck, Men are dogs . . . At school we'll 
walk up to you and ask, ‘What’s your 
name? How are you doing?’ But what 
we’re really saying is, ‘Man I want to fuck 
you.” This is what drives the male. Women 
should give me a special service award for 
tipping them off.” 

Fat chance. As my romantic partner said 
when I showed her the passage: “Duh.” 
More platitudes follow as he expounds lib- 
ertarian if not libertine viewpoints on ev- 
erything from the spiritual benefits of open 
relationships to the spiritual benefits of his 
personal theology, a half-pantheist, half- 
Nietzschean creed that can be summarized 
as, “Go for the gusto.” (Sandwiched be- 
tween these opinions is a discussion of rap 
so low-key and pedestrian it seems to ex- 
plain the musical expediency that often 
mars his albums.) 

Yet as the opening and closing sections 
remind you with nary a boast (and as any- 
one who could possibly care should al- 
ready know), Ice-T is a hardcore rapper 
with the purest —that is, the “blackest” — 
of hard-ass pedigrees. He was raised in 
South Central LA, became an “affiliate” 
member of the local chapter of the Crips, 
and spent a good part of his youth break- 
ing laws and going to jail. Even when he 
decided to dedicate himself to rap, the 
change in professions didn’t change his at- 
titudes, as his grim, gripping, and un- 
apologetic stories of crime and rage attest. 
With one story in particular, “Cop Killer,” 
he frightened and infuriated more police 
officers than a hardened gangbanger could 
ever hope to in a thousand lifetimes of 
fucking with the criminal-justice system. 

And yet Ice-T has also taken more de- 
light than any other hardcore rapper in 
reaching out to rap’s burgeoning audience 
of white suburban kids, the audience for 
whom much of this book is intended. 
Whether talking about the vicious cycle of 
imprisonment, or the desperation of 
poverty, or the logic of the LA riots, his 
explanations never pander or make evasive 
excuses, and his opinions are grounded in 
an ethics any open-minded gangbanger or 
conscience-ridden judge could appreciate. 
In these days, when kids from the black 
ghetto and the white suburbs talk to each 
other more and more like foreigners, find- 
ing someone who can write words that 
sound “normal” to both is like finding a 
new little Rosetta stone, one priced to 
move at Wal-Mart. Q

THE CUTTING EDGE OF ROCK 
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***1/2 Frank Morgan, LISTEN 
TO THE DAWN (Antilles). Few 
bop veterans are making records 
with the emotional depth and reso- 
nance of Morgan, who can do as 
much with a ballad as any player 
around. Time has weathered the 
top of the alto-saxophonist’s range 
a bit, but every other aspect of his 
sound has improved exponentially, 
and his phrasing and ability to 
pace a chorus are unrivaled. 
Guitarist Kenny Burrell proves a 
wonderful foil for the melodic sax 
man — check the delicate inter- 
play between Morgan’s saxo- 
phone and Burrell’s acoustic guitar 
on the title cut. Burrell contributes 
“Remembering,” an aching ballad 
with a shimmering guitar intro that 
sets up the solo reminiscing. On 
the unlikely cover of Carl Perkins’s 
“Grooveyard,” Morgan turns the 
blues figures into sensual state- 
ments that add a heartfelt emo- 
tionality to the groove.

xxx 1/2 Andy McGhee, COULD 
IT BE (Mags Records). It’s taken 
saxopnonist McGhee 45 years to 
record his first album as a leader. 
He played in the orchestras of 
Lione! Hampton and Woody 
Herman in the 50s and ’60s 
before his years as a teacher at 
Berklee. Like many big-band side- 
men before him, he was reticent 
about pushing a solo career. And 
though his records with Hampton 
whetted appetites, this superb CD 
exceeds expectations. Blowing 
both tenor and soprano, McGhee 
has made a subtle, penetrating 
work that has absorbed decades 
of influences. 

Most of the album is nimbly 
backed by bassist Marshall Wood, 
drummer John Ramsey, pianist 
Ray Santisi, and, most buoyantly, 
guitarist Joe Cohn. Two agile 
McGhee compositions, “Could It 
Be” and “Better Late Than Never,” 
fit neatly into a program of 
Ellington, Rodgers, Monk, Kenny 
Barron, and Frank Foster. Mc- 
Ghee’s improvisations are fully 
contemplative. The ballads hold 
light, the uptempo tunes sprint 
with thoughtful vitality. Even 
“ "Round Midnight,” arranged by 
Greg Hopkins, sounds fresh.

Southern rock’s alive and well, but 
it’s moved to Nashville and is hid- 
ing under a Stetson.

If 
you wiped all the normal rock- 
band sounds off Los Lobos’ Kiko 
and left on the layers of primitive 
rhythm boxes and psychedelic 
weirdness, you’d have something 
like this collaboration of two key 
Lobos members (singer/guitarist 
David Hidalgo and drummer/lyri- 
cist Louie Perez), Kiko’s producer, 
Mitchell Froom, and its engineer, 
Tchad Blake. A handful of tracks 
are skeletal versions of songs that 
Lobos could’ve done. “Ten Believ- 
ers” recalls Kiko’s subtler mo- 
ments; the Playboys’ only straight- 
ahead rocker, “New Zandu,” ap- 
peared on Lobos’ recent two-CD 
anthology. 

But Lobos have never done 
anything as old-timy as the pretty 
violin instrumental “Rudy’s Party,” 
as spooky as “Forever Night 
Shade Mary” (which uses a 
scratchy record as its rhythm 
track), or as out-there as “Mira!” 
(which sounds like two stoned 
mariachi bands crashing into each 
other). It’s a safe bet that most of 
these short tracks were made up 
on the spot. Yet for all the sonic 
strangeness the Playboys main- 
tain a snaky, swampy groove — 
no small feat for an album with 
almost no acoustic drums on it.

Despite 
the Wu-Tang buzz (and chart suc- 
cess), most tracks here are little 
more than pointless shouting 
matches over some gloomy, plod- 
ding beats and samples. More 
often than not the Wu-Tangs come 
off like Leaders of the New School 
without the clever rhymes and the 


snaky, swampy groove. 
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self-depreciating sense of humor. 
The only mildly memorable 
track is the respectable, Onyx-like

* *x*xPHILADELPHIA (1993). 
This Jonathan Demme film is 
many things — a shrewdly manip- 
ulative tearjerker, a rousing court- 
room drama, an

| about AIDS or being gay or homo- 


phobia. Those topics make their 
presence known, but they’re dis- 
guised by a polished Hollywood 
entertainment. Set in the title city 
(grandly photographed by Tak 
Fujimoto), it’s about Andrew 
Beckett (Tom Hanks) and his case 
against the law firm that canned 
him because he has AIDS. The 
scene in which he requests that 
attorney Joe Miller (Denzel 
Washington) take the case is cru- 
cial: at Beckett's news that he has 
AIDS, Miller and the camera back 
up, and this distance between the 
two men and between the film and 
its subject becomes Philadelphia's 
main dynamic. But Hanks and 
Washington do give magnetic per- 
formances; Hanks, this year’s Best 
Actor Oscar winner, achieves, with 
reserve and wit, scenes of pathos, 
courage, and humanity. And the 
film does bare the hard truth at 
times: when Beckett removes his 
shirt in court to show his body’s 
lesions, it’s an ecce homo that 
confronts us with the suffering and 
horror we would rather avoid.

She won 
an Oscar for Best Original Screen- 
play; her two muses, Holly Hunter 
and Anna Paquin, took home stat- 
uettes for Best Actress and Best 
Supporting Actress. In an aston- 
ishing performance, Hunter stars 
as Ada, a mute woman sent to the 
backwoods of 19th-century New 
Zealand as the mail-order bride of 
the puritanical Stewart (Sam Neill). 
She arrives with her changeling- 
like daughter (Paquin) and a 
piano. When Stewart won't take 
the piano to his home, his uncouth 
neighbor Baines (Harvey Keitel) 
takes it himself; then Baines hires 
Ada for piano lessons that lead to 
sexual favors and, eventually, 
intense love scenes that are tri- 
umphs of female sexuality. The 
relationship changes Ada and 
arouses the ire of the tyrannical, 
tragic Stewart. Right through to its 
brutal and beautiful outcome, this 
is a sensuous meditation on lan- 
guage, sublimation, fate, and the 
flesh that touches on the kinds of 
feeling and meaning only music 
can convey.

Cyril Collard’s exposé of a sexual- 
ly indulgent man undeterred by 
AIDS walks unapologetically into 
the jungle of political correctness, 
brandishing a character whose 
behavior is both impossible to 
sanction and easy to understand, 
and evaluating the boundaries of 
human behavior. “It isn’t part of 
me,” that character, Jean, says of 
the AIDS virus. “I can’t take it in.” 
The rub is that he is not alone-with 
his HIV-status. He has unprotect- 
ed sex with the teenage Laura 
(Romane Bohringer); he has an 
affair with a riled-up Player, 
Samy (Carlos Lopez); he has 
anonymous adventures under a 
bridge by the Seine. It is Laura 
who reacts the most emotionally to 
the chaos, perhaps embodying 
Jean’s fear and anger.

*&** 1/2 THE SCENT OF GREEN 
PAPAYA (1993). Vietnam’s first 
Academy Award nominee (for 
Best Foreign Language Film) fol- 
lows the fairy-tale fate of a 10- 
year-old Mui as she grows to a 20- 
year-old while working as a ser- 
vant at a middle-class home, and 
it introduces an astonishingly 
mature new director, Vietnamese 
expatriate Tran Anh Hung. The 
narrative is conventional, but Tran 
diverges from it in many ways. For 
one, there is the delicious cine- 
matography of Benoit Delhomme 
depicting the lush atmosphere of 
the home through which Mui, an 
ever-curious template for experi- 
ence who seemingly wants noth- 
ing for herself, leads us like a 
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household sprite; it is a place of 
ripe fruit and green leaves filled 
with the sounds of the father’s gui- 
tar playing but also with strange 
silences. The family’s quiet calm 
turns tragic when the father runs 
off with the household savings, but 
the revelations this precipitates 
and the fate that awaits Mui are 
not what makes this film fascinat- 
ing. Rather it’s the way Tran 
explores the universe of the home 
through its microclimates. The 
human elements exist to give relief 
to the film’s exquisite visual and 
aural architecture.

(1993). Steven Spielberg has put 
aside childish things — fantasy, 
sentimentality, special effects — 
and confronted the demons and 
desires that have lingered beneath 
some of the slickest and most suc- 
cessful entertainments in cinema: 
Here he does not pose salvation in 
the heavens or evil in the depths; 
he’s located both in the human 
heart and in a historical reality. 
The screenplay, an adaptation by 
Steven Zaillian of Thomas 
Keneally’s book, is the true story 
of Oskar Schindler (Liam Neeson), 
the opportunistic capitalist and 
Nazi Party member who metamor- 
phosed into one of the greatest 
humanitarian heroes of World War 
ll: his “list” is a compilation of the 
names of 1100 Jewish laborers 
ransomed from Hitler’s Final 
Solution. Beside Schindler for 
much of the film are either Itzhak 
Stern (Ben Kingsley), his financial 
and spiritual accountant, or Amon 
Goeth (Ralph Fiennes), a genial 
monster who rules his labor camp 
with a cruelty that is both capri- 
cious and methodical; Goeth 
allows Schindler to come to grips 
with his inner beast, even as Stern 
evokes his inner angel. The devel- 
opment of these three is coordi- 
nated with the terrifying trials of 
the Jewish prisoners. “The list is 
life,” says Stern. “Beyond the list is 
the void.” This film reckons with 
both those enormities, life and the 
void, examining with unearthly 
restraint, , pathos, and 
zeal the ultimate horror, the 
Holocaust.

travelogue, and satire is chiefly a 
sex farce about a woman's sensu- 
al awakening in an exotic locale. 
Director and screenwriter John 
Duigan (who sensitively handled 
sexual coming-of-age from male 
perspectives in The Year My 
Voice Broke and Flirting) bases 
his film on the career of Norman 
Lindsay, a controversial Australian 
artist of the early 20th century.
